J Hereby make my appeal to your Honourable Court, from tlie a6ls of this government, on an 
occafion which highly concerns the interefts of this Company, and the honour and faith of the 
BritUh name. The fubject is two-fold; and confifts, firff, in ,1 feries of charges, preferred by 
the Nabob Vizier, and his Minifter Hyder Reg Cawn, againlt Mr. Briffovv, yourRefident at the 
court of Lucknow : And, fecomlly, in an offer made by the Nabob Vizier or the feurity of cre¬ 
ditable bankers, for the difehargeof his p^jft and growing debt to the Company; and ac com- 
pan id with a conditional prayer* to be heed from the prefence and oppreffions of Mr, Rnftow, 
and his affiflant Mr* Cow per. 

Meffrs. Whefer, M^herfon* and Stables, have feveraily acquitted Mr* Brtftow of all the 
charges which were Pledged agumtl hinx; and they have feveraily refufed to accept the offer of 
the Nabob Vizier, and to comply with the prayer accompanying it* My opinion, on both 
points, ftands in dircift: con tradition to theirs. 

Hie proceedings oh tins affair have been already fwdled to fo enormous a jfize, and I have tny- 
fell contributed fo largely to it in my examination of Mr, Briftow s defence, that l ftiall deem rt 
moil conhllent with the refpedt which I feel for the value of your time, to refer you to the mi¬ 
nutes o( council which comprehend this fubjedt, and for that purpofe to enumerate them in the 
order in which they may afford you the moiFponriefted information, viz,

A few years will re* 
move the veil offciftior which has 'auftd this illation, and l* will b“ known that all my a£b have 
hem regulated by the moil facred o bier vance of treaties, .utftaU my negotiations with troth; yet 
let me he what I may, I profcfs dte necdlkv of juibec and g*K>d faith to the exigence of the no- 
t tonal inter efts in theft kingdoms. Your Honourable Court has proclaimed it; ono i r rcat mem¬ 
ber of the legiflative body has Iblemnly pronounced the fume docfHue, and "be voice of the people 
k ready to echo it; yet ft is, evtn with theft great authorities, inefikteur* ft nee every man who is 
in the poflefiioa of poWer to violate the national faith, and Is impelled by the provocations oi am- 
b non, avarice, or vengeance, ilronger than the r ::iifidiom of integrity and honour* may violate 
ii with impunity* Your wifdom may enforce, in partial applications, the rule which yonrjuftten 
has generally preferihed* and the terrors of parliamentary enquiries may defer grofs and notorious 
abutes of it; but until the legiiUtiye power of the nation fluil declare it capital in any of its futv 
je£h to commit a breach of treaty, or to invade any of the afcei tained nghts of nations, the 
great ell of all moral enormities, by which the fate of millions may be doled* and Oates doomed to 
annihilation, will remain protected by the law of England from the eilVtft of that juflite,, which 
dooms to death the meaneft invader of private property. 

I cannot conclude tills addreft without exprefling my concern for the intered and cli^mfler of a 
man whom I have proved, unfortunately, though unintentionally, the Inftrum«DC of involving iu a 
touted which threatens to terminate in his ruin, however upright his intentions may have been, 
or however laudable in their profecurion—I allude to my military fecrotarv* Major Palmer, Who ft 
accidental prefence at the court of Lucknow fumifhed the occnkon to the Nabob Viiier and his 
minUter, of tranfmitting through the channel of his letter tl*eir complaints again!! Mr, Briftowv 
For the ground of Ills original deputation, I beg leave to refer you to my mAniftions, which will 
be found among the numbers of thepacket fait by this djfpatch; and for rbe part which he luu 
borne in relation to the complaints, to his letter, alfo inftrted a imuobar in the fame packet* 
J heft will afford additional and (if 1 do not view them with too partial a judgment) inconteftiHfe 
proofs of the delicacy which I have both obferved in my own conduit to the Nabob, the Nabob 
Vi/aer, and in that which I have prefcrtbod to others; and how little l merit the reproach of that 
lavage treatment of him whicli Mr, Briftow has pretended ro ground on my authority. 

Allow me to atteft, that with an intimate knowledge of Major Palmer's chander, acquired and 
improved by an intercourfc of many years, J do not know a m m who phflyfe a truer foofe of 
honour, a more benevolent heart, a more candid fptrir, or mure gentle manner*; and i believo 
that this is hU character in the eflmmion of ali who know him, 

Thofe whoft cftfign$ and aQioiu have been drawn from their concealment by the means in 
which Major Palmer participated., mil avail themfelvesof fpecious and general maxims to brand 
him With the character of an incendiary ami an informer. Had tie refuted to a£ the part which 
he has done; had l*e, my avowed ami confidential niwfter* profejfing Imnfelf attached to me by 
the Ikongeft ties of friendship, been an eye v/imefs of deeds whic i ttamped my di an tier with in¬ 
famy, md ddtmyed the credit and faith of the government which he ferved, and had allows! the 
cold precepts of that felf-infereft which is fometimes denominated prudence, to influence his fup- 
ptefTion ofihem, I on my prat ffioakl have detefted him as a monfter of ingratitude, falfebbod, 
and infidelity. On whicli fide was he, in inch an alternative, toh;ut£ made, his option? To th<* 
juft ice of your Honourable Court* and to the breufi of every vimiora aud honourable man, I 
Ufdy fur the reply,

I beg leave to offer the following remarks on the Governor General** minute of date the zgth 
of laft month, for the confidsr^tioxi of the Court of Directors* and in juflUicatron of my own 

conduit. 

On my arrival in Calcutta, in November 1782, I found that Mr, Brirtow had been appointed 
Rdkkmt at the court of Qude m September preceding. I have ho knowledge of this gentleman, 
nor have I ever feen him. 

When the Governor General prefimted to the hoard tlv romplaintsof the Nabob Vfeicr andhw 
mini Her } lydtr Beg Caw n, againil the public re prefen t at \yc of tins government at his Court, 
which the Governor General had received at different periods prior to their being communicated 
to the hoard, l immediately perufed the former proceeding on the febjetft, and especially the in- 
ilrudttons dictated by the Governor General himfdf to Mr* Middleton the late* and Mr, Briflow 
the pro Cent, Refidcm; inilru£Uonsdtre£ling meafures to be purfued of a general, ftrong, and ex- 
Ttufive nature, Thefc in ft ru ft ion* were, I conceive, for his conduit at the court of Afuph UI 
Dowla, a Prince of very doubtful private character, ant! avowedly known to be labouring under 
the ntoftabje<S fubje&ion to his minifter, Ryder Beg Cawn, who is alfo pointed in very ftrong 
colours in thefc very inftiuflions, which I earnestly recommend tp the attentive pern fa l of the 
Court ofUire&ors. To have recalled Mr. Briftow, whole conduct was highly commendable and 
meritorious when he $$*d in the fame capacity in the year 1775 and f 7 76^ on thp fun pie allega¬ 
tions and intrigues of fuch chara&erq l conceive would be dellru&ive to the public intereft, and 
render our government contemptible* After re-cou fi doting this fubjKl, }?id after an attentive, 
re-pmtfal of the inflrudHons for Mr. RriftowT coming, i adhere to the fentiments I before de¬ 
livered m my minutes of the igth and aid of May, 31ft pf July, and 4th of September, without 
uny appreherifmithat 1 jhall be numbered among the opprdTors of fh( Princes in India, 

I cannot pafs unnoticed she folio wing expreffion in the Governor General's minute ;<—** As to 
<< my intentions, and their real qbje&s, I affirm that they have been wholly neglected, nor lias 
i£ any ufe been made of them, but tv pervert them to deijgns of which 1 know not the authority, 
w nor can ilevife any other end, but private rapacity.” This exprefiiou, Iimagh e, alludes to the 
ccnduft of Mr. Brlitow, although no fa£t is brought in flip port of fuch an infmuation* I can 
only obferve lor the prefer#, that f, upon fufficietu proof, ih Refidmt ihall be cprtvided of pri¬ 
vate rapacity, 1 fhsdl deem Id01 unworthy uf the truft committal to his charge, mid Audi readily 
vote with the Governor General for his recall. The Governor Qme ral thinks himfetf aggrieved 
Ivy Mr, llriflow’s continual appeal to his mftru£Hons as the rule and warrant of bis conduct: I 
beg leave to premife, without wifhing to offend, or having a defire to diminifh the powers legally 
vefied hi Ebe executive member of this admimftruliotv that the Inftrufticms to the Refident at the 
court ot Glide, when read and approved by the members of the board, became the inttruftkms of 
the board at large, and not of the Governor General as an individual 1 and that until they are re- 
vnkstl or annulled by a majority of the board, I conceive the Re fid cm is jufiified in quoting them 
as authority for his conduit. At the fame time, if there are any reformations or regulations en¬ 
joined ni the inffr unions, which are not neceffary for the correction of die enormous ahufes that 
fire too well known to prevail in the Nabob Vizier’s country* I /hail chearfully concur with the 
other members of the board in altering them, 

Rafpefting what is delivered in the Governor Gcr-mfl minute, wherein he folemnly declares, 
that rhe powers of this government arenot in his hands, nor exercifrd by the principles which ho 
profiles, l fhall be total] v filent, futbmkting; the kune entirely to the decifion of the Court of

Mr, Stablest minute, elated the 24th of Goober, and Mr, Macplierfoivs, dated theaoth, were 
delivered to me Ivy thv fecretapy; the firll on the 27th, ailjJ the laft on the 28th of the hi tie 
month, being the fame days 011 which I tinderfUnd them to h^ye been received, I /hall make 
fouje obfe rations on both. 

It is in the firff phice Incumbent on me to clear Major Palmer from the offence of having in¬ 
tentionally rail any reflexion on a member of the bo.nd, by a fuppdfftion of hh having trans¬ 
mitted to Mr, Brilcow the charges which had been preferred again 11 hirm Major Palmer mti T 
mated this in a faint liar note, written on ah occafion oHvionffy lending ro it, and to a man land¬ 
ing m the relation of an intimate friend : it ought not to have patted the breaft of tins friend, nor 
would it have been inade public* but for the iliffngcmious nfo which he made of it* At the fame 
time I will fo far jiiftify Major Palmer by my own teftiroony, as to declare that J did my fsff expert 
that Mr, Macphert n\ would apprize Mr- Bnllow of the charges; and as it was written by Mr, 
Bri flow’s ret rjmm.itoiy letter of 13th of May laff, that he had received early notice of them from 
fame channel, 1 did as naturally conclude that rhe information reached him through that of Mr* 
Macpherlbn, but did not in rliat in ft an ce impute to him any breach of official truft. 

I am happy that 1 tail undeceive Mr, MaCpherfon in the opinion which he has entertained of 
the new rights derived to the French from the preliminary treaty. The 1 3th article, which pre- 
feribrs the mode of their return to Bengal, limply rdiores them to the privileges which they be¬ 
fore held with tludr former poflcflions* but exprdles no new conditions added to them; nor can 
they, by any coriftm£tiort, lay claim to any not cxpitffcd; for this article is not, as others are, 
reciprocal, but binding rm our nation only tor the allowance of the French to them re-admfffioh 
into a territory of Brit tilt jut ifdbSUon. But whatever ground there may have been for a contrary 
fuppofttion, it is now removed beyond all reach of argument, or pottibility of doubc, by the ex- 
preft authority oi the Court of Directors, in their circular letter of the 6th of March, in w hich they 
declare in terms* that * f by this flipuUtibti no intention is entertained on the part of France, 
“ to ere£> a fortification, or to introduce a force which can give juft cmifo of alarm to Ofij^go- 
** yern merit, the intended eftabltfhmcot b^tng entirely commercial.* As little ground is there, 
on the other liand, for any npprehenfion of a confederacy of the powers of the French and the 
Nabob Afuph ul Dowbh agamft this government, Tberefpcft which I bear to Mr, Macpher fort's 
talents will not allow me to Relieve, that he would deliberately uie this as an argument, or that 
he would have appliedJteven in diffant attufion, but as it wan required to^glve effeS to one of 
greaterJWcu As fcftly may the government of fort St. George deprive the Nabob Walls) an of 
his inheritance, left he fhouhl unire his arms to thole of the French at Pondicherry, The condi¬ 
tion of both Princes is equally delhmte, and equally oppreffed, and the humiliation of their re- 
moilftrarices lhews them to be equally hopelefs of any ledrds, but in the irvcrcy of their 
opprdlbrs- 

Another reafon urged for continuing the eftaWifhment of a Refident at Glide is, that u the 
“ meafurc hits been long adopted/' l have been long accuflomed to war with words: The Reft- 
dent whom I firft appointed was placed there for the purpofes of maintaining the good under- 
Jhmling which I fad recently taken root between the two governments, and of guarding that of 
Oude again ft vexation from ours—it is an abuie of terms to plead the right orneedfity of pre- 
fenpuon for the continuance of an office which exifls only in the name, but with its original 
powers and objtiifh inverted, 

“ I am ignorant of any late dire >51 ions of the Court of Direflors, by which the meafure is now 
u rendered more mdifoenfabW’ hey have indeed pxefcribed the payment cf the petitions affigned 
to the Begums through the Reftdent, and an afylum to be granted to them if they require it, i n 
out own provinces. Both purpofes can be as completely and eaftly fulfilled without a Refident ns

Though Mr. Macpherfon dtfchiims the intention of “ entering into ak difctiffion of any new

yet 1 believe he has run over every ground, whether new or old, and both of expediency and right, 
which could tend to jollify the eitabliftimcnt and the continuation of it* viz. the danger of 
French intrigues, and of the power of the Nabob Vizier united with the French ; prefcriptioti; 
ihe late orders of the Court of Dftefiors ; the mcompctency of the admini ft ration of the Nabob

I have fully and diflmfiiy replied. 

T am now compelled, not unwillingly, to rake notice of an argument urged in jollification ot 
Mr. Briftow, which c leaped my attention when I wrote my examination of his defence. ’This 
argument is ufed in the former minutes, and repeated in tho'e now before me. I fhall ftate it in

It was not till very lace that I knew what had palfetl; for the 
NabcA and h-s minifter cealed to correfpond with me, and 1 bad ocher cares which, dm w off my at- 
tenrioci from that quarter. I naturally approved the letters, fori faw nothing in them to dilap- 
prove; for however exceptionable his meafures weic (to repeat my former words) Ice had precluded 
ill objection, by the fuppreffion of every information which could render them fuch.

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In the preceding extracts an uninformed reader would naturally conclude, th.it Mr. Briltovr 
folely as the Nabob’s advlfer mi afftfhnt, with the full concurrent of the Nabob, 
htartv acquiefctncti in bis aflirtaiiee j tor the Nabob is hated to he the adior and the principal* 
and Mf* Bri ltd w *s iute r ference it>l 1 ow i ng t as a pouit of conlequent doty. 

Yet, will it be believed, that atn&ft every a& thus reprefented was forced apgn the Nabob 
againft his will, ami forms the material part ot hi 3 complaints againil Mr. Jbifiow, for the uiiit- 
potion of his fovercignty, and intuit on his pcrlon ?

It wifi not be denied that the nbfolut power of receiving amt difonrimg 
all the public wealth of the province may be converted to that purpofe, and that it will require an 
approved integrity to withilandfoflrong a temptation; and it demand* an evidence flrongerthan 
Mr. BriHouVaffcrtion, or even the judgment of the board confirming it, to prove that the Com* 
panyV debt cannot be realized without it.

[Inflow In the poffvfTioa of an 
uncontrouled and irrtfirtible authority, which requires no further triterporttion of the powers ot 
the board, than that which may fme for the purpofe for which it is toco fob cited, of the gratifi¬ 
cation of private vengeance. What may he yet in the intention of the board, 1 know mw. ; and 
fearedy dare to tmft to my imagination in the apprehenfion of what evils may yet lie conceded be¬ 
yond the clouds which involve this trartfi£Uon in the actual rtate of it. I will however fo far 
n*uft, with a degree of aiFu ranee. to the moderation of the majority, that they will hsiirate at 
kart to give a more decided faodtlon to the adh of Mt* Briftow, after the recent ex pstience which 
they have received of his intemperance in hts iafl letter, 

I regret the H me which 1 have hr flowed on this fubje^, and yet move the quantity of matter 
mmpohngjt, in which the truth fuffera the'rifk of being wholly lort. i et, whatever may be the, 
i till It, I am j delved that 1 wilt devote what further portion of labour may be exacted from me, 
aid my health and ft length will allow, to the laft defence of a caufe which I deem the caufe of 
honour and humanity. 

In the mean time, that the qoeftion with which it originated may not be forgotten In the volu¬ 
minous dikuflion of it, I will hereto fubjoin the terms ot it.

In all due attention 10 the righta of friendihip towards the Company, the gentlemen of the 
council, ami yourfMf, I hdv«.it no time been deficient from my regard thereto ; I have fo aSed 
as to give fatisU&ion to the gentlemen heretofore appointed to this place, and they likewise, in 
managing the concerns of the Company, attended to the prefervarion of my honour and dignities, 
ib that there was no opportunity for cenfure or complain on either fide. 

In the ye. 18n Fn/fulle, Mr. Johnfon adopted certain nteafures calculated to bring cUfgrace 
vjpon me. which being made known to the gentlemen of the council and vourfdf, your equity 
and kiiuirudi induced you to call the above gentleman to an account. IVir. Briftow, from the 
timed Ids at rival has done, and Dill does, every thing that can tend to depreciate my authority. 
Repeated accounts have been traiifmirted to you of hir* injurious conduct; hut as yetnojuftice 
has been done, or due notice taken of them, and the above gentleman is now, more than ever, 
bent on involving me in new difficulties and diigrace. 

T have always been in want to difeharge the Company's Tunkaw by aflignrnentson the AumiK 
ot my Sircar ; and the amount received from them being placed to my cr 2 lit in the Company’s 
accounts by their former Residents, they again received Juaio.iud from rue for the balances that 
might remain. If the afliguments on tire Aumiis fell (hort from any unforelecn accidents, the 
Rctident did not require the deficiency from them, for there could have been no advantage in 
th doing; and thus the Company** concerns were well conduced. Mr. Briftow, without* ray 
knowledge or confect, thought proper to put Khaujah Ain ud Deen, Aurnil of Bareity, &c* 
in the province of Rohilcurid, under confinement. To detail the particular;: of this tranfa&ion 
would be tedious. 

He his proceeded thus againft the ’Khaujah on accusations falfe and groundless. No objections

I foall make blit one brief remark upon Mr. BrilbowU flats of this tranfadtion, which is, that .t 
tumult of the mo A flagitious kind was fuffered to manifeft irfelf in » gradual progrefs of fome 
months, til! it grew'to flich magnitude as Threatened the lift of the Nabob Vizier hhnfelf, during 
a period, ns Mr. Briltew’s latter flares, of three dap, and L have reafon to believe that it was of 
yet longer duration; and that Mr, Briftow, in all this important interval, appears to have flood 
by a rjmc’t'paffive fpeflaior, although' he had a regiment of the Company’s fepoys, and his own 
body guard, which is nearly equal to a regiment of fepoys, at his inflant command; and might 
withfuch a force have repelled the whole ib'ength of the Nabob Vizieu’s military eftablirtimenr, 
had it been united in fo loofe and uncORnefited a fpecies of hoftility.

I have read, with more than common nttenton, the minute figi>ed by the other members of 
the Board, and delivered to me this morning. 


r 



1 fincerely regret the lofs of time and of trouble which they have bellowed on the fubje&s of 
my minutes, recorded on the 16th inflant. Nothing was further from my intention or expecta¬ 
tion, Poflihly my fentiments, delivered verbally on the inflant occafion which produced them, 
were defective in precifion ; or poffibly their direCt meaning has been overlooked, in too extenfive 
a confideration of the fubjeCt. I had no other defign or objeCt than to warn the Board of the 
dangers which might attend the Company’s interelts in the government of Oude, and thofe of 
o\ir own provinces, in their relation to it, by the irregular and unauthorized power a Burned by 
Me. BriftoWj their Refident, and by the indecifion of the Board on the points referred to them, 
both by tbe;Nabob Vizier, and by the Refident himfelf. I ftateJ to the Board, that if it was 
determined to fupport Mr. Briftow’s pretenfions, it was neceflary to go further, and authorize 
him to avow the power which he had affumed, and toexercil'e it in the Company’s name : and in 
that cafe I defired that my inftru&idns might be withdrawn, and others framed by the Board for 
his guidance, that the refpon Ability might reft, as it ought, on them, for the fyftem which had 
the lanftioD of their approbation, againft my judgment, and my felf exonerated from it. 1 con¬ 
ceive, that in this requifition, I have infilled on nothing which is contrary to reafon, or which 
can he denied me on any ground of reafon. 


* I have not in any wife difclaimed the c< obligations which hind every member of tfie Govern- 

il ment to adopt and fupport the refolutionsof the majority of its members.”-Neither have 1 

faid, that I Ihould “ withdraw the fupport of my name and authority from thofe meafures which 
“ the majority of the Board may think requifite for the maintenance of the Company’s intertills 
tc in Owd.” I am forry that thefe fuppofitions have been ufed in application to me, for T 
know not what maybe the w refolutionsof the majority of the members” of the Board, which 
may require me to acknowledge their obligation on ine; nor “ the meafures which the majority 
* of the Board may think requifite for the maintenance of the Company’s interelts in Owd.” 


The Board has yet formed no refolutions—no meafures : When they fhall have formed them, T 
fhall deem them binding on me to give them all the fupport which my name and authority can 
give them; but with this refervation, that if they fhall he repugnant to my fenfeof the principles 
of honour, juftice, and public faith, I fhall deem the obligation void, and appeal to that power 
which iin poled it for my acquittal; knowing that no power upon earth can irnpofe upon ms the 
obligation of doing what is morally wrong, and conceiving it to be a fpecies of treafon to apply 
it even in the moll remote fuppofition to the high and moll refpeftable authority to which f 
allude. 

As to the feal of the Governor General, or his fpecial correfpondence, furely thefe forms will 
not be required for the purpofe of announcing to the Nabob Vizier the annihilation of bis autho¬ 
rity, and the elevation of Mr. Briftow’s in its Head ; if fuch Hull he the final determination of the 
Board, an event which I am warranted by the terms of the minute before me to fuppofe, there 
will be no need to tell the Nabob Vizier in form, what will be vifible to all the world, and what 
he, if he has feelings, will be the firft to feel and know. 

Having thus explained the fentiments which I have before fubmitted to the Board, and dif- 
J claimed the conftrudtions which have been applied to them, 1 mull decline to take upon my felt the 
relponfibility which is dated to be required of me, in the event of their contenting to remove Mr. 
Briftow, and his afliftant, Mr. Cowper,

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The members of the Board tare furnilhed me with the mod powerful argurri6nt both to refills 
it and to juflify the refufal, by the blank fpnee which they have been obliged to leave in ilie 
place where the fhm ought to be expreffeJ, which was to tpecify the prefent balance due to the 
Company, and one object of my refponfibility. This is not an inaccuracy, for the Boxd know 
not the prefent balance which is due from the Nabob Vizier to the Company, It licod, at the 
dole of Mr. Briftow’s account of the 31ft Oftol>er, at 51,25,(84. 11. 2. To what amount it 
may have fince accumulated, 1 cannot conjefture, for 1 have no materials; but f believe it im- 
poflible tor rhe Nabob Vizier " to pay one half ” even of this fum into the Company's treasury 
by bills on creditable bankers, payable m one month, and the remaining half in two more from 
the due of Mr. Briftow’s furiHttder of his office to the Vizier; nor, if the Nabob Vizier would 
engage to pay it, and 1 believed him capable of paying it, u would l hold myfelf icfponfiblr 
€t to the Company, and to the Public, lor the faithful performance of fuch an engagement,’* 
becauie 1 do not think it confident with truth, or the regard which every man ought to pay.ro 
his own reputation, ro bind himfelf to the jverforaance ot ads which depend folely on the ability 
and will of another. 




It is not my deftre ihat the other members of the Board Ihould make .any conceffions to my 
opinions or wifhes. They will aft as they fliall tad judge, from the fupeiior confideration of 
the duty which they owe to the honour, credit, and intcrefts of the Company. I only prels 
them to decide, and I am forry that they Ihould hold out to ooefo defperate an alternative, as that 
which is too plainly indicated in the lalt paragraph of their minute; namely, of requiring troi;i me 
the pledge of a refponfibility which I cannot grant, or of leaving the Adininiftration of Qwd f 
ami the Company’s inteiells in it, to a date of total indccifion, by referring Mr. Briftow for h<* 
.guidance, to indru&ions which can no longer have any force, and which are, in every article, 
contradictory of the fyftem which he has adopted, and which the Board have hitherto iupprirted, 
and Hill manifeft their refutation to Support. 


IVfore l conclude, 1 fhall defire to folicit the recolleftion of the Board to the great length pf 
time.which has elapfed fince 1 firft laid before them the complaints of the Nal>ob Vizier, 4JI 
tending to fliew that Mr. Briftow’s nfts and pretentions had thrown the government .and country 
ot Owd into a date of weaknels bordering on anarchy : And Mr. Briftow himfelf, in his repre- 
fentations of the fame fubjefts, has indited on the fame conclufion, but has aferihed it (,0 
another caule. It is evident, from Mr, Briftow’s lad letters, that the diforders of that ftaj£ 
have been greatly augmented, and that the power which he has affumed, though unrefifted at 
the Court of the Nabob Vizier, has produced only the fpirit of contumacy, revolt, and em¬ 
ir zlenu nt in its dependencies, independently of rhe public diferedit which tlie Englilli name has 
differed by fo long a fubjeftion and oppreffior. of the fovereign of the co rhtry in alliance with 
the Company. 

This date of affairs has now exided aimoft twelve months, and it is more than eight fince the 
Bo.vd has been acquainted with it. The acknowledged event has demondrated the danger of 
leaving it fo long without the lead attempt at lead to apply a remedy to it; and a Ihort continu¬ 
ance ot the fame iudecificn may render it incurable.

By Mr. Briftow *s accounts of the Lucknow treafury received yefterday, the balance due the 
beginning of this month was 53 lacks. We could not imagine nor fuggell that the Governor 
General Ihould be anfwerable in his private fortune for fo large a fum, or that his refponfibility 
tor the payment of it, or for the payment of the current kids, Ihould extend further than thoft? 
o igations which conditute refponfibility in a decided recommendation of any meafure, contrary 
to the general opinion of the majority of the Board, fuch even as the Governor General has x- 
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prefteil in the clofe pf his minute 2 til O&ober; wherein he fays (fpeaking of the fecuritv of 
bankers of known credit and rcJponfibiYay p tendered by .the Vizier) “ / maintain that we ought to 
accept ibis ojftr” 


The Governor General is better acquainted, from, his long refidence in this country, than we 
can he, with the validity of the bankers fecurity, thus offered by the Nabob Vizier and .his 
minifter. We vyi{h that fecurity, or a better, if it could be obtained, to be lodged in the 
treafqry, before we withdraw the refidency; and we imagine that the declared propofition of 
reftoring the refidency to the charge of Mr. Brillow and Mr. Cowper, if the Vizier’s minifter 
fail in thefe payments, would bind them to a more punctual performance of their engage¬ 
ments. 


It will on all accounts be neceflary to inform the Vizier and his minifter immediately, that 
the Company^ troops in Oude mud be paid their arrears., and fupplied with provifions. We ap¬ 
prove of the Vizier’s refolution of reftoring the Jaghires; but the Company’s claims upon them 
ftiould be fir A difeharged (if fuch exift) fo that they be reftored without incumbrance; and the 
Refident fhould in our opinion, be dire&ed to concert with the Vizier the beft means of djf- 
chargir.g Gopal Dofs’s debt, whicli appears to be in fome train of payment; he ftiould be further 
di reded to refeafe the Auinil of Rohilcund, after taking proper lecurity for the arrears due by 
the laid Aumil. 

Thefe points, and others relative to the fituation of the Company’s interefts in Oude, we con¬ 
sider to demand the immediate orders of this government, independent of the complaints againll 
‘ Mr. Briftow, upon which we have already given our decifion. 

If therefore the Governor General will not take upon himfelf the refponfibilky which we have 
ftated in our minute of the 28th inftant, and there more clearly explained, relative to the balances 
due to tjie Company in Oude, the current kills, and the expedient of withdrawing the refidency, it 
only remains for us to call upon his fupport to the orders which we have pointed out in th is 
minute, as neceflary to be carried into execution, or to dired the fperetary to inform Mr. Briftow 
of the refolution eXprefled in the clofe of our laft: minute; viz. that he is to confider the io- 
flruftions he has already, as thofe of the Board, and to ad under them in the dirdiarge of his 
duty, informing the government of the obftrudions that impede him in the neceflary exercjfe 
of it. *

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EXT RACT of the Secret Letter from Bengal’, dated the 31/? December 1783. 

Par. 18; O U R late Letters have informed you of the Differences which have fubfifted in our 
•Opinions with refpedl to Mr. Briftow’s conduct at Lucknow.—T he letters from Mr. Briftow, 
as well as the complaints of the Vizier and his minifter, fhew clearly the ftate of the difpute: 
Your troops in Oude fell feverut months in arrears; the claims upon the Vizier, independent of 
the current kids, amounted to upwards of 53 lacks of rupees; a famine had begun to prevail in 
his country, and evils of the moll alarming nature were to be apprehended.— We refer to our 
proceedings for particulars.—The majority of our members fupportfd Mr. Brillow’s conduct; the 
Governor Genera! condemned it. Differences at our own Board, and thefe ditferences known in 
the Vizier’s dominions, could not but add to the public diltrels.—The representations from the 
Vizier and his miniller, as well as Mr. Briflow, continued as llrong as ever. The Governor 
General called on the majority to determine what fhould be done; his inftru&ions to Mr. Briftow 
were declared by tlw Governor General to be canceled by his Revocation of them, and the ma¬ 
jority of the Board were required to furnifh Mr. Briftow with new. The majority refolved to take 
the matter into their ferious confideration; and on the 28th in flan t delivered in a minute, which 
with the Governor General’s anfwer to it, the reply from Mr. Wheler, Mr. Mappherfon, and 
Mr. Stables, and that from the Governor General, accepting the proportion of the majority, we 
have the hqnour^JPb fend numbers in this packet.—The refult is, that we have refolved to with¬ 
draw the Refidency from Lucknow, and to confirm the Governor General’s acceptance of refpoii- 
fibility and charge of affairs there, as exprefled in his laft minute; that is, the offer made by the 
Nabob Vizier and his ininifter, to give the fecurity of bankers of known credit and refponfibility 
for the payment of the balance due to the Company, and for the current demands of this year, 
1>e accepted, with the condition annexed of the recall of Mr. Briftow and Mr. Cowper, the 
Governor General confenting to be fpecially anfwerable for the propriety of the meafure.—But 
when we remove the refidency from Lucknow, we referve to Mr. Briftow his claim and right to 
that office by your orders, fhould fuch office be deemed hereafter neceffary.—We have the honour 
to tranfmU to you a copy of our letter to Mr. Briftow on this occafion.

^ P H E Governor General delivers m the following minute, with two letters from Major 
Palmer, and one from Hyder Beg Cawn, dated 6th O&ober 1783. 

The Governor General lays before the Board two letters lately received from Major Palmer, 
and one from Hyder Beg Cawn. As both refer to Lieut. Col. Martin, as having been privy to 
many of the circumftances which relate to the complaints exhibited againft Mr. Briftow, and as 
Hyder Beg Cawn dire< 5 lly appeals to his teftimony for the truth of his reprefentation of them, I 
defire that a letter may l>e written by the fecretary, in the name of the Board to Lieutenant Co’. 
Martin, requiring him to declare in writing, and with the folemnity of an oath, a narrative of 
all that he knows concerning the various matters of complaint which have pafled between the 
Nabob Vizier, and hi^ ininifter Hyder Beg Cawn, on one part, and Mr. Briftow on the 
other. 

Major Palmer having, in his firft letter, alluded to a private correfpondence which pafled 
between him and Mr. Cowper, which that gentleman carried to be copied for the ufe of Mr. 
Briftow, and the fubftance and tendency of the fame having been long fince fuggeited to the

juft, arbitrary, and oppreffive to the Liner, and the fhare of irtfoiformce which I have avowedly 
taken in thofe trattfudfcions having been mrtreprefented both in the motives and degree, and 
affeded to be coniidered as the refult of a conrerted plan for encouraging an oppofkibn in the 
minifi.tr to the meafurcs and authority of the kefident, and of creating a mifunderftandmg between

^ he pleated lo recot left. Sir, tltyt after I had left Lucknow laft year, on my return 

to the Prefidency, from an uofijcceteful commiffion with which you had charged me to rfie

and directed me to return to Lucknow, and tts your narfte to acquaint Vizier aitd his miif ftm of

-riore mv departure for Rampcor, I was informed that Mr* Bnftovv required of the 
vizier, to Mplaqo certain of his houftiold officers, and that others of his nomination fhouid 
he aunutted m iheir room, Some time after my arrival at that place, 1 received intelligence 
innv the rmnifter, that Mr. Briftow had proceeded to regulate, by Ins own authority, and 
: g.iuiit the Jlrongeft ivmoifft ranees and opposition of the Vizier, the offices and expences of 
tire huufhola, for wh ch purpofe he appointed a Cuzauncbee and Mufttrtff ; direeled a Separate 
p ace for utc reception of the tmfure; took the receipts md dithurfements under his own charge; 
obliged. Uv Muttefudys to attend Mr. Cowper with the accounts of the houftiold, under mariy 
citcumftirices of rigour and diJgracc; and made many mludUous and regulations in the Viziers 
domefric ceconomy* 
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The next fubjeft of complaint, with which I was defired to make you acquainted, was the 
mode of interference which Mr. Briftow made ufe of in eftablifhing an Adaulut, in the name of 
the Vizier, but under the controul of Mr. Covvper; who, as it was ftated to me, held the courts 
in his ownhoufe, and received, examined, and decided upon petitions; and alfo di&ated the de¬ 
crees to he figned, fome by the V izier himfelf, and others by the Aumils in whofe Jurifdi&ion the 
complaints refpedtivcly lay. 


Mr. Briftow, ofhis own authority, and without the knowledge of the Vizier, ordered the re¬ 
duction of four thoufand cavalry, and feven thoufand infantry; he alio affumed the payment of 
the Vizier’s cavalry, andappointed Mr. Covvper to the office of pay malt er; diredted Tunkaws for 
the payment of the troops to be included in the Company’s Jydads, upon which Tunkaws two 
limits of rupees were actually colledfced and paid in to Mr. Cowper, but refunded from the ftrong 
oppolition made by the Vizier. 

Mr. Briftow peremptorily dinedted theminifter, by letter, to fend Mahomed Beg as Sazoul to 
Furrockabad, without the Knowledge of the Vizier. 

The minifter repeatedly advtfed me of Mr. Briftow’s having encouraged the Vizier to difrrace 
and punifh him, giving the Vizier aflurances that our government would not difapprove of or in¬ 
terfere in any mcafure which he might think proper to take with his own fervants; this relation 
the Vizierhimfelf confirmed to me. 


It has been reported to me, and in fome inftanees has been proved to you, that whenever the 
Vizier’s refufal has been oppofed to any of the above mealures, Mr. Briftow has declared, and 
even to the Vizier himfelf, his determination to carry them into execution whether the Vizier 
confented to them or not. 


Mr. Briftow having, ofhis own authority, granted Tunkaws upon that part of the revenue 
aflignedfor defraying the Vizier's houfhokl expences, to be paid to the Cuzaunchee and Moofh- 
rifti whom he had appointed, lent for the Vizier’s feal, in order to affix them to the Purwannahs 
diredled to the Aumils; the Vizier at firft refufed to fend his feal, but fearing that Mr. Briftow 
would execute the meafures without it, and thereby degrade his authority, at length complied ; 
when Mr. Briftow rejeftedthe ufe of the Vizier’s leal, and declared that his own fhould luffice, 
*nd be of equal validity in all public adts of this government. 

Other inftances of the high tone of authority over this government, and of independence on 
yours, which Mr. Briftow has affumed, have been circumftantially and confidently related tome, 
which having palled in conversation only, do noteafily admit of proof, and which perhaps are not 
material if they did; but every other tranfadtion herein particularly recited appeared to me of fuch 
high importance to the peace and fecurity of both governments, to the national chandler for juftice 
and moderation, and to your pevfonal reputation, and are fo inconfiftent with the fentintents I have 
ever heard you exprefs, and were, hefides, accompanied with fuch teftimony, either in writing or 
by references to Lieutenant Col. Martin’s knowledge of the fadls, that I muft have violated every 
obligation of duty and fidelity to you and to the Company, if I hadrefufed the requifitions of the 
Vizier and his minifter, to forward their reprefentutions to you. 

Befides tljefe obligations which I owe to you and to the Company, in common with every other 
member of your family and government, a more particular one was impofed upon me, by tlie com- 
miflion w^th which you charged me to the Vizier, to eftablifh the credit and influence of Mr. 
BriftoW at bis court, and to encourage the Vizier to a reliance on Mr. Briftow’s good difpofition 
towards him. I muft have forfeited my own character, and have fubjedted yours to unjuft fufpi- 
cion, ifl had refufed to be inftruinental in obtaining from you a redrefs of grievances, which in 
your name I had encouraged the Vizier to hope he would never experience. 

The (hare which I had taken in the complaints ngainft Mr. Briftow having been incidentally 
mentioned by me in a correfpondence with Mr. Cowper on a private fubjedfc, that gcnrleman 
thought proper to furnifh Mr. Briftow with a copy of it, which l underftand has been forwarded 
to Calcutta. This is a principal reafon for my fuppofition in the former part of this addrefsf that 
it would be attempted to he proved, that my continuance at Lucknow, after my return from Ram- 
pore. was for the purpofes of encouraging the minifter to oppofe the meafures of Mr, Briftow, 
and to excite complaints againft his condudb 

I am ascertain that no fuch inference can be fairly drawn from any part of that correfpond¬ 
ence, as that the diredfc reverfe is the truth. 
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My detention at that period was occafioncd entirely by two young children being fuccef 
feiaed with the (’mail pox, and before their recovery! received your commands to remain at buck- 
row, in confequenoe of the public complaints which had reached you from the Vizier and his 
mintifor neainft Mr. Briftow. It was the complaints again!* Mr. Briftow which caufed my hay, 
smdnot my Hay which caufed the complaints J and lo far have I been from exciting them, I fo- 
Jrainlv declare that I never enquired of the jniniliers, or any other peifon, into the proceedings ot 
Mr Iiriftow The communications of them were made to me Cometimes by the Vizier hmilelt, 
hut more frequently by the minifter on his own behalf, and on that of the Vizier; and all the en¬ 
couragement I gave to them, was to hope for red refs if the complaints were juft; and even tins 
with the ftrifteft caution again!* accufations either frivolous or falfe, warning the nnmfler, that it 
thev were found to be Inch, the mifehief which he intended to others would recoil upon himfelf. 
It was my conftant advice to the minifter, to comply without delay qr Iiefiwtton with every requt- 
fiCipn which Mr. Briftow made in the name of government; but to demand fuch requi fit ions 
fliould be made in writing, for his own fe'curity, and juft idea non to Ins matter. 


How much foever it may be the intereft of Mr. Briftow to have it believed that complaints agajnft 
him have been*! ought for and encouraged, he will never eflabiifh fuch a belief, whilftyour cha- 
rafler obviates the potfibility of a fufpicion that you could employ a man who has poflefled your 
confidence and efteem far near ten years in the debating office which Mr, Briftow would aftign to 
me; and I truft that the invariable tenor of my own conduct will* to all who know it, acquit me 
of being capable of either affuming or accepting inch an office.

ThL frequent ufc which has been lately made of Major Palmer's name in the records of the 
late trautiuStions at Lucknow, the after cion made by Mr, Johnfon in his defence, that Major 
PiJmerwasat Lucknow in the character of a political agent, and the private fuggeftions which 
have been conveyed to roe of miftonftru£Uons, pafled on the nature and object of Major Palmer’s 
deputation, compel me to lay before the Board the original irtftm&ions which he received from 
due, and which, if I can trufttomyown recoil c&iorij and the role of conduct which I have inva¬ 
riably preferihed myfelf in cafes of this kind, were both feen and approved of by the actual mem¬ 
bers of the Board, 1 own that it is with relu&ance that I prefent them.

Circurnllaneed as I now am, it rs with difficult^' I im enabled to 
i'uppon the current dUburteihtmis of my office, I have regularly iffiied nil monies immediately 
As they have been paid into the treaftiry ; but As none of the bankers at the preterit period anfwer 
their bills when due, time infos another difficulty for which ic is no eafy matter to apply a 
remedy.

COPY of a Letter from Colonel Sir John Camming to Mr* Briftow, dated Putty Ghur* 

December 15th, 1783. 

The extreme diftrefs in which the troops at this ftatjon now are, for want of money, obliges 
tne to be very urgent in hry HNJueft for two lacks of rupees to he lent hither as foon as poffible. 
We are near five months in arrears, which even in plentiful feafons would be very diftreffing, bui 
in the p re Cent fcarcity is infupportable; nor am I without apprehensions of the moll alarming 
confrquencts*, if fome means are not fallen on to fupply the troops with fehfiflence. It is true, 
we have a detachment at Chapramow that* has hitherto furnifhed grain, by teizingon the boards 
at that place j but 1 have been hitherto particularly attentive that not a grain of com lhould bfe 
tftken away till paid for; and indeed, were it otherwife, the people all over the country would he 
alarmed, and do any tiling with their property rather than let it fall into our hands. But, bcfidcs 
the extreme diftrefs and general complaints of the troops, there are other reafons which make tn£ 
very anxious for a fupply of money At this period- On the one fide, we have caufe to apprehend 
mi incurfion of the Seiks, and On the other an attack by Almas. Should either of thefe events 
take place, it would be impoffible for the-troops to march till they were paid at Jeaft two months 
pay ; 1 need not point out to you the bad confluences of fo long, though inevitable delay. That 
* 110 time may be loft in bringing treafure from Lucknow, when it is ready, and to quiet the minds 

of the troops, by giving them hopes that their fufferings will be fpeedily relieved, I intend tend¬ 
ing nn efcort to Lucknow, where it may wait till you are provided with caih; which I truft wiU 
he in a very few days at fartheft. As the diftrift of Cheparamow will not be able to furnifh grain 
for many da vs longer, 1 propote tending a battalion into the diftrift of Elfuat Roy, for the pur- 
Voi, IV, l pof* 
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(applying our camp with provisions. I know that you are unwilling that any force 
.™^lu bemadetife of, in any dlflricfl under Almas, and I have therefore fludioufly avoided it; 
hut 1 hope you will have no objections with rei'peCt to Bifunt Roy’s country; if you have, com- 
niunkate them to me, and point out the place from which we may draw our Jupplies. I wi/h 
for nothing more than to he able to fubfift the troops, without opprefling rhe natives; and it jfha.ll 
he my care to fee that they ate paid for the grain sve get from them, as foon as you /lull put it 
in my power. 


EXTRACT of Mr. Briflow’s Reply, dated Lucknow, 18thDecember, 1783. 


] am favoured with your letter of the 15th inlhnt. I am fo fully convinced that, for fupbly- 
,D ?. w ' ch ptovtuonStlte troops under your command, you willufcfuch means as will be attended 
with the I.-aft poffible inconvenience or diftrefs to the inhabitants, that I mutt leave it entirely to 
your own judgment; requeuing you will adopt the method you propofc, or any other which pa- 
pcars to you molt eligible. 1 (hail (end you a jankah on the Sezawal of Jerokab.id for rupees 
S°,o°o, and rrqiwft your afliltance in getting in that Cum; but it is neceffary to inform you that 
1 think he Will be unable immediately to lupply it. The regiment at Kyrabad, anti the Rohil- 
cund detachments, (hall be paid by juukaws on the aumiis of thok provinces; the regiment at 
Lucknow l can furnilh from this treafury.; befides which, l expea to be able to lend the Ann 
you require for the troops immediately with you ; and for this purpofc, previous to the receipt 
01 your favour, i had refuelled Mr. Melville to apply to you for an efcort. 


Colonel-Cumming to Mr. Briftow, dated Futty Ghur, 17th December, 1783. 

This morning 1 Pent a company of fepoys, under the command of Lieutenant Browne, to 
Lucknow /or treafure, which I entreat you again and again to fend hither, with as little delay as 
poflible. The cliftrefs of the troops, through the fcarcity of gram, and total want of money, is 
io great, ri.i to admit no alternative; and I am forced, much againll \ny inclination, to lend a de¬ 
tachment in bifunt Roy $ dsftriA, tofeize upon what grain they can find, and to convey it hither 
for the immediate lubfiflence of the troops. As it is impoflible to raife money to pay for the grain 
at the time of taking it away, I have ordered the officer to grant receipts for the quantities he 
receives, in order that the owners may be paid as foon as a fuppiy of caih, /hall enable us to do 
Jt. If money be not fent us in the fpace of a very few days, 1 /hall be driven, however unwillingly* 
to march the whole detachment to Knnooge, and to feize on the repofitories of grain in the city; 
and the adjacent villages. In ihort, I am apprehen/ive we /hall be forced into meafures, which 
nothing but extreme diflre/s could juftiiy, or evencxcufc.

In anfwer to this, as far as I can recol¬ 
lect, Mr. Briftow replied, that with regard to Hyder Beg Cawn’s having no ready caffi, and 
his not being able to advance the fum above-mentioned, “ it was nil a iliam from him; that he 
« was worth large Turns, and had accumulated great wealth, &c. M 


On another day the minifter Hyder Beg Cawn either come himfelf, or fent me a tnan, to let 
me know that Mr. Briflow Bill infilled oil his lending him the fum before mentioned ; and that, in 
cafe he would not lend fuch a lum, he, Mr. Briflow, would, by a change in the office, find 
another minifter who lhould lend it: And that, fince it appeared Mr. Briftow ftili entertained 
prejudices againft him, and was refolved to difmifs him from his office, as he had conduced him¬ 
felf with applaule towards his mailer the Vizier, and the Company, he would requeft to have 
the Company’s protection, and retire with his family and property on the Company’s territories; 
for he was not able to find l'uch a fum, nor knew how to get it from any body : that the rufloom 
allowed him he would give an account of, the whole having been expended either by him or the 
Nabob: that he thought his enemies had prevailed on Mr* Briftow; and, as it appeared Mr. 
Briflow intended turning him away, he begged 1 would explain the above to him, that he might 
have leave to retire fafe with his family and property. All this I mentioned to Mr. Briflow, and 
gave him alfo my opinion of the impropriety of diilreffing him, 6cc. Mr. Briftow ftili obferved, 
that in his opinion the minifter Hyder Beg Cawn was worth immcnfe fums, &c. 1 hat, in re¬ 

gard to the taking the office from him* that the Governor General had given him full power to do 
it; but that he thought Hyder Beg Cawn was as good a man for it as any other, accordingly Ire 
had no intention to difmifs him from his office; but that he ought to lend as much money as he 
could. At the fame time Mr. Briftow alfo requefted of me to lend all the money I could, lay ing, 
that he would borrow from the bankers, fhroffs, and others, all that he could poffibly get; ask¬ 
ing my opinion of the fums 1 thought he would be able to borrow in the province of Oude; which 
1 gave him, as alfo my reafon for not having it in my power to lend any at that time. The mi¬ 
nifies as I fuppofed, being anxious For an anfwer, either came himfelf, or fent his man, I do not 
remember which; hut 1 dorecolle& that I fent him word, c< not to be under any apprehenfion of 
u his being difmifled for his not being able to lend the money, Mr. Briftow having told me that 
u he would not do it; but, on the contrary, 1 was in hopes Mr. Briftow would change his mitid; 
* c and if he was adting from prejudices, or the perfuafions of his enemies, that the fallacy of 
“ their infmnations would foon come to light, and he would he undeceived : not to be under any 
4t fear of being difmifled, but to obey every order Mr. Briftow might chule to give him: That 
<c though Mr. Briftow appeared to be ha fly, he had no had intention; and by obeying, and adl- 
“ ing uprightly, he would foon gain his confidence, and by that means defeat the artful iniinu- 
“ ations of his enemies.” This anfwer! gave entirely of myfelf, after having received the an¬ 
fwer above mentioned, or nearly, from Mr. Briftow; and the minifter fent me word that he 
would go to Mr. Briftow : and as his man did not appear much fatisfied, 1 wrote to Mr. Briftow 
to the fame purport as related above. Of this letter I have not kept a copy ; but l found a note 
of Mr. Briftow tome without date, which I have reafon to think is an anfwer ro my reprefen- 
tation on thisfubjedt; as this note expreftes, u he had had a fatisfadtory explanation with Hyder 
u Beg Cawn, and that I need not he apprebenfive of his wanting to play him oft. ’ 


gel. I cannot bepofitiveto this queilion, but, as far as! can recoiled!, I heard either from Mr* 
Briftow, or the minifter Hyder Beg Cawn, that fuch papers had been required from the latter, 
and I think they were delivered. 

4th. What I can reeolledt about this queftion is, 'that I have heard at times Mr. Briftow 
mention, that he had upon him the whole refponfibility of the revenues of the province of 
Oudc; that not a rupee /hould he given or paid without hi* knowledge, and he meant to make 
a reform. I n the end of December or January lad he Brewed me a letter, aiking me what L 
thought of it? He laid he was writing to the Honourable Board, in which he ptopofed to 
eftnblilh a treafurer Dewan and Audawlut, and alfo recommending perfons of bis acquaintances 
to fu per intend thofe offices. On this letter I remarked to Mr. Briftow, that thofe offices were 
already in being, and even held by the perils lie had recommended : That I thought they were 
clifplcafcd at the Nabob and lninifter's meafurfc, and, if he intended to fet them up againft the 
Nabob im\ his miniiters, I was afraid he would meet with many ohftactes and difficulties in 
efledfmg his plan: That, as far as I knew, the Nabob Vizier feemed fubmiffive enough to 
every plan recommended to him by the Governor General and council; but that, without fuc 
a recommendation llrongly enforced, he would find him very obftinate in this affair, particulai y 
on account of the controul which would be put on him by thefe offices in the manner propolet, 
and the increafe of expeuces and emoluments that would follow ot courfe.

About this time I had another meflage from Hyder Beg 
Cawn, begging of me to fpeak to Mr. Briftow, and inform him, that there was no more time 
to he loft in the lettbng the affair of the Company’s ieydauds or tunkaws ; or, if he-did not 
ohufe to do it, to take the fmall remains of influence he (Hyder Beg Cawn) had for that purpofe ; 
and, to induce Mr. Briftow to a fpeedy determination, he defired me to copy a feheme for the 
repartition of the revenues, and an account of the large fums he had (according to Mr. Briftow) 
accumulated. Thefe papers l fent to Mr. Briftow, and mentioned to him, that if he would 
not deftft from the demand of 140 lacks, the difference muft either he borrowed, or retrenched 
from the ufual expences of the government: That, in ray opinion, no retrenchment could be 
made, hut on the moatoynah’s troops; and, if he meant fuch retrenchments, the fooner it was 
done the better, as in a fewmonths more they would have received fo much that the propofol 
reftraint could not anfwer any purpofe, particularly as the accounts Mr. Cowper was taking 
were not, by his own account,near a conclufion, nor any thing like it. At ftrft Mr. Briftow 
laid he could not determine, unlefs.he had thofe accounts ; but in the end, after Mr. Cowper 
had retired, who was prefent at iirft, he laid, “ he would fettle about it, as there was no end 
*0 thofe accounts.” *

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Kit.. J'n this I can only fay. That, toon after Mr. Briftow’s arrival at this placa, it appears 
1* had formed a (chcr.ie of eflablilhmg a regular-corps of fopoy* in lieu of the niomer..ii>; and 
I haw heard him lay, that he had wrote or would write to tire Hoard or Governor Goueial on 
the lubje&, and for a quantity of rejecltrtl arms. He alio delircd me to make up home, and aikrd 
me how many rupees firelocks would coil made here; on which 1 reprclented to him, dtat they 
would come modi dc.-.rer than thole which might be purebated hi Bengal. W ith regard to tho 
d'tchargmg 4..&JO hn'rln and 7,000 foot, 1 have heard of lech an order from public report, but 
do not recollect any thing further about it. 


9th. In anfwer to this I beg leave to reprefent, That, foroe time in January lall, a mart of 
Hydcr beg C.iwn's came to me, to tell me that Mr. Briftow had enjoined the ntiniiler not to 
diiclofc to any one the removal he intended to make of the prolent Seznwul of Furruckabad, 
named Mahonated Syed Cawn who wav to be relieved by one Mahctnmcd Bey ; and tliat 
this removal was Without the confeut of tire Nabob and his minifter: That it 
particularly affeifled this lall, as Mahonimed Syed Cawn was it man of his owir 
recommendation, and au lioniii man, ot: who*) he could depend, and for whole good 
l<haviom he would venture to become fecurity: That it was not fo much for the lake of the 
office m lf, tluths wilhed Mr. Brillow to defift from his intended appointment, but btcaule it 
.vo aid red eft ou the Nabob, and take away the remains of his (Hyder Beg Cawn’s) influence, 
ar.J put him in a manner in competition with a per Ion {Ifinael Bey) who declared himfelf his 
avowed enemy. As Mahomed Bey was a particular friend and dependant of his, that therefore, 
if this intended appointment was to take place, every officer of government would naturally 
conclude, that neither the Vizier or his minifter had power to fill or remove fiom offices, but 
tha: fuch authority was Judged in Hyder Leg Cawn’s enemy, the friend of Mr. Briftow above- 
mentioned. 1 was further driired very tainellly to endeavour to prevail on Mr. Brillow t« 
portpone that appointment, hut toilo it in tire moft delicate manner poffible. 1 (poke accordingly 
to Mr. Brdiow, android li.ru 1 under /1 ood ho meant to lead a new iczawul to Kurrudcabad, on* 
Mahomed Bey, a ftiend of Ifmael Bey, and tliat it ws, contrary to the Vizier’s and minifter** 
induufioni, for which I added many radons. On this Mr. Briftow allced me, whence J fcyjpj 
Juch a report ? I anfwered him, That nothing of fuch a nature could 1>e Jong concealed in a 
place like this. He then faid it was true he had fuch an intention (of removing of Mahomtned 
S\ ed Cawn) but that it was at the recommendation of Hyder Beg Cawn himfelf. I replied, 
that 1 thought it rather extraordinary, that Hyder Beg Cawn Ihould remove from an office s 
man ot Ins own choice, and whom he in a maimer supported, to place an enemy of his. To 
this Mr. Brillow again repeated, that it was entirely at the minifter* recommendation j time 
thele/.iwul W3 * removed, and Mahommcd Bey appointed to fucceed. This aflertion nude me 
inform Mr. Brillow, that I had it in charge from the min der to reprefent to him againfl that 
appointment, for the tealbnsmentioned above, and which I explained fully. If 1 remebmer 
right, Mr. Brillow anfwered,.“ It was very extraordinary; that he would Ipeak to the minifter 
and -explain that matter with him. Tin next day Mr. Brillow fpoke to me, and told me he 
had talked with Hyder Beg Cawn about fending Mahomtned Bey to jFurnicjcabad ; and that 
he had returned for anfwer, that what Mr. Brillow “ was doing, or would do, was well dona. 1 ’ 
On my relating this to the minifter, he acknowledged it was true, that Mr. Brillow had put 
1 ich i]millions to him, and thar he made fuch an anfwer; not being able to give him a flair 
denial: and bvfides, lie had been cautioned by me to obey Mr. Brillow, as related before. 


to. In anfwer to ’his queftion I have to reprefent, that, at thetiine alluded to, the Vizier lent 
me level .1! meffages, deft mg me to tell Mr. Briftow, that “ he would not agree of confine to 

• me appointment of a ttealurer, De wan and Adavvlet, in tbe mode propofed by Mr. Brillow; 
and that if Mr. Briftow continued to infill, as he had faid he had orders from the Board to 

• do it, *hat the Vizier would be compelled to go in perfon to Calcutta, to reprefent his Cafe, 

‘ ?, rcaions tor 110c agreeing to fuch appointments, if Mr. Brillow would not do it himfelf.’* 

Inokc according,y to Mr. Briftow; and, as much as 1 can recoiled!, he told me lie had 
orders from the Board about thofe offices, and he mttft obey them.—The Nabob again fem me 
a ictvant of his, to requeft 1 would inteicetle with Mr. Briftow, and engage lum to write to the 
Board, to beg they would countei r.and the order lie faid they had given him. All the anfwer 
I could obtain from Mr. Briftow was, If the Vizier would write., and fend him his letter, he 
would tor ward it to the Board—A no titer time I had another meflage from the Vizier by the 
fame man, who told me he was fent, at the particular defire of the Nabob, to explain to me that 
JVlr. 1 u-iltow had, in a late conference, made ul'e of very harfli expreffions towards him, fuch as 
the Governor General and council themfelvos had never employed; and that he felt them as 
dm more humiliating, from their having been tj>oken in the prefence of Mr. Cowper. The 
affair m queftion was about the treafurcr and Dewan, and controul of the houfehohl expences; 
to winch points the Nabob would not in any lhape con lent, declaring particularly, he would 
not have cither Mr._Brillow or Mr. Cowper, or any European, to fuperintend or pav rite 
expences. of h.s iioufehold, family, or troops: That, in reply, Mr. Briftow had faid. That if 
Jisexce encyagreed to it, n was well; if not, it did not ftgnify ; that he would do it without 
hts excellency s confenn—Such were the terms related to me by the man fent mebv the Vizier; ? a 
an.I further, that the Nabob replied only. That he would by no manner of means have Mr. -> ' 
Cowperto lufiermtend hts treafury; but, if Mr. Briftow infulcd on having that office regulated. 
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would confent to Tipper dhund, the perfon who was already his treafurer, being joined to 
Doarkadaws, a man who had been propofol by Mr. Briilow.—It not being very agreeable to 
me to 1'peak fo often to Mr. Briftow on i'uch lubjedts, and the more fo as it appeared plainly 
that' he was not pleafed at my interpofition, I begged the perfon fent me by the Vizier, that he 
would requeH his mailer to employ foinebody eli'e to carry his meilages to Mr Briftow, as I 
•ivilhed to be excufed. He however returned foon after, and told me his excellency had fa id, 

1 have known him of old, and when he was a boy; that I had been bis friend lo long, and why 
at this moment, refufe him my alfiftatice? The man faid fo much, that I was induced to 
nromife 1 would fpeak to Mr. Briftow on the fubjeft.—I did it accordingly; and related every 
void that i had heard. He appeared thoughtful, and faid he did not recoil eft to have made 
ufe of harih expreifions; but that his inftru&ions were pofitive to eftablifli fuch offices, and that 
they nuift be eftabliilied.—l reprefented to him the Nabob’s unwillingnefs to affent; and how 
improper, in my opinion, it was, to want to place Mr. Cowper to I'upcrintend fuch an office, 
which would in fa& Tender the Nabob fublervient to him. Mr. Briftow anfwered nothing to 
this, only palled fome fevere reiledtions on the minifter.— 1 he day after, liyder Beg Cawn 
frnt me 'his man, begging 1 would report td Mr. Briftow, that he had gone to the Vizier with 
liis written order (on the iubjedt of the atiove) but that the Nabob would not confent: That he 
had made trie of every perfunfion in his power, to no purpofe: That the Vizier had filed tears 
on account of the repeated ill ufage he had met with from Mr. Briftow, and had faid, he would 
not remain in the provinces; and, if the Board did not countermand the orders Mr. Briftow 
mentioned, on the points in conteft, that he nuift quit Lucknow, and go to Calcutta, to throw 
himfelf before the Board, in order to be heard in his teprefentations. This meflage I repeated 
in the evening to Mr. Briftow, hut I do not ex aft I y recoiled! his anfwer; only 1 thought he 
appeared fince to relax from the intended appointment of Mr. Cowper to fuperintend the 

tredfurv._However, I have a note of Mr. Briftow, on the fubjeft of one of the many repre- 

lentations I was neceflitated to make to him, in which he fays, “You’ll not underftand mo. 
« Hyder Beg Cawn has been the caufe of all the mifehief in the country, as well as to me: I!e 
« mnft obey every order fimplicitly, and not fet the Nabob at rejecting reafonable requells. 
« Thefc are the oiily terms ; and he will take the confequences of any further oppofition. His 
t! Complaints fignify nothing.” 

11. I do recollect to have, in the courfe of general conversion, either from Mr. Briftow, or 
at lead from perfons in his prefence, heard, that the Nabob had many unneceffary (ervuits, 
and a vaft number of uClefs animals. In particular it was mentioned that he had Fifty- 
Barbers; but I am not certain of any orders being given about the reduction of their 
number. 

12. In my nnfwcr to the loth queftion, I have already given a detail of the harfh expreffions 
of which the Nabob Vizier complained : 1 have heard of no other. 

13. I have already, in my anfwer to the 10th queftion, and in other parts of thefe fheets, 
declared what I know relative to the firft part ot this queftion : I cannot aflert any thing 
pofitive. 

14. I cannot fay pofttivelv any thing on the fubje£l of this queftion; only that I know of 
orders iffued by Mr. Briftow'to the officer ftationed with the Phoufdar of Kyrabad, “ to take 

effectual meafures to prevent the Phoufdac from making any payments to other taukadars, 
u till the full amount of the Company’s alignments be difeharged; and that lie infilled upon no 
“ part of the Colle&ions being appropriated to other purpofe than the demand of Government.”' 
I alfo underftand that the minifters rofloum has not been paid by the Aumil of Allahabad, in 
confequence of fimilar orders. 

15. I have already, in my anfwer to the 5th queftion, related what I knew of the circunt- 
ftances of Hyder Beg Cawn’s fears, on account of the complaints Mr. Briftow had made againft 
him to the Vizier, which operated fo much on him, that he determined in feeking prote&ion 
either in my houfe or Mr. Briilow’s. Both Hyder Beg Cawn’s man, and the Viziers, who came 
to me on that fubje&v faid to me, that Mr. Briilow had told the Vizier “ to a6t as he thought 
« proper with his minifters. That nobody would find fault with it, and that he would give it 
“ him in writing.” 


16. To this queftion I cannot anfwer with any degree of certainty or recolledlion. 

17. All I know on the ful>je& of this queftion is, that Hyder Beg Cawn did mention to me, 
fome time in May laft, to tell Mr. Briilow, u That if he chofe to allow me to the mediator 
“ betwixt him and the minifter, that he, Hyder Beg Cawn, was ready to enter into any 
u engagements lie pleated, and he would be iincerely and fairly attached to him.” I was not 


made 
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inti* acquainted with any other terms of the laid coalnamah or engagement; and, on my men- 
tiding the affair to Mr. Briftow, he laid he did not want to make any inch agreement with a 
tnan who hadiwd would dectivo him, . 

18. I h3ve already related, in the conrfe of thefts ftieets, many particulars relative to the Shoo- 
kas ; and have only to add, that Mr, Briftow, one time In converfation with me, was c^prelihig 
his dilpleaierawitli the mini,fter,and faying he would not obey him. I replied, that I thought he 
had, and even at the rifqne of diipiealing his matter, and of creating more enemies; as a proof 
of which, I mentioned, that it was entirely to obey him that lie had foiled and delivered die 
ftiookas for the payment of the Kutty Ghur detachment, which he had done without the Vf.ater s 
knowledge. Mr. Briftow appeared aftoniflted at my knowing that citcumllar s, and aflted mo 
if Hytier Beg Cawnhid told me fo (feeing he was under ieerecy).. i anfwered him, that I knew 
the affair long ago, as well as what trad patted between him and the minilter on th.it. fcorc. 

t*. In mfwer to this quettion, Ihegleave to ohferve, that I cannot particularize the *j)|winf- 
nvm Mr. Cowper had from Mr. Bril tow refpefling the Aduuiet; but f under Hood from ieveral 
quarters that Mr. Cowper fuperin tended fuch an ad.mtet; and as a great deal wtt faid about it in 
the courte of private converfation, and entirely from friendly motives, I alkcil Mr. Briftow how 
iv. came that Mr. Cowper had fuel) an office? If l recol!e£t right, Mr. linliow replied, that he 
knew nothing about his having loch an office. I then hrfd him, that iHie knew nothing about it, 
« then Mr. Cowper a< 5 ied on his own account.” ! further told Mr. Briftow, ** that the blame, 
« if any, would full on him, and ad riled him to order Mr, Cowper todelitt.’ I he-next 'lay, 
or I’oon after, a perfonfroni the in milter informed me, that Mr. Cowper hud fummoned the nn- 
nitter’s head banker to appear before him, and threatened him with his (either Mr* C owper or 
Mr. Onflow's) difpleafure, for not complying with the fiimmons which was fast him to jjilw.et 
to aooniplaint againtt him. As this affair was notorious, and many bankers and piineipal tnet - 
’chants ot the town were uneafy in confequence, 1 mentioned it to Mr. Briftow, ana told htm 
that fuch adds gave great difguft to the people; and the more (o as coming from Mr. Cowper, 
as property nobody knew of any powers being veiled in any other per ion betides the Ref went. 
Mr. Briftow again repeated what he had laid before, that Mr, Cowper had nothing to do m the 
Adaulet; and that he had fpdke to Mr. Cowper, who he uiiderftood had wrote n letter to the 
miniller’s banker in his (Mr. liviftow’s) name, to defire him, that whenever he (Mr. Cowper) 
cbofe to write in his (Mr. Bn How’s) name, not to fend the letter without nrft ftiewmg it to him. 
At another time, not long after, I uiiderftood that feveral decrees, laid to have hvon given in tlijp 
new Adaulet, had been prefented to the mimiler in order to obtain the Viaier s landtion, which 
he hail refuted to give, not having power from the Vizier to do fo. That in conteuocnre thofo 
decrees were given to a M unfit ee attending on Mr, Cowper, with orders to carry t.ieni to the 
Vizier (who was then on a hunting party at fome diftance from Lucknow) in or let to obtain .us 
approbation, Thsfe circumftmices I related to Mr. Briftow; who, in his anfwer, continued to 
deny the knowledge of any adaulet, and Lid that the Munfhee was gone for a few days, on leave 
of abfenee,. to his home. This, I own, furprized me a good deal; and 1 thought « very extra¬ 
ordinary, that Mr. Briftow fhould pretend npt to know a. thing which was notorious to aft the 
town, and which may fo eafdybe proved, if neceftiiry* This prevented me from laying any 
thing more to Mr. Briftow on that fubjecL 

ao. My intermediation was certainly employed between Mr, Briftow and Hyder Beg Cawn, 
as will appear by my anfwers to the above quell ions, to which I beg leave to refer.

The following letters having been received from Mr. Briftow on the 5th and 12th inftant, were 
circulated to the members of the Board for their perufal.

. at the fame time expreffed uiy opinion that there was no immediate cauie of alarm. Should, how¬ 
ever, the Seiks attempt the invajion of the. Vizier’s dominions, the troops at Barelly and Futty 
Ghur would be a fufficient force to repel them. 

Within thefe few days I have received information from Lieutenant Colonel Knutfon, corro¬ 
borating the circuiuftanees mentioned in Major Brown’s letter; I have in conference addreffed

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Colonel Gumming a fecond time’ on the fubjedt, and have recommended a continuance of the

I had 1 all night the pleafure to receive from Colonel Martin a copy of his anfwers to the 
interrogatories which the Honourable Board thought proper to put to him relative to the com¬ 
plaints exhibited againft me by the Vizier* and his minifter Hyder Beg Khan, After having 
given them the moll attentive perufal, I cannot help remarking, that thefe anfwers* wherever 
they are fupported by the perfonal knowledge of Colonel Martin, far from leading to a condem¬ 
nation of my conduit* do, as 1 now humbly conceive, very ftrongly corroborate the arguments 
and evidence l have already had the honour to fubniit to you, in refutation of the malicious 
charges of the minifter; and fhew clearly, that in all my intercourfe with him, it was my fixed 
refolution to be invariably and folely guided by my inflruftions. For the reft, Gentlemen, the 
relation of Colonel Martin has heard at Third and Fourth Places, and from Third and Fourth 
Pcrfons, as he muft he very certain it would not be received as evidence before any tribunal on 
earth, fo I am furprifed Colonel Martin, under this conviction, ftiould have put himfelf to the- 
trouble of recording it; more efpecially, ns it was impoftible that he ftiould be ignorant that 
runny of the fads and tranfa&ions of which he fpeaks, to wit, tile Adawlut, 6cc* had they even 
ex i fled but in report, mu ft, from the nature' of them, have been capable of the moft dired and 
pofirive Proof, I can as little reconcile it to candour, that Colonel Martin fhould heretofore 
have liftened to, or that he fhould now repeat, tales fo injurious to the rep mat ions of the perfons 
whom they pointed at; when, by his own confeftion, they were for the moft part communicated- 
to him by the parties whofe intereft it confeflbdly was to invent and circulate them. I would 
not be underflood. Gentlemen, from any thing I have here laid, to intend no further reply to 
Colonel Martin's narrative.

3,ad entertained with regard to the intentions of Almal's Ally Khan, Bating, that lie apprehended 
a defign to a-ttack the magazine at Cawnpore in the abfence of the brigade, and to cariy oft' the 
artillery anil ammunition. ”1 Jiough.I do not give entire credit to the information, yet, as it is 
not impoflible but. fuch ?n event might happen, I have taken every precaution in mv power to 
tender the attempt, if made, inefteftual. 

1 have therefore, on the requelt of Major Maclary, fent t wenty artillery men and forty lafc.irs 
to Cawnpore, to a [fill in working the guns. I have completed the field ammunition for attual 
l'ervice* and have aIfo ordered the detachment, under the command of Colonel Ktiutfon, at 
Bareli-’ to march half the way hack to Tutty Ghur, in order that it might be able to join me 111 
the I pace of two days, Ihould au adlual commencement of lioftilities render a junction un- 
necciiary. 

I have recommended to Major Maclary to crofs the magazine, which I believe is already in 
boats, and the artillery, to the e.ilt fide of the river, which would put it out ot Almals’e power 
to lay hold of either before he miglit be relieved by the troops at this place. 

1 was averfe to ordering Colonel Knutfon to join immediately, becaufe I thought it might 
alarm the country, perhaps, without fufficient foundation. I ftiall, however, hold the troops here 
in rendinefs to march, the moment J underhand there is a neceffity for their lervice.

' l •have been honoured with your letters of the 16th December 1783. You are pleafed to obfr.rve 
•vou have received letters from Mr. Ihiftow, on the lubjeft of tome complaints made by Mr. 
{.jeoree Maclean, in regard to the detention and plunder of fome boats and budge- 
rows tn the country of Sandy Bailee, rented by Buflont Roy, and the treatment of hi* people by' 
the lemmedars, &c. in that didrift; 

i You nre further jileafed to dbferve, yo\i know not who Mr. Maclean is, nor under what 
authority lie carries on any dealings in the Vizier’s country, not having the permiflion of your 
Honourable Board to refule there; and exprefs your thfpleafure at his being permitted to engage 
in private trade, not having a licence. I ihall give all the fatisfa&ion I am able regarding Mr. 
George Maclean, and the trania&ion alluded to in your letter. 

Mr. MaClean afted at this ftnticn as agent for the boat contra&or. Several months ago he 
reported to me. that many of the boats and budgerows Hood in need of great repairs; that he 
could not procure timber here for that purpofe, nor any where nearer than Pilihutt; and requeued 
my aflrlhmce to procure it, by giving him letters to the Auroil (then Cajah Ain id deen Khan). 
I informed him that my letters could be of no ufe, ns no regard would be paid to them ; 
and that 1 did not chufe to interfere in any thing that regarded the officers of the Vizier’s 
government. 

* He then requeued my permiffion to go to Lucknow, which I granted him. On h»s return he 
informed me, that through Mr. Briftow’s inriuence he had obtained a Purwannah from the 
Vizier, and that Mr. Brifiow h<td given him letters to the Aumil Cojah Ain ul deen Khan, 

tiefiring 
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Jefiring he would protefl and affift him in his bufmefs and purchafes. As the public fervice AbJ 
„ot require his clofe attendance, he had my permiffion to go to Pylibut, being warranted by the 
Vi/ier’s authority obtained for him by Mr. Briftow. He then proceeded on the above bufinefs. 
and as he afterwards informed me, had his boats and budgerows plundered by the people of 
Snndv Pallee. I believe he fultained a very confulerable lofs; and I inuft do him the juftice to 
add, that 1 never heard a complaint againft him whilft he was at this ftation; and believe him 
to be both a quiet and induftrious man, and perfectly moffenfive in his dealings. 


Many a< 5 b of violence having bean committed by the people of Sandy Pallee, at the requifition 
of the Vizier, I fent over a detachment to affift Buffunt R.Qy, the Aumil, in apprehending thole 
cuiltv of thofe outrages: but, finding the troops were employed in a manner different from 
what they were defigned for, I recalled them. This is all I know of Mr. Maclean’s tranl- 
atftions. 

The Refident, however, has it in his power to give the Honourable Board every information 
they can wifh on this lubjeft. 

With refpe£l to impowering any perfon, whether European or Native, to carry on any trade 
in the Vizier’s country, I have never thought myfelf in any degree authorized; my influence 
in this country is houiuled by the centries of' the camp. In procuring grain for the troops, to 
keep them from ftarving .during the late fcarcity, I have been obliged to write in flrong terms 
to 1'ome of the Aumils, and to fend out fome detachments; but this was not done without 
repeated orders from his Excellency_for this puipot'e, the Aumils paying no regard to his 
orders.

Inclofed I have the honour to tranfmit you a copy of a letter I have received 
from Major 1 V 1 ‘Clary: it confirms my opinion of Aimafs Ali Cawn’s having no intention to 
offer offence to our government, or to create diiturbances in the country. 

I beg leave to acquaint you*, that the 3d brigade arrived this morning near the bank of the 
river, and will crofs over ro-morrow to Bhardwar. T. hey are to march from thence on the 
following day'; and the fecond brigade will march on the fame day, and take up their ground 
at Bhurdwar. 

On the 3d of January .my Brigade will all crofs over, and I (hall profecute my march down 
to the prefidency without lofs of time.

Your letter, dated Mohurrun, 22d, aftoni/hed me. By what reafon does my former letter 
appear to you merely nugatory ? Whatever 1 mentioned regarding the confinement of Khaja am 
ul been, and that people from far and near alarmed the Aumiis, by caufing them to fuppofe that 
the fame fate would be theirs, is not a conclulion of mine; it is the report of thole perfons you 
confide in, and who wifli to alarm the Aumiis, that they may refign their office: This, to my 
underif atiding, appeared improper, for which reafon I rep re fen t it to you; in return, you were 
pleafed to write that it was a conclufion of mine. I am the minifies; to aft io, is not my bufi- 
nefs: I did not mean under this veil to recommend either Kliaja a in ul Deen, nor Almafs Ally 
Khan; I only told you, clearly and plainly, what others fsid, and what appeared to me impro¬ 
per. *Had I known that it was your inclination that they Ihould talk in this manner, I would not 
have represented It to you* 

Why have you been pleafed to apply the word loyalty ? The Englifli gentlemen who were here 
formerly, and all the world, know that for fix or feven years pall 1 have sited for both govern¬ 
ments which are in reality united, with zeal. Whenever you will pleafe to judge impartially, 
vou will not trull thofe who are interefled: My zealous conduit is eftahlifhed, and will concitrue, 

J am ready with my life in the fervice. Lacks of rupees have been and will be loft, from the ad¬ 
vice of the interefled; hut thefe are to be imputed to me; juftiee is in the hands of fuperiors. 

1 fliall not give my opinion regarding Kliaja ain ut Deen’s bufinefs: They who are interefled 
may advife whatever fuits them. Regarding the Jumma of Rohilcund laft year, fomehody hat 
been miftaken in their reprefentation, by 15 lacks of rupees; the deficiency has either been oc- 
cafioned by the drought, or the mi (management of fomehody. 'I he country is hundreds ot 
mites wide, and contains lacks of inhabitants, that are a flitted with a calamity from heaven. 
Mahomed Cazim Cawn is a confidential perfon, and holds - fourteen ipehals in that country. 
Enquire in juftiee what is the reafon of the deficiency ?—You lay (f you are to comprehend 
« ,j liU (he punifhment of the guilty fhould he remitted, for fear of alarming other offenders.” 
To puitifh all alike is proper; you have punifhed one perfon for the fame offence that others are 
miilty of. They who have pleaded the drought as an excufe, when it is not felt in their (liftrifts— 
who have been indulged with diminutions, and have been credited for extraordinary charges—they 
are at their eafe employed in the colleftions, and hold others in ridicule. They have this year 
endeavoured to make the khreef harveft fall Ihort: 1 have rep re rented to you that they were not 
right, for the deficiency is not To much. The money is to be colleftcd with pains. 1 related to 
you that Neger Ally Beg, the A until of Goonda, refufed to anlwer for more than two lacks ot 
rupees of the Tunkaws; he however gave a bond for three lacks of rupees: And in this manner 
the others would he made to give bonds. They who mifmanaged would not pay, nor will they 
at prelent. I nro fettling affairs; but you point out a different mode. Interefted people have 
not fo much zeal for the fervice as’I have: they extend their willies of a failure beyond their own 
diftridh. 

Regarding Almafs Ally Cawn, whatever you are pleafed to order, I /hall not hefitate to obey. 
It is impoffible to difcWfe the intentions of any perfon’s heart: if he comes, it will remove all 
doubts. Thinking this a matter of importance, 1 have taken the liberty of offering my fenti- 
mants upon it, in hopes you will afford me your affiftance; that the bufinals of both govern- 
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interfiled, and perform my duty fotisfaftprily.

TRANSLATION of a Letter from Hyder Keg Cawn, in Reply to Mr. Brjftow’s 

dated 26th Mohurrem l 198. 

I have received your letter. I reprefented to you the fituation of thofe perfon $ who occafioned 
Ioffes to government, are continued in office, confided in, and ridicule others. You are plea fed 
to fay, u this is an entire contradiction of notorious fadls, and aftonifhing to yoiu I have re-* 
4C peatedly dirvfted you to attend to the realization of the revenue, and Jfettlement of the affairs

interrupter of the affairs of governmcMit, caufes lacks of rupees lofs in the Jurnrna, and in the ex¬ 
travagant, charges : He affords proteftion to other A11 mils, and is in your confidence : TheAu- 
mils you have fpecified byname, and feme other perfons, are all under his influence: The Autnils 
who are his dependants, and by whofe hands whatever lofs has accrued or does accrue to govern¬ 
ment, are gratified thereby in their dspendunce on him; and they fpealc their fentiraents of their 
hearts regarding other Aumils, and even regarding the Vizier himfelf. I have not fettled the 
diftrifts under their charge, as you have directed me, for fome days pad, from the following ap- 
prehenfion: That, in conjunction with that perfon, every one is intoxicated with fabricating 
aerial tales and flander; and no perfon confents to take thofe di ft rifts, u left, from verbal and 
u written calumny, difgrace Ihouid ultimately fail upon u$;” ami I alfo am ^pprebenfive. You 
are the magiftrateand the inafter; I am the official agent. Being htlpleis I have reprefented thvjs 
much of thefe matters to you.

Gentlemen, j- 

Inclofed I have the honour to tranfinit you a copy of a letter I have received from Mr. 
T imes Anderfon: and, as I conceived the fubjedt to be a matter of importance, I informed him 
of my intentions to make a reference to your Honourable Board : At the fame time I called 
upon the ndting minifter, Hyder Beg Cawn, to point out the moll eligible means ot preventing 
undue exactions, and alfo obviate commotions natural on the allembly of io numerous a body ot 
pilgriiriS. 


Mr. Anderfon having mentioned the exactions made by the Subab of Allahabad, I requefted 
him to afeertain under what pretences, and through whom, they were collected. 1 he Vizier has 
repeatedly iffued his commands, forbidding any more being required than the authorized dunes; 
-and I have I poke myfelf to the Subah on the fubjedh He excules his own conduct; and informs 
me there arc, befides hi ml elf, many other perfons (particularly the killedar) in authority «6>Alla- 
hahad, independent of him ; that he has enjoined his own people to avoid making iuch exactions, 
and precluded every complaint as far as lies in his power.

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COPY of a letter from Mr. James Anderfon to Mr. John Briftow, Refident at the Court of 
the Vizier, dated Scindia’s Camp, 3d January, 1784-* 

Bow Buckfey yefterday informed me, that Scindia had received intelligence of a very large 
party of pilgrims, amounting to ro or 12,000, having reached Sagiurr, in their way ro the De¬ 
can. Heobferved, that, having already made fo many applications for exemptions of duties, he 
could not think of making more, efpecially in the pretent inlhnce, where the amount was Inch 
as to render it ;ui obje£t of confideration to his Excellency : but he hoped that on this occafiort 
-fome fixed and certain regulations might be laid down, fo that the pilgrims may be exempted 
from the arbitrary exactions of the Aumil of Allahabad. He faid, that although the oppreiftons 
oxercifed over the pilgrims there werefuch as bad occafioned great complaints, yet he had tea foil 
to believe that they were unknown to his Excellency; who, he underftood. derived, but little 
benefit from this branch of his Revenue, in comparifon of what it was capable orf yielding bhnj 
Without any burthen to the pilgrims, if properly regulated. And he was the more earned on 
this point, becaule the fame of the attention fhewn lau year to Sevajee Eetul, had induced many 
Mahrattas of high rank either to proceed themfelves, or fend their families, to make the pilgrim 
mage this year. From the intelligence he had received from Poonah, of other parties, heudes 
the prefent, which were to fet out on this account from thence in the courfe of this feafon, he 
fuppofed that, including fuch as had accompanied MoodajeeVs daughter from Nagpore, the fejut 
of the whole pilgrims this year from the Deckan would be little lefs than 50,000. 

1 informed Bow Buckfey, in reply, that I would not fail to communicate this matter to you ; 
but that, as your own judgment, founded on your fuperior information of the fubjc&, would fog¬ 
ged to you how far it was proper to make any application to his Excellency wiih regard to the 
eftablifhment of new regulations, that is (as he afterwards explained himfeif) the fixing a parti-* 
cular afleffment on each horfeman, footman, palankeen, &c. I could not, therefore, give him 
any affurances on this head. In the mean time, as the requeft of Scindia, in the limited view 
in which 1 am capable of cOnfidering it, appears not unrcafonablc; and as I am certain, from the 
intereft he takes in the concerns of the pilgrims, that a compliance with it would gratify him ex* 
tremely ; I beg leave to recommend it to your confideration. It is not, I underfhnd, his with, 
that his Excellency thou Id fuller any detriment; but only, in fixing the particular rates himfeif,. 
it may not be in the power of the Auiniis to exa& beyond them.

In my letters of the 13th and 20th ultimo, 1 had the honour to acquaint you with the reafons 
that induced me to reinforce the troops left for the defence of Cawnpore; fince then, Colonel 
Morgan having deemed two regiments and a battalion of fepoys a fufficient force for the protec* 
tion of the magazine, &c. at that place, Major Maclaryhas, at my requifition, ordered the two 
companies of the third regiment, and the Refident's guard, to return to their refpefUve na¬ 
tions. 

Subfequent to my letter of the fith inftant, I have received further accounts from Almafs 
Ally Gawn’s camp, of his having fecured a retreat for himfeif a*d his dependants in Mahajy 
Sciridin’s dominions, and alfo of hisclofe connexion with that chief. Three days ago his Vnc- 
kcel again left Lucknow, with a letter from me, explaining in general terms my fentiments of his 
conduit, and requiring a final fettlement of the revenue he propofed paying. 

I have reprefented to you, in my add refs of 22d ultimo, the diilrefs of the troops at Futty 
Ghur I now have the honour to enclofe extrafls of two other letters on the fame fubje&, which 
I have fincc: received from Colonel Sir John Cumming. I have thepleaftfre to inform you, that 
1 have tumifhed his detachment with above alack and a halt of rupees, and Ifiall fhortly fend a 
further fupply.

COPY of a letter from Lieutenant Colonel Knud fun to Mr. John Jt pillow, Refident at the 
Vizier’s Court, dated Camp near Barelii, 8th January, 1784* 

I have to inform you, that I have received advice of a large body of Seiks, faid to amount to 
20,000 cavalry, being arrived at Burrin, a place on the banks of the Jumna. The near vicinity 
of fo formidable a body of theft freebooters, with the rumour which prevails of their de%ning 
to attempt an entrance in this province by the Ghaut, between Purann Ghur and the Harda- 
wnr, has greatly alarmed the inhabitants of the diftrifte in that neighbourhood; and as Rajah

In order 
to prevent any uimeceflary delay or countera&ion of the plan you have thought proper to qdppt, 
I have folely employed my time, fince the receipt of your orders of recall, in adjuring the affairs 
of my Refidency, which unavoidably precluded me from a poflibiiity of completing my obferva- 
tions on Lieutenant Colonel Matin’s anfwers to the interrogatories, and will, I hope, be deemed 
afufficient excufe for my poftponing them, or any final explanation oa the ftate of your affairs 
in thefe provinces, until I proceed upon ray journey to the Prefidency.

The orders of the Honourable the Governor General and Council, 
as they have been tianbnitted to me on this fubjed, through their fecretary, dired, that I fliall 
leave Lucknow, upon the receipt of a notification from you, that his Highnefs has put Into your 
hands, for the purpol'es hereinabove mentioned, The fecurity of bankers of blown credit and refpon- 
fwility ; and in a letter, addrefled by the Honourable the Governor General to the Vizier, the 
neceffity of taking the moll fpeedy means to obtain and deliver fuch fecurity is pointed crut to his 
Highnefs, and he is requefted then, and not till then , to give me leave in form to withdraw. I 
enclofe you copies of the papers here alluded to, that the poffibility of any error or delay, arifing 
from a mifeonfirudion of our refpedive orders, may be avoided; and as the one I have received 
is fo loofe and indefinite in the terms of it, I am to requeft that you will either favour me with a 
notification in fuch fpecific language as will alone juftify me in accepting it for any notification 
at all, and confequently as any authority to withdraw from Lucknow, or that you will inform 
me decidedly that I am not to exped it from you. Arguing as well from the nature of any fuch 
agreement, as from the terms of that which has on this occafion taken place between the 1 izic. 
and the Honourable the Governor General and Council, it would be abfurd to fuppofe an inten¬ 
tion in the latter to accept, without pretiotis inquiry into its fufficiency, of any lecurity his Ex¬ 
cellency may be pleafed to offer them for the performance of his part of the com pad. As the 
Honourable Board have given me no inffrudions on this head, I conclude they have thought 
proper to conftitute you the judge of, and accountable to them-for the validity of the lecurity 
now to be given by the Nabob. 1 am therefore further to requeft you will inform me whether 
this latter conjedure is warranted, and whether you confider yourlclt as fo refponfible to them ; 
and if not, that you will furnil'n me with atteiled copies of the engagements entered into by the 
refpedive bankers.

So unpromifing is the afpeft of the country in point of fertility, th.lt I muft beg leave to 
offer to your immediate conlideratiou the moll effe&ual means for the ellablifhment of a 
magazine of grain, fufficient for the confumptiOn of the troops at that ftation for the period of 
the dry feafon. The prefence of fo large a body of Marattas as you acquaint me may be 
expe&ed, will undoubtedly enchance the prefent fcarcity, if means be not employed to guard 
againft it; and I regard the eftablilhing a magazine, as was done in the time of the famine in 
Bengal, to be indifpenfable. The grain is to be fervedoutat fixed rates to each officer and man, 
for themfelves and neceffary fervants, left, if Almas really harbour any ill intentions, he fliould, 
by monopolizing the grain in the Douab, render the continuance of the brigade at Cawnpore 
utterly impracticable.

From the 
total want of police, hardly a day ei'apfes but 1 am informed of fome tragical event, whereof 
the bare recital is fhocking to humanity. About two months fince an attempt was made to 
affaffinate Raja Ticket Roy, the adling mimfter’s confidential agent, but he happily efcaped un¬ 
hurt: Nabob BahaSre, his highnefs’s brother, has not been fo fortunate, as will appear from 
tranflations of two of his letters to me, N<> 1, which l have the honour to enclofe for your 
information. Although iny feelings are fenfibly hurt, and my compaffion ftrongly excited, by 
the drfgtnceful and miferable ftate of poverty to which his excellency’s brothers are reduced ; 
yet, fituated as I am, it is not in my power to interfere with efteCt. My efforts on a former 
occafion failed of fuccefs, and my interpofition now would only excite the refentment of the 
minifter towards the uhhappy fufferers, in conlequence of their application to me; from whom 
alone, however, they hope for relief from their prefent diftrefs, which, their near connection 
with the Vizier confidered, is both fhameful and unprecedented. 

That no regular courts of juftice have been eftabliflied in this country, is particularly pointed 
>at in my inftru&ions, as u the moft difreputable defedl in his highnefs’s government, yet the 
minifter leems determined on abolilhing even the fhadow of fo neceffary an inftitution. The

.a&s, be plcafed fo to fliew us your favour, that by fome means we may receive our allowances 
from the Company’s treafury, and not be obliged to depend upon and folicit others for it. We 
Jbope you will grant us a favourable anfwer through Mr. Covvper.

The ladies, their attendants, and fervants were fiiil as clamorous as Jaft night. Latafut the 
Droga went to them, and remonfirated with them on the impropriety of their conduit, at the 
fame time alluring them, that in a few days all their allowances would be paid; and Ihould 
that not be the cafe, he would advance them ten days fubfiftence, upon condition that they re¬ 
turned to their habitations: none of them however confented to his proposals, but were fiiil 
intent upon making their efcape through the Bazar; and in confequence formed themfelves in 
Vol, IV. R the 
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the following order:—The children in the front, behind them the ladies of the feraglio, and be¬ 
hind them again their attendants; but their intentions were fruftrated by the oppofition which 
they met with from La tout's fepoys. 



The next day Latafut went twice to the women, and ufed his endeavours to make them re¬ 
turn into rht Zanana, promifing to advance them 10,000 rupees, which, upon the money being 
paid down, they agreed to comply with; but night coming on, nothing trnnfpirod. 

On the day following their clamours were more violent than ufual.—Latafut went to confer 
with them on the bu(in«fs of yeiierday, offering the lame terms; depending on the fidelity of 
his promiles, they contented to return to their apartments, which they accordingly did, except 
two or three of the ladies, and moll of their attendants*—Latafut then went to Holbimnid 
Ally Cawn to confult with him about what means they ihould take; they came to a resolution 
of driving them in hy force, and gave orders to their fepoys to beat any one of the women who 
Ihould attempt to move forward*—The fepoys accordingly aflembied, and each one being pro¬ 
vided with a bludgeon, they drove them by dint of beating into the Zennana. The women feeing 
the tr< rtl’tircr of Latafut, proceeded to throw ftoncs and bricks at the lepoys, and again attempted 
to get out; but finding that impoflible from the gates being (hut, they kept a continual dii- 
charge rill about 12 o’clock, when* finding their fituation defperate, thc*y retired into the Rung 
Mahal, and forced their way from thence into the palace, and difperfed themfelves about the 
houie and gardens : after this they were defirous of getting into the begum’s apartments, but 
fhe being apprized of their intentions, ordered the doors to i>e (hut* Jn the mean time Latafut 
and Cofnmund Ally Khan ported ccutties to fecure the gates ot the Letter Mahal. During the 
whole of this conflidf, the ladies and women remained exposed to the view ot the fepoys* The 
"Begum then lent for Latafut and Hoflimuml Ally Khan, whom jQie levcrelv reprimanded, and 
infilled upon knowing the caufe of this infamous behaviour. They pleaded in their defence, 
the impoffibilitv of helping it, as the treatment the women had met with had only heen con¬ 
formably to his Excellency the Viziers orders. The Begum a Hedged, that even admitting that 
the Nabob had given thele orders, they were by no means authorized in this manner to difgrace 
the family of Sujnh Dowlah; and ftiould they not receive their allowances for a day or tw f o, 
it could be of no great moment: what had parted was now at an end, but that the Vizier Ihould 
certainly he acquainted with the whole of the affair, and that whatever he dire&ed fhe fhould 
implicitly comply with. The .Begum then fent for two of the children who were wounded in 
the affray of lafl night, and, after endeavouring to footh them, (Ire lent again for Latafut and 
Hufmimd Ally Khan, and in the prefence of the children again expireffed her dtfapprobation of 
their coruli £ 1 , and the improbability of Afjph ul Dowlnh’s fuffering the ladies and children of 
Sujah Dowlah to be di(graced, by being expofed to the view of the rabble: upon which Latafut 
produced the letter from the Nabob, rtbrelenting that he was amenable only to the order of 
his Excellency, and that whatever he ordered it was his duty to obey ; and that had the ladies 
thought proper to have retired quietly into their apartments, he would not have ufed the 
means he had taken to compel them.— I he Begum again obferved, that what had parted v/js now 
over(he then gave the children 4,00 rupees, and di(miffed them, and fent word by Sumrud 
and the other eunuchs, that if the ladies would peaceably retire to their apartments, Latafut 
would fupply them with 3 or 4,000 rupees for ttieir p refer* t ex peaces, and recommended to them 
not to incur any further difgrace; and that if they did not think proper to ad! agreeable to her 
directions, they would do wrong. The ladies followed her advice, and about 10 at night went 
back into the Zenrrana.—The next morning the Begum waited upon the mother of Sujnh Dowlah 
r.nd related to her all the circumftances of the dirturbance. The mother of Sujah Dowlah re¬ 
turned for nnfiwer, that after there being no account kept of crores of revenue, fhe was not fur- 
prized that the family of Sujah Dowlah, in their endeavours to procure liibiifence,' Ihould be 
Obliged to-expoie themlolves to the nieaneft of people. After bewailing their misfortunes, and 
(bedding many tears, the Begum took her leave and returned home.

Womb well declared Lalla 
Buchernge and Faquin Chund to be men of known credit and refponfibility. 

In a meafure of fwh great importance to the Honourable Company* interests as t!ierealization 
of a fund of above a crore of rupees, I deem it an imMfpenfable duty in me to give my opinion; 
an opinion not originating trom the cccafion, but upon record, as the tranladlions which gav^ 
rife to it occurred fo long .igo as the 30th of July 1783. I reprefcnted to your Honourable Board 
that T had actually laved the houfe of Calmigry Midi and Butchagree, by a timely aiJ, from 
bankruptcy. They engaged for a proportion ot rupees 650,000, on account ot the Jialt year* 
loan; with the utmoft exertion of their credit, they fulfilled their engagements, and now they 
have contra&ed for above feven times the fum, with lefs profpett ot being rcimburfed by go¬ 
vernment, and no change of cii*iimftances in their private affairs to encreale theii cret it or re- 
fponAbility. This is one of the HkfuJes in Lucknow which has of late been moil irregular m its 
payments* 

Fraquir Chund is the minifter’s private hanker; but as T have perfonaily had few official frailf- 
■actions with him, I an not fpedk fo decided! yfrom my own experience of the credit ot his Houle. 
1 may, however, iafely venture to aflerr, from all the enquiries Lhave madt concerning um, 
that lie is by no means equal to the refopufibility he has undertaken: Indeed tnele men, or any 
other two bankers, being even the oflenfible agents in a tranfa&ion of fuch magnitude ana im¬ 
portance, is an idea ridiculed by the majority ot the inhabitants ot Lucknow. 

In conclufton, gentlemen, with every fubmifiion to your judgment, I beg leave to gi\'. my 
opinion, that the focurity offered by his Highnefa i> fiflitious,. and in the event wi Appeal no 
more than the perfohal fccurity of H yder Bt g Cawn ; that he will be able to fulfil t ie engagenicii s, 
though inverted with ikfpotfc power over fo extenfive a country, is a gre.it doubt w to me. ,u ™ 
convinced he cannot do it, and at the lame rimefumifhthe ncccfiary funds tor tie iou 1 10 c 
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andother current demands ofhiS Highnef* government; and I am confirmed in this opinion

Honourable Sir, ahd Gentlemen, 

1 had the honour to addrefs you on the 30 th of Augufi, foliating yoifr explicit direaionston 
the fubjefit of Almafs Ally Cawn’s difmiffion; and I fhall "now endeavour to fla e the whole ot 
this tranfaction to you, in the cleareft point of view, Imping it will appear that I have don y 
utraofl in a bufinefs whiclvforms a principal and important part of my 1 nit ructions. 

I was fo circumflanced as to render it utterly impoffible to Undertake this meafure at the time 
of my arrival, when Inch very confidence detachments were difperfed through*! the comrtry, 
and the troops under the command of Col. Sir John Cummmg had only reached Allahabad.The 
inconfiderable number of two regiments only could be brought into the field, and I fobmrt t< 
yout judgment, gentlemen, in the'event of reiilian.ee, whether this orce \\a., in ay P > 
equal to the fervice. 

I have alfo to ohferve, that it would have been a very difficult matter to have felefted proper 
perfon.for the charge of foch extenfive diflridls, rfpecially as it was impoffible for me, imme¬ 
diately on enteiing upon the office, to form a correct judgment of the t egtee o con tencei 1 
my agents, or the probability of a defection in Almafs Ally Cawn s nafos, or his troops. _ Con¬

For information of Almafs Ally CnWs connexion with the chiefs at Delhi, I have ihe honour 
to refer you -to tine enclofed extra<A of ray adikeL to the Governor (General, dated 5th November 
17B2 : but I.arn finccmformed,. from a uumfr^ of oriajnai Liters, which l intercepted; that he 
had negotiated a treaty with Mahajee Sindia, through rhe Rebel Raja Cheyte Sing,..by which, 
it feems that the Fort of Lahore, with a diftri£t around it, was to have been ceded to him* 
From one of the letters, which is the hand writing of Aimas's inoonfRy, hut without a cover, 
which ail the other letters have, l Jtioulct fuppofe that, after his return f6 Lucknow, he preferved 
a correrpomleuce with Cheyte Sing—This letter muft have been written by Almas in November 
laft, and the tad: is corroborated by Mr, Adder fan. In Almafs’s connexion with any of ihe 
native powers, prior to his return, he has received the pmkM; but Ms cqtif totting it 

afterwards is certainly criming and an indication' of the n#ntttr fee has* pupated for Nmifeifi 
though, at the grefint jundtufe, he may have no inducement to go to it. The eftimate of flltf 
diftridh under his charge I have the honour to enclole, wherein his allowances are Rated at the

military edablifhnients, holding the fame fliftri£Uat a gradual deereafe to government, and, great 
profit to himfelf, he did not punctually pay the fin all pittance of revenue which remains* If 
Almas Ally Cawu he, thought a ufefui lervant to the Vizier, from the great wealth which he 
pdfifles, I can only oBferve, Gentlemen, the principal part- of his property isr fecured in a way 
to render it. of no benefit to the Rate; nor will he ever produce/it to fupply the-public emergencies, 
except he receives a confirmation of his great power* Continuing him on the prefent footing 
is only adding to his iramenfe wealth, and impoverishing the country^ when, by dividing the 
exteftfive diflritts under Ids charge among a number of Aujnils, the wealth could neither be 
monopolized nor exported, and fucli men would not have the means of refilling the Vizier 1 !

I moR earneftly entreat yon, Gentlemen, to confute my prefent fituatlon, ffiat all my efforts are 
rendered nugatory by every fpeeies of fecret or open counteraction.

EXTRACT of tire Honourable the Governor General's Inftruutions to Mr. John 
Briftow, Refident at the Vizier’s Court; dated the 23d of October 1782. 

Almafs Ally Cawn, 7th.—The means by which Almafis Ally Cawn has been permitted to 
acquire independence have been long Teen, and the effe&s of it foretold by every peri'on acquainted 
avith rhe ft ate of that government, except thole immediately interefted in ir. The late refident 
has been his conftant’ advocate; and I lately underftood that, however truly, the mini if er dif- 
claims all concern in this imprudent meal tire, It is very extraordinary that his defection, his 
retreat to the frontier, the fubfeqnetit negociations which palled between him and the Nabob, 
the engagements concluded between them, which reiemble more a treaty between equal hates than 
a transaction between a fovereign and Ilk vaflill, have all paged without the lea.il communication 
or report of them being made to me by the refident, or his affiftunt, or the minifter; and, in a 
letter which I have lately received from the Nabob, the minifter has had the preemption to 
make the Nabob declare the whole to be falfe and without foundation, and to affirm that every 
part of lils dominions enjoyed the moft perfe£t peace and tranquility.

It will at leaft ftiew him how thin the veil is by which he covers his own 
otfts, and that fuch artifices will only tend to make them the more criminal, from the faifejiqod 
and duplicity with yvhich they are aftbeiated. As for Alniafs Ally Cawn himfidf, the policy 
■which has been obferved towards him has been fpandaloufly derogatory from the Nabob’s dignity 
and intereft, and hurtful to the reputation of mjr government, fo far as it is connected, or the 
world will think it conn.efted, with it, If any engagement fhall ntftually fubfift between client 
the time you have charge of the reiijpncy, it however exceptionable, be faithfully 

put if he has been guilty of any criminal offence to the Nabob his mafter ? for which 
no immunity is provided in the engagement* or he ihall break any one of the engagements ot it, 
I do Ariaiy enjoin you, and it muff be your fpecial egre to eijd^voui^ either by force or 
furpme, to fecure bis petfcrj and bring him to jufttce.

Nabob tq punifh bi,m with deaths on a due cpnii derat ion ? as a neceffary ex¬ 
ample to detor others from the com minion of the like crimes; nor muft you defifl till this is 
dFefted. I cannot preferibe the means; but to guard niyfelf agahvft that obloquy tg winch I 
may be expo fed by a forced mifconftruClion of this order by ihote who may hereafter by em* 
ployed in fcpnshing our records for cavils and information agahift me, I think it proper to forbid* 
and prote(l agajnli theufeof any fraudulent artifice or treacfiery to accompli fh the end which f 
Ijave pretcrihed; and as you alone are privy to this order, you will of courfe obferve the great eft 
fecrecy, that it may nof trnnfpire* By| I repeat my jceco|nmendation of it* as one of then lit 
apd molt duties of your office,

Tn the mean time give me leave to remark, that in cafe the fervice of any of the troops of thfs 
ftation is required, two regiments may be fupplied them* I lhall have only two regiments here 
(one of which is a broken one) which cannot be coiifidered as a force fit toa£t with on emergency, 
especially as the Jlrengthof a regiment is reduced nearly one third by the new eftablifliment; and 
it does not appear that lean move the brigade without the Boards orders, unfefs on a hidden 
emergency again ft a foreign enemy : But, upon a requifition for troops, I am directed to fend fuch 
3’proportion as 1 am able, without endangering thedecurity of the fUtion; therefore, fooukl you 
want more than two regiments, it will be abfc lately neceCiry for me to call Captain Dennis and 
Aiftorfs battalions in here, and application muft be made to Colonel Blair for other troops to take 
up their Nations ; and you are not unacquainted of Colonel Bar John Comm mg’s detachment being 
defig ied by the Board For guarding and keepi-r^ni qufetnels the provinces above Korah ; and this 
ft at Ion ts mors conveniently fituated to fend troops fromagspnft AlmalVs forces, which, according 
to your ftntement, are for the moll part fituated not fltr from it. In cafe of any difturhance hap¬ 
pening, to march the brigade again ft fuch a divided and feparated a force as Almafs’s appears to be

There is one circum fiance which I beg leave to acquaint you witW$ that is, in confequence of 
the late orders for reducing the eftablifoment, there will be about 4,000 old fepoys difeharged 
from the corps now in his Excellency’s dominions on the firft of next month, and moil Of them 
may be entertained by Almafi, if he Ihould be inclined to make any oppofition, or raife-dis¬ 
turbances. 

Whenever it may be expedient to call upon me for troops, I requeft that a requifition from his 
Excellency the Vizier may come through you for that purpofe, as I mull advift the Board of all 
fuch* orders immediately*

Tam favoured with your letter of the 27th inftant, enclofing a ftatement of the troops under 
Alma Is Ally Cawn. 

As it is not pofliblc for me to judge of the probability of a difturbance taking place in this 
country, in eonlequence of Almals’s difiniffion from the office he now holds, I mull beg leave 
to remind you, that the force under my command will be weakened very much by the reduction 
which will be made in the regiments on the ill of September (viz. 200 rank and file to be dis¬ 
charged from each) and by the detaching a force to Rohilcund* It would not be poffible, with¬ 
out recalling that detachment, to carry more than 2,600 men fit for the fervice into the field. It 
alfomay be neceflary to reduce the fort at Ktya, ftiould Almals be inclined to keep pofieffion of

EXTRACT of a Letter from Mr, John BfiftoW* Refident at the Vizier’s Coujrt, to the 
Honourable the Governor General; dated the 5th November 1782, 

The a£ling min filer has pofirively and repeatedly dilavowed to me ever having willingly con¬ 
curred hi the measures adopted with regard to Almafs Ally Cawn, at the time of his difeffeaion. 
He afieits* that he cmifufered Mr. f$imfen, when Aft mg Refident, ns your reprefen tat ive, and 
inverted with your authority ; he of couri'e exerted himfelf in Reporting and enforcing every 
nieafare that "gentleman recommended. He further fays, that He often prop Med appointing 
new Aumife, during Almais’s abfence; hut Mr, johnfon qbje&ed, though he was allured of the 
defection of two of the principal men amongfl the rebel’s followers; a circumftance he did not 
fail to communicate to Mr. Johnfon, 

In my add refs to the Board, I mentioned that it was hy my advice Ahttafe Aliy Cawn was 
deprived of the farms of additional difirifts, yielding a revenue of fixty lacks a year, I wO 
days after my arrival 1 conferred with the aflihg minifter, and opened the biifineft by the diP 
cuflion of Almafs Ally Cawn’s C0ndu£>, telling him, in very candid though in polite terms, 
th: diffatisfaftion you felt at the difgrace thrown upon the Vizier’s authority, and Imputation or 
the Engliih nation; and, if he expefted your fupndrt and prdte&ion, he mu if unite with tne In 
the reduction of Almafs Aliy Cawn’s power. I aflufd his advice about dif^offemng Htm en¬ 
tirely t we maturely deliberated upon the fubjeifr, but came to no poficive determination, except 
to deprive him of every thing confiftent with prudence. The afting rninifler made light of 
Almafs’s power; and only demurred at the prefent inconvenience that would follow, owing tef 
the Weakness of the Vizier’s government. The whole Kutreefs, and great part of the Rub by, 
would be loll: before new Auimts could be firmly efiabli fried ; and, if we Ihould fail In creating & 
defection of his adherents, and Almafs refill, we Ihould not be able to procure luppllcs.— 1 he 
ft ate of credit at tilts place is well known to you. In times ol peace it has been with great 
difficulty that the Aims tequired for the public ferviee has been railed. — Almafs would probaMv 
have purchafed a con fide taWe body of Mahrattas, or other marauders : with the a HI fiance of 
thefe, and his own troops, a total fiop would have been put to the collcfUon of the revenues; 
and, having no fund of ready cnfli beforehand in the treafury, to fopport the expences of the 
campaign, your army could not have been fupplied. The bad government in the other parts of 
the Vizier’s dominions would then have appeared, by general infurre£tions of Zemindars ; and 
we fliould have experienced an tnfufficiency of troops in point of numbers. 

Thefe were the principal ofijeilions urged againfi entirely dlfpofielErig Almafs, and appeared 
to u$ Hittirmountable. It then became an ohjlfS of great importance how to give him confi¬ 
dence, and, at rlie fame time, not betray the dignity and mtereft of the Vizier, Me deter¬ 
mined immediately to revoke the engagement for the additional countries ; as he was not m 
polled! on, they were not liable to the inconvenience attending others. We put the matter upon 
th^ plea, that Almafs had in his corrcfpoiidence, and verbal!y f repeatedly remonfirated againli 
holding any farms, and therefore we could relieve him from crufts wh*ch were irkfome to him. 
He had the infolence even, on receiving the perwannahs from the additional countries, to In¬ 
tend to confer a favour on government. Almafs had deferred dil patching bn Naibs until I 
took the charge, as I in formed the Board, bccuufe he wilhed to have the fanftl6ft ot the Com¬ 
pany to his usurpations, I left Hydcr Beg to communicate my Sentiments to him regarding the 
additional countries, and bring him to vilit me, and fettle for fuch diftriets as he was hi actual 
charge of. Almafs Aliy Cawn, on our firft meeting, confirmed the truth ot the declaration 
he had made verbally, and by letter, of his vvilh to withdraw himfelf from all public employ- 
menrsr hut, under the prefent adminiftration, he found himfelf otlierwjfe difpofed; he now had 
confidence, and would readifv undertake any charge with which the Vizier would honour him. 
He was however informed of the determination not to trufi him with the additional countries. 
He could not conceal his agitation at the difappomtment ; for, as he had been accufiomtd to 
very different language, bis pride was afie<5led by the change this treatment of him would 

have in the eves of the world. He however did not an fwer me difrefpe& fully or improperly ;

This 
wilt afford me the opportunity of afceitaidjng moifc exactly ihe difpofition of his adherents, 
l think many might be brought to quit him, cipcdally when they would fie theiufelves fupportsd 
by the armies under the Colonels Morgan and Sir John Gumming, The Puecefi of this enter- 
p«'/e will depend upon the unanimity and fecrecy obfirved between the commanding officers 
and myfilfi 1 fluffl not acquaint them of my plan until it receives your approbation, and the 
time of executing it may be at band* 

Almafs Ally Cawn has, with in thefe four days, through the min liter, and other intermediate 
per fobs, made app heat ion to me to recommend him to the Vizier to firm ^ahlone, and other 
dUtffifls, yielding a revenue of twenty lacks. He alfo again expreffed his inclination to take the 
additional countries; and I have always returned him a pofirive hue polite refufaL

I beg leave tp inclofe, for your information, a paper of intelligence which I have this Jay 
received from my news -writer ateEtfewa. '/"here are .two circumflanCes in it, wtycjt f think. tje- 
ceflary to point out to vour attention: ill, the coining together ajl the boats on the Jumna 5 
and 2(11 v, the pafling of Hircarrahs at F.rawa irom Cbeyt Sing to Alm.ifs: I am unable to ac¬ 
count for the former fatisfa&oiily. I know that there are fome dffyutrjs betwixt the VinfiH at 
l .taava and Bucht Sing, the Rajah of Bahdourea and Bind, regarding the fort ofCumeit, which 
is on this fide of the jumna, and which, though it belonged to Etawa, was taken poflelfion of, 
during the late fucceflion of Almal's* by Bucht Sing’s people. It is poflible that the boats ate 
colle&ed in order to tranfport troops to recover this fort; but, unlefs you have been pr vioufly 
informed of fuch a meal'ure, 1 fhould rather fufpedl that the boats arc collected to lie in readinels 
for Almal's himfelf, in call heihould find it inconyeuient to leave you a fecond'tlme. 

The fecond circumilance fee ms to add weight to the intelligence I lent yoji in my letter of 
the 29th ultimo, and may enable you to trace whether there is actually any c.irrefpomkmce car 
ried on betwixt Chcyt Sing and Almufs, or not. 

We ought not to be too ready to give way to mere fufpicions. fo far as to let them have any 
in fluence’on our outward condufl. But, in fuch dubious times, every thing which appears to 
have the moll diftant dangerous tendency lltould be noticed, and, it polfible, privately afeer- 
I .lined.

I cannot afeertain any par¬ 
ticulars of Annut Row, unlefs he he .a rum now at pdhy, who wrote mea letter, indofingom* 
from Scindia: I forward you copies of both. The' names of Shuffy Beg and Mahomed Jaffier 
ore fictitious, for ShuffyUila and Ufcurry Cawn, who inform me they did not chufe to appear 
in a negotiation with the Maraitas. Jadoo Row, at this place, is the agent of Ararat Row; who, 
I take if, will appear upon enquiry to be the perfon you mentioned in your letter of the 29th 
ultimo. By, whn't I have feen and beard of Jadoo Row, he is come for the purpofe of obtaining 
intelligence; and I apprehend there is no mode of preventing his refidtnee with us, whillt your 
negotiations with Scindia may continue. It is a fair conclufion, if Annut Row had been de¬ 
puted to Alrnafs, that he would not have fen 1 his agent (Jadoo Row) to Lycknow; add there,- 
fore l am inclined to think their iecrut correlpoudence is, at the prefeut jun&ure, concluded 
through fame other channel.

In giving my opinion on the very important cjueftion brought forward in the Governor 
General’s minute of yefterday, it is neceffary for me to make a reference to what has paflod 
before upon the fubje&. 

On the 31ft December 1783, the Board refolved to withdraw the refidency from Lucknow, 
and to confirm the Governor General’s acceptance pf the refponfibility and charge of affairs 
there, as explained in the minute agreed to and delivered in by Mr, Macpherfon, Mr. Stables, 
and my (elf, on the lame day. 

Previous ro the refolution the Governor General reprefented the necefhty which he conceived 
there was for his ^.pairing to Lucknow, for the pprpofe of accomplifhing thofe plans which 
alone could place the Company’^ concerns in the Nabob’s country in a more profperous flats* 
Agninfl the acceptance of this many difficulties occurred, and in conlequence it was, afrer much 
<k ‘.beration, mutually and onanimouflv agreed to decline the acceptance of the Governor General’s 
tender of his peifonal fervjce in the Nabob Vizier’s country, and this part of the propofal 
ended In conversion, without bffng enrered on our recorded debates ; however* in candour, 
I muft acknowledge, that no claim was preferred on the one hand to bring forward this queftion 
at a future day, nor on the other was any attempt made to preclude it, fhould the meafure here¬ 
after appear more ilrongiy ncccflary.

To obviate any mifconrtrucUons of the confidence with which I have long fincc mentioned my 
expectation, which is now arrived from the Nabob Vizier, I think it expedient to obferve, that, 
indepen dentiy of my intimate knowledge of the Nabob’s general wifli upon this fubjefl, his parti¬ 
cular defire of a vifit from meat this time, and for the purpofes of the aCtual occaf&on, has been 
repeatedly fignified to me in many private letters from Lucknow, both from Major Palmer and 
ethers, long before I made the firft tender of my fervices in accepting the invitation. 

At the time that my letter, containing the notification of the refolution of the Board, parted oft 
the 31ft of December, arrived at Lucknow, the Nabob Vizier had quitted his capital, and was on 
ancxcurfion of pleasure at adiftnnceof an hundred and ten miles from it. By a paper of intelli¬ 
gence, delivered to me by bis Vakeel Rajah Gov indram, and in the pofleflion of the fecretary, I 
am informed, that fuch was his impatience ro return, that he performed the journey in feven 
parrs, or 21 hours, in a palanquin, and arrived at Lucknow' on the 2d inftant without atten- * 
nlants. 


For further proofs of the little ground which exirted for the nfe of any rndireO means to in* 
fluence the Nabob in folicitingmy prefence and aflillance, I refer the Board to the accompanying 
letters, which I received the day before yerterday from Major Palmer and Mr. Wombw'ell, nei¬ 
ther intended moft afluredly for public record, nor was it without hefitation that I was induced to 
infert that of Mr. WomluveU. I could not deny rnyfelf the advantage of fo Hrong a teilimony, 
both of ihe point in queftion, and of the utter want of foundation for the aflertion fo often re¬ 
peated by Mr. Briftow, tlvat the Nabob was himfelf indifferent to the tranfa&ions which formed 
the m ul tipi ied 'Com plaints againrt the Refulent, and that the whole were the fabrication of his mi- 
nifier without the participation of his will or inclination.

— He earne/lty 1 wifhes to 
Fee you s to make Jus grateful acknowledgments In per Ion, to requeft your perforiai affithnee in 
com|il‘eting the generous work which you have begun, by ellabfifliing the mutual Iniereils and re¬ 
putation of both governments upon the titbit folia foundation';. Tomorrow he will roll you fo

I lw.c received your favour of the 31ft of January, containing a tranfcript of intelligence 
from Major Browne of the 25th, and defiring my opinion on the meafures expedient for me m 
confequence to purfue. 

With no other ^iven premifes than a mere notice of the Sykes intention, it is not in nature 
for me to form a competent judgment on the fubjeft: on fo very material a one to offer an in- 
confiderable opinion, might probably be dangerous, certa.nly ineffectual. Before it is poif. hie 
for any reafon of mine to proceed to a (ingle determination on the prefent cafe, it is rcquihte tor 
ine to be apprized ot the following particulars : 

Firft. In what degree of oppofition or connection the Vizier (lands with the Seikes. 

Secondly. The power he poffefles in aid of theEnglifh forces, to oppofe them. 

Thirdly. What force is now a&ually near the Gaut of Suckertawl, to guard that paflage* 

Four till y. Whether the Vizier can rely on the afFedtion and fidelity of his new Rohilcund 
fubje&s, on an enemy's invaiion ot that dillridl 

Fifthly. Whether, by the very lafi treaty ftruck with the Vizier (which I have never feen) 
tliere are any fpecific provinces guaranteed to him by our Government, beyond the frontier ot 
•which line the Englifh troops cannot pafs without an exprefs order from the Governor GeneraL 
and Council. ,, 

Sixthly. In the event of taking the field, for what number of Englifli troops the Vizier 
might make a requifition. 

Seventhly. Whether the Vizier can fupply a fufficient quantity of grain by water conveyance 
on the Ganges, for the confumption of a large army in Rohilcund or the Doab, for at lean four 
months, which would be nearly the duration 1 preiumc of an enfuing campaign. 

It is full as expedient alfo for you to he acquainted, that no indrudlions whatever regarding 
the condudlof the troops beyond the provinces were left with me by Colonel Morgan, nor have 
I yet received dire&ions for my procedure in any one exigence from the Governor General and 
Council, or the Commander in Chief. 

Provided, therefore, there he no inftru&ions depofited with the Vizier, to be delivered to me 
onoccafions fimilar to the prefent, I deem it indifpcnfable for me to receive, if poflible, the com¬ 
mands of the Honourable Board for my guidance, before any decifive operations are hazarded in 
acontingcnce of fuch eminent confideration. 

If thofe, however, cannot be obtained in time, let me be hut once truly afeertained of the 
particulars above recited, and honoured at the fame time with his Excellency’s written commands ; 
1 can then, inllantly, as a foldier, decide what is to be done. In every cafe of this nature, I wifh 
indeed to be confidered in no other light. 

I have not adverted to the magnitude of the Seiks army, becaufe if it is uncommonly nume¬ 
rous, and the dearth in the v/eilern provinces fevere as reprefented, it is fcarcely poflible they 
fliould long fubfilt where they are. much more attempting any enterpiize in a region-equally 
deflitutc.

Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 

I have now the honour to lay before you an eftimate of the balance due fiom his Excellency 
the Nabob Albph ul Dowlah to the Honourable Company, on the 31ft December 17^ * ‘ * 


and a 
continuation 
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continuation of the fame to the ifl February 1784, taken fromjthe accounts of the late Refident 
at*us coim, for rlre month of January 1784, which were received ftiblequent to the formation 
of that efumate. 

2. The Honourable Board will obferve, that the balance clue from the Nabob, as fluted by 
tins eftimate, exceeds the amount at which it is Hated by the account current of the Nabob, 
formed by the late Reficleot at his court, by the fain of current rupees 12,02,120. 9, 4. ami 
will find every article of difference between the accounts of the Preikleo£y and thofe of the 
Lucknow ftation exhibited in the eftimate* To theft however it may be neceftf.vry for me to 
advert more fully thin was pradUcable in the formation of that eliimate, to enable tht Honourable 
Board to determine how far the articles of difference which it exhibits, ihoukl be either charged 
by the Accountant to that ftation to the Nabob’s debit, in the account current of the next 
month, or he wrote off from thole of the Prefidency. 

3. The amount of the firft article, current rupees 1,83,020. 14. 9. tmift, I conceive, be 
carried to the Nabob’s debit, as it arifes from the Refident’s having miltakingly carried to Ids 
credit current rupees 2,73,205. 3. 4, which he received back of the advances which he had 
made on account of the pay of the troops Rationed for the defence of the Nabob’s dominions 
fituared hevorid the line of guaranty; .which differing very materially from the a&ual expence of 
thofe troops, the Relident mould never have attempted to regulate the Nabob’s accounts with 
the Company on this account, by what was advanced by him to the paymafters, but by the 
actual, expence thereof, ai’ceirained to him by the officers of the Prefidency. 

4. The fecond article of current rupees 2,94,015. 6. 1, being the difference between the 
actual expence of Abdul Bhehma»i*$ Cawn’s Rduliah 1781-2 and itsellimated expence of 1782-3 
to the end of which they were paid up by Colonel Morgan, previous to their being permitted to 
return from Surat to Luck now, and the amount of fundry payments made by the Refident, on 
account of tins RifFallab, which he has not charged to the Nabob’s debit; and the. amount of 
thole fums with which he has charged the Nabob on this account, mult, I conceive, be Carried 
to the Nabob’s debit in the accounts of the Lucknow ftation, as being fo much which they 
include lefs rh.m what ought to have been included in them for this cxpence. I rmifl however 
older ve, that as the eftimated expenof of 1782-3 has been fubftituted in lieu of theadiuat expence, 
an adjuftmeht may hereafter be ncceflary, to bring to account the difference. Why the Refident 
fKotftd intake advances on this account, which he did not charge to the Nabob’s debit, is a 
matter for which I cannot account. 

5. The third article, of current rupees 76,792. 5. 8, which is the difference between wbat 
the Company have been charged on the account of the ftipend of the Nabob Saadut Ally and 
•doe meunt which the-Refident has ultimately permitted to remain at the Nabob’s deb t on th;9 
account, mult, I fhould conceive, he brought to account in the accounts of the Lucknow fta¬ 
tion, as fo much which the Refident has included therein left than what they ought to haveb^eii 
charged with, 

6. The fourth article, of current rupees 6,960 being the amount of two advances made by 
the Honourable the Governor General to his Vackeel Rajah Govindram, will no doubt be readily 
fulmitted as an omiffion which has efcaped the obfervation of the Refidcnt, and as fuch brought 
to account in the accounts of the ftation. 

7. How far the Honourable Board may be inclined to think it worth while to diredl the 
amount of the 5th article, being current rupees 134. 15. 4, now to be charged to the Nabob’s 
debit, in the accounts, of the Lucknow ftation, is a matter which I have but to point out to 
their notice. 

8. Had the Honourable Boarffs orders, of the 14th April 1783* been officially communicated 
to the Refident, 1 Ihould' conceive that the amount of the fixth article, being current rupees 
1.09,0 7, 13. i, would not at this time have been an article of difference between the accounts 
of the Lucknow Ration and thofe of the Prefidency; but as the former have not yet been made 
to contain this article, it fhould now have place in them. I mull however remark to the 
Honourable Hoard, that the Company’s bonds, which were granted to Mr. Frazer, in difeharge 
ot the Vizier’s bonds to him, hear an intcre: 1 of 8 per cent, from the 22d March 1783; that in 
cafe the Board fhould think that, as the Honourable Company are paying at the rate of intereft 
or* a-part of the Nabob’* debt to them, the ivrabcb fhould be charged with the fame, the Ac- 
con ntaftr of the Lucknow Ration may be apprized of their determination thereon, and a6l in 
conformity to it.

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On the 24th Tuly 17 >3, the Honourable Board was pleafed to refolve, «that the Vizier’ 8 
« 9 ' n t flmuld be debited for the atfual lofs proceeding from the deficiency between the amount 
« received and the fum credited the Nabob, at the ftandard bat-ta fixed by the table of affay.’ 
This order paffed upon two account fubjmitted tp them by thp A6Ung Accountant General, 
who exhibited in them the difference between the produce of fundry remittances made from 
T ncknow by the Refidents, in bills of exchange drawn upon bankers in Calcutta, and what 
would have been produced, had the fame fum of Fy.zabad tbSyn Sicca rupees as was charged 
in the ac ounts, been remitted in fpecie to Calcutta, and re-coined in the mint; but as it mould 
feem that fome part of this difference muft have ari.len from the Hoond.an which the Shroffs 
charced for the remittance, which is a circumfiance that feeins to have elcaped the attention of 
the Board, I think it incumbent upon me to offer this fuggeftion, which may poffibly induce 
the Honourable Boards in their ultimate determination upon this matter, to require a different 
entry to be made of it than what the prefent orders admit of. 


10 It appears from accompanying copy of an extrad of general orders by Colonel Charles 
Moreau, dated 1 2th December 1784, that the horfes which formerly belonged to the Hi regi¬ 
ment of cavalry, and which were the property of the Nabob Vizier, have been partly fold, and 
partly delivered to Abdul Rehman Cawn, who commanded the Candahar cava ry in the pay of 
the Nabob which were on fervice with the Bo,mb<\y detachment; but as the lateft account of 
any vet received from the paymafier of that detachment is that for the month of February 1783, 
in none of which is any fum acknowledged by the paymafier as received on this account, I am 
unable to (late what further credit Ihould be given to his Excellency on this head, as the liv¬ 
ability of afeertaining the number of horfes which were with that regiment on the 3d December 
1781 when the Nabob’s cavalry were taken into the Honourable Company’s fervice, prevented 
me from giving him the credit that was ordered to he given him by the Honourable Board cm 
the 24th of june 1782, for the horfes with this regiment, at the fame time that I gave him 
credit for thofe that belonged to the other two regiments. 1 here is, however, a fum of cur¬ 
rent rnpees, 9,750. 15. 4, which is the amount of the 8th article of difference hated in the 
accompanying account, which arif'es from the Refident’s not having given the Nabob that credit 
which the Military Paymafier General gave, for the amount at which the horles ot thofe regi¬ 
ments were valued, and the ftoppages that had been made from the pay ot the whole on the 
Nabob’s accounts, which was the fund from which his Excellency was to be reimburfed their 
original cofi; this fum, I Ihould conceive, ought to be carried to the Nabob’s credit m the ac¬ 
counts of the Lucknow ftation. 

11 I al fo beg leave to fuggeil to the Honourable Board the expediency of theii determining 
upon the addition which fhould he made to the prefent fubfidy for the two riff.labs of cavalry, 
one of which is to be fbtioned with the troops at Cawnpore, and the other with thofe at Futty 
Ghur, as the former mode of charging the exa& expence of any particular corps, which can 
feldom be afeertained to the prefent time, occafions the neceflity of fubfequent correcting entries, 
which may not always be clearly comprehended by the Nabob, and may occafion a diilaWsfacttbn, 
that would not occur in the payment of a definite fum. 

12. The Honourable Board having on 5th January refolved that they would exert their influ¬ 
ence with the Nabob Vizier for the payment of his bond to Mr. Frazer, tor Sicca rupees 
1,23,000, bearing an intereft of 12 per cent, from lft Shaborn. or 15th July 1782, and that the 
fame be included in the eftimate for the current year, I could with to know, whether it is their 
intention that this fum Ihould be carried to the Nabob’s debit in his account orient with the 
Honourable Company, and that Mr. Frazer fhould receive credit fpr that proportion of the 
amount which may be realized of the whole amount of the eftimate, which this article bears to 
the whole. 

12. On a fugged ion of the cirmmftance adverted to, as explanatory of the 9th article to the 
Accountant of the Lucknow ftation, the neceflity of the trifling correAion winch it will require, 
mull immediately ftrikehim. 

14. When I am made acquainted with the Honourable Board’s determination upon thefe 
points, I ftiali without delay prepare fuch inftru6tions as the Accountant at Lucknow wi ie~ 
quire for the execution of their orders thereon.

The tnimflersef the Vizier fuVc for fume time paft been diligently employed hi isolating the 
affairs of his government: III ii\ s bee t\ the 1 r g t<i nd objecl to retrei i cha 11 expence& wInch iuvepro- 
ceededfmm inattention or profufion, and to fuch etffobl aliments as are m cellary, either for the 
Support of his dignity, for the colfefHon of the revenues, or for preferring the peace c?f the ce*in~ 
try ; they have regulated the fevered departments of government^ by nuking fepar&te and dUtinOi, 
arrangemems foi-the coHedtion of the revenues, the eontroul of the houieholdexpences, the ad- 
r iT )iniliration of juffice, and the command m id payment of the forces: they are wow em- 

ployed in making the fettlcinents with the formers and ofecm of the revenue, for •tlte year which 
is fail approaching; when this kft work is ftm/hed, it will be in our power to fix the proportions 
of the Vizier’s reforcrees, which are to he applied to the eicpences of his -gov&mmeiU' and hftufe- 
hold, and to the payment of his debt to the Company. 

All the arrangements have been undertaken by the Vizier and his miniftm at my fuggeftion, but 
tihey have been pmlecuted ahrioft entirely without my participation—the necetTiry of them was 
obvious; and though the reduition of expences is in every ftate an arduous and uTigreeaMe talk, 
yet the Vizier and his minifters have proceeded in it "With a degree of alacrity which has exceeded 
my expe^ations. All that has been neeefTarj forme to do bar been to point out general plans, 
and to fopport the minifters’by my presence in carrying them into execution, but without inter¬ 
fering myfelf in the detail. The prochitftive feafons of the year being paff, there is little revenue 
now drawn from the provinces, except what fa collected from the Annuls fo.fettling their ac¬ 
counts. 

It will tot therefore be in my power to acid muck to the lift of fums received from the Vizier in 
liquidation of his debt, until the commencement of the new year, when the revenues arifmg from 
the Khurcif harveff will begin to come hi, 

Somtfixowers of rain have lately fallen, but the fesfem of cultivation is not efficiently nd vanned 
to enable me to form any preface regarding tlia future harveft. In the mean tinne, it is wnh the 
utmoft concern that 1 inform you, that thd e$|£fe of the extraordinary drought which has pre¬ 
vailed for two years pad; are now felt in a verv fevere degree in the upper part of Hindoftan* 
T hi & pro vines, although it liasfiltered lefs than thole which are ficus ted ft Elf more to the we/l- 
ward, lias already felt the fatal bdk&nee of the general calamity, both in the lofs of its population 
-and the diminution of its, revenue* 

It will he perhaps efficient to inform you that barley nnd rmkoot, which form the chief articles 
of the fuftenance of the lovveft inhabitants of this part of India, fell at prefent at the rate 01 15 
Van. IV. £k fters. 




fern, though in moderate feafons the average price of them is about a maund and a half the 
rupee; in the fame proportion wheat, and all the other kinds cf grain have rifen in their price. 

Under fuch circumftances, the Viziers minifters have thought it abfolutely neceffary to allow 
confiderable redu<ftions in the revenues of the prefent year; and for this I have been obliged to 
give my concurrence, although in fo doing I admitted a proportionable diminution of thofe i;e- 
iources from which the Company’s claims on his Excellency mult be realized : but as this dimi¬ 
nution is merely of a temporary nature, I flatter rayfelf it will not nfFedt the expe&ations which 
I have given you for the enfuing feafon. Indeed, if the feafon of the approaching rains fliould 
prove favourable, 1 allure you that they will be fulfilled. 

Tn the arrangements which are now taking place in the internal admmigration of the Vizier's 
dominions, 1 had equally in view the improvement of his finances, and the folidity and fecurity 
of his government; and, confidered in this laft point of view, their eftefts, though they may not 
be fo immediately apparent, will prove of the utmoft confequence to the permanency and tran¬ 
quility of cur own provinces; for while we are at peace with the powers of Europe, it is only in 
this quarter that your pofTeffions and the government of Bengal are vulnerable. 

Had this country continued in the ftate in-which I found it, fubjeft to a divided government, 
regulated by no fixed fyftem, and with its rulers and officers in a ftate of mutual diftraft, the 
ilighfeft fhock from a foreign hand, or even an accidental internal commotion, might have thrown 
the whole into confufion, and produced the moft fatal confequences—happily we have found time 
to remedy this evil. The province enjoys at prefent a ftate of complete repofe—I have no im¬ 
mediate apprehenfions of its being difturbed by the defigns of any of the neighbouring powers. 

I have the pleafure to inform you that, in confequence of permiffion which I obtained from 
the Board at Fort William, 1 lately lent from this place a remittance ot five lacks of Surat rupees 
to the Governor and Council of Bombay. This will prove a feafon able relief to their prefent 
exigencies, which by the lateft intelligence from thence feetn to have been very prefling. 

It will he a fatisfadlion to you, to know that the brigade at Cawnpore, the detachment com¬ 
manded by Colonel Sir John Cummings at Futtygur, and the military ftation at Chunar, are 
completely paid up to the prefent time. Idle long arrears alfo of the detachment lately arrived 
from Surat have been difeharged from this treafury. This has given effedf to the orders tor the 
reduction of that detachment, and to the extraordinary and heavy expence attending it. 

You will have obferved, from the records tranfmitted to you from Fort William, that feveral 
confultations have,.at times, been held on the fubjeft of differences which had taken place 
in the account current betwixt the Vizier and the Honourable Company, as it appeared in 
your General Books, and as it was ftated by the Vizier and the Refident. 

Many of thefe differences originated fome years ago, and they have gradually accumulated, 
till they at length amounted to a very confiderable fum. 

-An accurate flatement of the feveral articles, with full and clear expofitions, being drawn 
out by your Accountant General, was loon after my arrival here tranfmitted to me by the Gen¬ 
tlemen of the Council, with their own opinions and refolutions on each, and the obje£l has 
accordingly employed a confiderable fliare of my attention.* 

I have now the pleafure to inform you, that the Vizier and his minifters, on receiving a fatis- 
faftory explanat ion of each arti le, have agreed to a complete adjuftment; and to obviate the 
poftibility of further difputes, the Vizier and myfelf have agreed to affix our refps&ive fignatures 
to an account current brought up to the laft day of May; in which is inlerted, to the Vizier’s 
debt, the fum of rupees 19,00,441. 11. 5, being the amount of differences ftated by your 
Accomptnnt General, in conformity to the refolutions of the Board. The accounts ot the 
Vizier therefore now correfpond with your General Books, and I have given fuch inftrudlions 
to Mr. Womhvvell, the Accountant of this place, as will, I hope, prevent their ever differing 
materially again. • 

By adding this film to the balance formerly admitted by the Vizier, I have in faft fubftan- 
tiated a confiderable claim, which if left much longer in its former ftate might have only proved 
a caufe of difputes. At the fame time I think it j.eceflary to remark, that by thus increafing 
the Nabob’s balance, I have made a proportionate addition to the difficulty of the work which I 
am now engaged in, of fecuring the liquidation of his Excellency’s debt to you from the refources 
of the enfuing year.

Para. 27. The Governor General, in a letter dated the 21ft of April, advifed us that he had 
ordered two bills of exchange, for rupees 2,50,000 each, to be remitted to us, the one payable in 51 
days, and the other in 81 days after date* He informed us that they were in the part of the fum of 
thirteen lacks which Almafs Ally Cavvir'had agreed to pay to his mafter, in the prelent emergency, 
for the pur pole of aiding him, and relieving the Company, Thefe bills were drawn at the Ex¬ 
change of five and a half per cent$ and the Governor General acquainted us, that he meant to fix 
the exchange at that rate in future, exprefling at the fame time his aftoniJhmem at rhe former 
exchanges upon bills drawn from Lucknow, which were, at the time of Meflrs. Middleton and 
johnfon, from 19 to 20 per cent, and reduced by Mr, Briftow to 16 per cent. The Governor 
General alio recommended that the fum which he had remitted fhould be appropriated to the 
difeharge of the interest du£ on the Company’s bonds. By a report from the Accountant General 
we learnt that the amount then due on this account was current rupees 4*54,785. H* £• 

28. In a letter under date the 22d of April, the Governor General acquainted us that he had 
permitted the Paymafter to appropriate the fum of rupees 2,20,000 to the difeharge of arrears due 
to the troops at Chunar; and requelled our authority for the difpofal of the cafh in the treafury 
at Lucknow. 

73. The Governor General transmitted to us, under date the 14th of June, thecircumftances 
of a claim which his Excellency the Vizier had on Jemael Beg, late Aumil of Illahabad, who 
had come down with Mr. Briftow to Calcutta. We communicated them to Jemael Beg, and 
required his reply* 

76. Your Accountant at Lucknow has informed us, under date the 5th June, that the Vizier’s 
minifters had confented to the accounts between his Excellency and the Company, as ftated by 
the Accountant General, and communicated to your Honourable Court on the 15th March,

fufpicfofts of his difaffedlioo well-founded; after the meafures which have beep adopted, I enter¬ 
tain J imle apprehsnifon of any immediate bad conferences. Indeed 1 never conceived that Ahnafs 
Vol, IV, P P Ally 
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Ally Cawri would ralhly make an attack upon either CawnpOre or Futty Ghur> while the troops 
ft thole ftations were collefted in force. But the fulp.cious condurt of this Aum. rendered « a 
mealure of abfolute neceffity to reinforce the weak guard at Cawnpore as well for the prote&ion 
of ti e magazine, artillery, he. as to enable Colonel Sir John Gumming to aft with v.gour, and 
without dfviding his ford Should Almafs Ally Cawn withdraw hi* alleg.ance, and, as was the 
cafe hft year only, recall hisNaibs from the diftri&s under his charge, leaving the country in a 
ftate of anarchy, y he could not, in my opinion, make any fluid agamft the Company s forces now 
in the Doab: but were he to quit the Vizier’s dominions, it would, in the event, be necelfuy to 
have a confiderable body of troops on the fpot, to prelerve thepeace of the countries he mig t 
evacuate, and to eftablifh the authority of the new Annuls: Thele are additional reaons for 
ftrengthening the Cawnpore ftation. I mull beg leave to recommend to .your confutation the 
probable good effc£t that your fpeedy arrival at that place would produce.

As I have ftrong reafonsto doubt the loyalty of Almafs Ally Cawn, I am very apprehenfive 
that he may feize the opportunity which the departure of the brigade from Cawnpore prelents to 
him of throwing off his allegiance, and poffibly make fome attempt to poffefs hirofslf ot the artil- 
lcry’and ftores left at that ftation. I therefore requeft you will favour me with your opinion, 
whether vou think the force now left at Cawnpore, under the command ol Major Dunn, ism in¬ 
dent to enable that officer, fliould Almafs adtually harbour any luch defign, to defend lnmielt 
till reinforcements may arrive from the ftations of Lucknow, Kyrabad, and Salonc, or from Co¬ 
lonel Sir John Cumming’s detachment? And, fuppofing Almafs might bring with him to the 
attack, as I believe he readily might, a body of troops, artillery, he. agreeable to the mclo.ed 
ftatement, if you are of opinion that Major Dunn’s force is infufficient: 1 am further to requeft 
vou will diredl fuch an augmentation to be made to it from your brigade, as may effectually e- 
cure him againft any hoftile attempt from the quarter above-mentioned till the arrival ot Colonel

I fliould have addrefled you earlier on thisfubjeft, but it was only to-day the intelligence reached 
me; from which I am led particularly to think the defection of Almafs probable. I hope, indeed, 
thebeft; but it is neverthelefs in common prudence neceflary to guard againft every pollible 
contingency, at the fame time that the appearance of fufpicion or diftrult on the part ot go¬ 
vernment with refpetf: to his good faith, might tend to confirm Almafs in his evil defigns, and 
accelerate a meafure which is at prefent perhaps only in contemplation. I daie ay you \vi 
agree with me in opinion, that in recommending the utmoft vigilance to the commanding ottveer 
at Cawnpore, he. it is highly proper the motives inducing thele precautions Ihould be kept as 
fecret as pollible.

I have had the honour to receive your letter of the iBtli inftant* 

In obedience to your commands, T beg leave to inform you, that fence the period of MnDaviA 
AnderiWs letters to Mr, Rriilow of the 29th of Oftober and 12th of November, no mm have 
-come to my knowledge tending to corroborate the fufpicion mentioned in them of the $siftcnce 
of any improper correspondence betwixt Alraafs Ally Cawnrmd Mabrijce bindia, or Cheyt Sing; 
and that us far ns I am enabled to form a judgment from circiunflances that have .fallen under my 
'obtervation in this camp, l ath -of opinion, that no improper condpondence or iirtugue was 
maintained direaiy or indire% by Malujee Sindb. with Almais Ally Own, in or about the 
month of December laft. Permit me to lay before you feme cirr.umftances, which having taken 
place at that period, will explain to y >u the grounds on which 1 have hem led to harm phis opi- 
■nron. 


Early in the month of December hi ft I received private intelligence from Cawrrpore and Luck- 
now, intimating a ftrong itifjncion th-tt AJrnafs was then currying on feme dangerous intrigue 
with Mahujee Sfifdia, and that he intended fpeedily to quit the Vi/hefa dominions, mi feck pro¬ 
tection from him. f rom other fources of information, I had a; the fame time reafon to believe 
that this intelligence, and chiefly the latter part of it, had gained a very general belief among ft 
nbe natives of the Vizier*s dominions. But as no rumours or reports of this nature prevailed in 
this camp, and as my information was merely private, I did not think I had futficifcnt grounds 
to warrant iny faking any public notice of it. 1 confined myfelf therefore to ieveral private 
enquiries, and the reiultof thefe tended to confirm me in a belie! that there was no juft foundation 
for the opinion of any improper connexion or intrigue at that time fubfifting between Mabaiee 
You IV, * S1 ~ SsndU 
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Sintlia and Almafs. I afterwards, however, received a letter from Mr. Briftow, which is it 
marked his belief in the intelligence I had received, feemed to require that I fliould lofc no time 
in obtaining inch an explanation on this fubje£t as might one way or other remove all doubts 
with refpedt to it. Accordingly I reprefented this matter to Mahajee Sindia, through his mini- 
fter Bow Buckley, and the anfwer I obtained was fuch as to confirm me in the opinion I had be¬ 
fore entertained, I beg leave to refer you, for a knowledge of particulars, to the ext rads of Mr. 
Briftow’s letter, and my reply, which 1 have herewith the honour to tratiiihlt to you.

EXTRACT from Mr. Bri flow's Letter, dated 10th January, 1784. 

Sir, 

j have been favoured with your letters of the 25th November, and acth ultimo, and 3d in- 
flant. Confidering the fubjedl of the latter as a matter of much importance, I fhall communicate 
its contents to the Honourable Board; and when I receive their commands, will addrefs the V i- 
xier in conformity. I have informed the a ding minifter that the number of 50,000 Mahrattas 
.-will vifit Ellahabad this year, and requefted he fhould furnifh me with his opinion on the moft 
eligible means of preventing undue exactions, and alfb obviate commotions natural on the affem- 
hling of fo numerous a body. 

Other circumftances induce my caution; fuch as, the great power of Almafs, the reputed ac¬ 
counts of his connexion with Sindia, confirmed by the intelligence formerly conveyed to me by 
Mr. David Anderfon, of meffengers continually paffing between them through Oheyte Sing; 
and by letters I have intercepted, it is certain Alinafs has withdrawn his family and effects from 
Lucknow, and that ZimeUIabdeen, one of his principal Naibs, has fecured a retreat at Colpey 
for his family. 

You will oblige me with your fentiments on tliefe matters, and a communication of fuch facts 
as may have come to your knowledge. 


-EXTRACT front Lieut. James Ar.derfon’sLetter, dated January 18th, 178/. 

Sir, 

I have had the honour to receive your letter of the 10th inftant; although I am no Granger to 
the public reports which have fo generally prevailed of late concerning Almals’s intention of 
quitting the Vizier’s dominions, and looking refuge in this camp, yet the whole tenor of SinJia’s 
conduct in his political connexion with the Engiifh, having been fuch as to warrant the moft 
perfeil confidence in his good faith, I have never fuppofed that he would yield him protection, in 
virtual breach of a fpecific article of the treaty. The circumftances, however, mentioned in 
your letter, without fhaking my confidence in Mahajee Sindia, were; I conceived, fufficient 
grounds for my taking iome fteps to remove appearances of fo pernicious a tendency, 1 hinted, 
therefore, privately to Bow Buckley, the imiveffal prevalence of thefe reports ; and though 1 al¬ 
lured him, from a thorough conviction of the liability of Stndia’s friendfhip, 1 had never i offered 
them to make any impraflion on me, yet I lhggeUed to him the propriety of giving me fome al- 
furances to prevent the had effe&s of the general belief. Bow Buck fey gave me the ftrortgeft af- 
furanees that Sindia had never offered him protection, and moll affarediy would not afford it to 
kirn in Violation cf his friend/hip to the Engiifh. and their ally the Viiier, in cafe he fhould at- 
tijnpt to. come here. Thefe a durances he lias fince repeated to me in the name of Sindia, adding, 
-that it was Sindfa’S intention to write immediately to Gungadcr Baba, prohibiting him to receive 
Almafs or his family under hi* prote&ion.

The Accountant at Lucknow has tranfrmttod to us the accounts between the Vizier and the 
Company, adjufted to the 31ft of May ; we fent them to the Accountant General, and defired 
him to deliver his report on thorny he has done fo in confluence, nnd we have the honour to 
endofe a copy of it* We beg leave to fubmit to you what the Accountant General fuggeils m 
it, with refpeft to charging to the V izier’s debit the expcnce of the two RuHalahs of cavalry 
Which returned With the Bombay detachment, and are now Rationed atCawnpore and Futtyghur, 
and to requeft, that when you have agreed With the Nabob upc.n tlic monthly fum at which \ is 
Excellency fliould be charged for ihele troops, from the cinie they erbfied the Jumna, you will

A refolution having been paffed by Government, on the 24th June 1782, that his Excellency 
the Vizier fliould receive credit for half the original coft of the horfes belonging to the regiments 
of cavalry, which Wf're formerly Rationed in his dominions, beyond the line of guarantee, but 
were lately returned within the provinces, we have agreed to credit the Vizier at the fame rate 
for *524 horfes belonging 10 the Ut regiment of cavalry, detached on the fervice to the wefl of 
India, fuppofrng, from the accounts of the Pay matter to I he late Bombay detachment, that the 
regiment confined of that number when it was lent on fcrvicc; and we requeft that you will do 
us the honour of acquainting his Excellency the Vizier with this intention, and giving the uecd- 
fury directions on this fubjeft to the Accountant at Lucknow. 

We beg leave to fubtnit to you, whether it would not be proper to alter the directions which 
you have given to Mr* Womb well, to ad juft and fettle his accounts at the end of every month, 
with the aSUng miniftef of the Vizier, and to interchange them under their refpefilive teals and 
fignatures, by ordering that fuch interchange ihould not be final* until the accounts have been 
examined and reported on by the Accountant General at the Prefidency, to whom they are tranf- 
mitted monthly, and received the approbation of the Board; ns fuch examination am! approval 
may have the good effect of correcting any errors that tuny accidentally be committed in the 
accounts, and prevent references to Government, on occafions which may be difputed by the 
Vizier’s ndnitter, after the accounts have been interchanged, in fo formal a manner as is in¬ 
tended between him and the Accountant at Lucknow*

under date the 2 Cth ultimo, we have called upon Colonel Morgan for his information in refpedf 
to the defigri of Atmajfs Ally Cawn, by Bating to him the fame quettion that you have Bated to

Read the following letter from Colonel James Morgan. 

Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 

I am now honoured, by your letter of the 13th current, and in reply to it I beg leave to refer 
you to my letter of the 16th December laft, addreffed to your Honourable Board, on the fubjefl 
©t Almafs Ally Cawn, and to my letter to Mr. Brifiow, copy of which was enclofed to you in 
my letter above-mentioned; and I beg leave to refer you likewife to a letter of the fame dare, 
which I fent to the commander in chief relating to the fame fubjefl, and which, as he informed 
•me, was laid before you. 

As my fentiments regarding Almafs’s difpolition and intentions are contained and exprefied 
fully in the above-cited letters, 1 have nothing to add now upon the fubjefl. 

But permit me to obferve to your Honourable Board, that had I entertained the flighted: fufpi- 
cions of Almafs’s being difaffefled, or having Gniller defigns, 1 fliould not have left any thing to 
•chance, but fliould have remained at Cawnpore till the third brigade arrived there.

1. As the Honourable Board feemed unable to reconcile the propriety or neceflity of the 
•queflion which on the 13th inftant 1 had the honour to propofe to them, with the annotation which 
the Accomptant at Lucknow has fubfixed to the Vizier’s monthly account current, in obedience 
to the 3d article of the inftrpfliotis, which on the 9th March lafl I recommended fliould be tranf- 
mitted to him, it becomes neceifary for me to explain thofe circumfiances which have been fince 
made known tome, which rendered that deviation from the original propofition which I made to 
the Board on this fubjefl, which may - 'e ohferved on comparing the queftion fubinitted to them 
on the 13th inftant, with the inftrufloiiis tranfmitted to the Accomptaut at Lucknow. 

2. Colonel Charles Morgan having, in his general orders of the 13 th December 1782, of which 
a copy accompanied my letter to the Board of the 24th February 1784, intimated that theCanda- 
har chief, Abdul Rehman Cawn, was permitted to draught fuch horfes as he might require for the 
fervice of the coi>'under his command, after the Reffallahs were compleated it the rate allowed 
by the Nabob Vizier, of 250 rupees for each horfe. I therefore concluded, that as there had not 
been any credit given by the Paymafterto the Bombay detachment for the fale of thofe horfes, in 
any account which 1 had then received from him, that it might have been intended by Colonel 
Morgan to have been paffed in account with the Vizier; in which cafe it is obvious, that afuit- 
able deduction would have been requifite from the whole amount of the credit due io his Excel¬ 
lency for the horfes taken from him with the Bombay detachment, for what would have been in 
fafl virtually returned to him; but having received from the military Paymaster General a copy of 
a letter which had been written to him on this fubjefl by Mr. Bayard, almoft immediately after 
his return to Calcutta, which proving that the horfes taken by the Candahars had not been 
draughted by them in the manner preferibed by Colonel Morgan’s orders of the 13th December 
1782, but that 151 of them had been purebafed by thefe at public outcry, to the amount of fo- 
naut rupees 21,155, with which the Paymarter had charged himfelf in his account for the month 
of Augoft 83 (but lately received). I therefore concluded, that if any credit was to be given to 
Ins Excellency for the horfes- taken, with the Bombay detachment, it fhould be for the whole 
amount ot tlie Yahie of thefe £ and as I was not poflefled of any Ipecific order or dire£fcions from the

'T^onoimVle - Board* which could enable me to appreciate thefe, I retpeftod to know whether l 
might extend the rule adopted by them on the 24th June 17821 for valuing the hordes with the 
2d and 3d regiments of cavalry, when thefe were withdrawn from his iervicc, to thofe w ith the jfe f 
when the latter were taken with the Bombay detachment* 

3. I tniit that this explanation will obviate any incongruity which may appear between the fpirit 
■of the queftion lubmitted by me to the Board on the 13th inllant, and the obedience which has 
sheen -paid to the 3d article of the inforu&bms which were, in.conlequence ai my jecoimueaidauon, 
>tnmfmitied to the Accomptant at Lucknow, 

4. In ray letter to the Board of the ift April, I faggefted the apprehonfiops which I then enter- 
tai Lied ol not being able to obtain any prqcifc or accurate information refpecbng the number of 
yhe.L horle, for which his Excellency fhould be credited ; and although the military fe reury, in 
obedience to the Honourable Board's order, iubniiqml to me many of the monthly returns that had 
been. tnmfmkted by .the officers, commanding. the detachment, and the a fit mg AdjptaKLt General 
furnifhed.ni w ith umextrafit from others, 1 perceived fo many contradiiS^ns between the number? 
ala ted by fomr of thefe, and thole which, from a companion of the eafualties and new pure!infos 
made, it fhould deem that they ought to liave Rated, that I was neceffitated to infer, that the 
number for which his Excellency ibemId have credit, might Ik hated agreeably to what was charged 
for, as the pay of t hefe with the detachment, in the lirit month after its departure from the Owde 
province; and although I cannot conceive that the military Pay mailer General, who will have 
to ndjuii the account of thefe hprfes on the books of bis department, will not sffeffc th.s with the

2* On tfiis day our Secretary laid before ns a letter 'which he had received from the Accctmpfc- 
nnt at Lucknow, with fun dry accounts, by which it appeared that his Excellency the Vizier 
was indebted to die Company, on the 3 tft of May, in the fum of fy zabad 16 fun iicca rupees 
52,43,89 u 6. 

4. A letter is recorded from the Aecomptnnt Generat, hi which he delivers his report upon 
the accounts received from Lucknow—it attends you a number in this difputch* We have alfo 
the honour to enclofe a copy of a letter iv hie h we received from the Governor General under date 
the 20th June, in refpetft to thefe accounts; and a copy of our reply to it* The Governor Ge¬ 
neral informed ns, under the I a me date, that he had inquired into the charges preferred by Mr,

J\_EAD the following letter from the Honourable the Governor General. 

Lucknow, 13th Auguft 1784. 

To Edward Wilder, Elquire, &c. Council, Fort William. 

Gentlemen, . . , 

I have had the honour to receive your letter of the i3thUlt", accompanying a report from ths 

Accountant General. 

I have communicated to the Nabob Vizier the method propofed by the Accountant General 
for fettling the amount to be brought to his credit on account of the horfes withdrawn from the 
temporary brigade, and fent on fervice with the late Bombay detachment, aftd 1 have directed the 
Accountant at this ftation to conform to it, in adjufting the account betwixt the Honourable 
Company and the Vizier for the prefent month. 

It appears, from a letter which I have received from the Nabob Vizier in anfwer to the one 
which 1 wrote to him by the late Refident of your defire of keeping tip the two RofiaUahs ot 
cavalry, lately returned from the Weft of India, at the ftations of Cawnpore and P utty Ghur, 
and consequently that his approbation of the matter was neither afked nor obtained; under tbefe 
circum fiances, Gentlemen. I feel a reludance in propofing to the Vi/.ier to admit the charge of 
thefeRcflallahs in his accounts. The expencewith which his Excellency is already charged has 
accumulated to fo large a i'um, that it is only from the greateft and moll hearty exertions ot his 
rainifters that I expea it can poffibly be liquidated Within the term which has been preferred. 
In faa the refources of this count ry are inadequate even to the incumbrance which is now upon 
them—to increafe it by charging liis Excellency with the expence of two additional corps, which 
were never required or coniemted to, and which we- ourfelves muft he fenfible are not neceflary 
for the protection of his dominions, would in my opinion be equally inconfiftent with policy and 
•in ft ice. By increafing the difficulties we may leflen the seal ot his mini tiers; by advancing 
claims which at heft are liable to difpute, we may prejudice the reccvery of thofe to which our 
rirdit has been admitted; and by overtraining our exactions from this country, we may reduce 
it"to a hate of povertv, and render its dependence on us a burthen, inflead of a fource of relief to 
the Company. If this claim is to be made, it mull be on the plea of conveniency to the Company 
alone, and nor on the grounds of any treaty, or even of mutual expediency, or even ofeuftfim. 
And if this plea ihould be admitted, what fecurity will tire Vizier pofiets againft the extenfion of 
luch uncertain claims I—he may apprehend that at a future period we may find it equally Con¬ 
venient to charge him with the expence of an additional brigade, or of our whole military 
eftablifhment. 

I think it necefliry to explain to yon, Gentlemen, that the method which I have directed Mr, 
Womb well to adopt, in adjufting the accounts betwixt the Company and the Nabob Vizier, 
ar the end of every month, is not intended to preclude any corre&ions which may afterwards he 
made by the Board, or the Accountant General at Calcutta ; it is intended to be an adjuftment 
only with the Accountant at this ftation, in order that the Vizier and his miniftcrs may know 
from time to time, fofar as depends on him, the ft ate of their account with the Company; the 
neceffity of this meafure cannot be more ftrcmgly pointed out than by referring youi attention to 
the irregularity fo ftronglv exemplified in the ftate in which I found the accounts at the time ot 
my arrival, when the Vizier knowing that about 33 lacks had been colle&ed by the late Rehdent 
during the fix months preceding his recall, imagined that fo much ftmuld have been brought to 
his credit with the Company, but on enquiry found that only 19 lacks had been mferted in his 
accounts.

Having accompli filed, to my own :fatisfat9ion, the obje&s for which J wfited this 'c&ptal by 
your authority, I fhaH depart from lienee on my return to-morrow; of which intention 1 judge 
U proper to give you this notice, and with thefirfl leifure that 1 may have after my departure, 
wnltranfiiiit to you a detail of the arrangements which have been adopted for the fecumy and ?e~ 
gular difeharge of the V-izrerY debt to the Company*

Gentlemen, 

1 avail myielf of the.'firft leifure which has been afforded me fince my departure from Luck- 
now, to advife yoE’of the progrefs and cldfe of my proceedmgs^t tfaatf capital, and'rhe fiatc of 
( your claims on the.Nabob Vizier* 

You will he pleafed-.to recdlk-ct, that on the 2 jih December laft the Board agreed to the y: 4 - 
■-Ktrovalruf Mr* Briftow, and to the fufpenilou of his office, upon the exprefs conditions that -the 
Nabob Vizier would engage to di(charge the whole amount of his arrears and glowing debt to the 
Company in the courfe of that and the enlbing Fuflullee year, ending on the 20th Aviguft 1785; 
that lie would produce the fecurity of creditable fhroffs for the fame; and -that J would bear the 
whole rdponfibrlity for the retfiendtnof the meafiare* That thefe conditions having been per¬ 
formed, and the Nabob having further fa] idled the aid erf my prefence at Lucknow, forth;: con¬ 
firmation of his authority, and for the conftruction of .fuch arrangements as might he neceilary 
to enfure the complete execution of his engagements, I, with the authority of the Board, departed 
from ftetjBrelidenoy on the 1,7th of February, and arrived ac Lucknow on the 27th of the month 
enfuiitg. * 

I fotmd’the feafon of collect ion already paft, mi a long interval upproiching of total mention: 
This was a circumftance which Hhouid have much regretted, had I fought only to gat si an often- 
fihlecredit from the inftnnt acquisition df large payments on my fir ft outfst* But inv obje£K 
were of a more permanent kind, and, if hinny be allowed to apply fuch a term to a£b re derive 
on my-own-credit, of h more liberal principle, Thofe objects were threefold; firft, to obtain the 
.complete dilchargle of the arrears and growing debt of tile Nabob V izier to the Company, within 
the ft 1 pointed.period of the enfiring year; fecondly, to affift hi putting his finances in fuch t Hater 
art'flUonld enable him, with eafe, to acquit Kimfelf'cs# the fixed monthly engagements as they be- 
^came.flue, and to poifefs a fu'fficiency in referve for the neceflhry claims of his own admimftratiori ; 
and the third, and not leaft efiential to the interefh and honour of our Government, to fix him 
dn the independent poflfeffioil of his own dominion, by precluding, as the conference of thetwc# 
former, every plea for the excrcife of a double authority in the interference at a Bdtifh agent, 

Upon the fame principle I applied the fums which the I a ft fcauty payments of the caHetlioi 1 y, 
aniLtl# voluntary contribution of Alma ft Ally Cawn, enabled the jutting minifter to pay into 
our rreafury at r Luc know, to Thexfifchaige of the heavy arrears due, and running on, with the 
hazard oLthe moil: IfcentioBS-coiifeqnences to the'brigade, and other divifidns of the army fta- 
tteuftd wthin fhefe, provinces, m remittances to Bombay, made with your expmfs concurrent 
rand in official 4ifburfemem$, not. unaware of the diftreiles which the cemmereeof the Prefidcncy 
Juftained from the (cardly of entrant Specie, nor of the eclat which I might have per {on ally de¬ 
rived from a trantporctioivdf the whole or a large portion of the amount in treafiire to Calcutta* 
I fhonlti have fuppfeffed this intiamtion* which foreign from the immediate purpofe of rhis let¬ 
ter, ’had it not mett privately fuggeftetl to me, that 1 lad difappointed the popular expectation by 
not adopting the policy whidh 1 had, on the conception of better grounds, rejedtecL 

The points which foliated my ead Left attention, were the formation of the fettlfcment of the 
approaching year* mi' the retrenchment of expences* The latter, a work in Itfelfof great deli¬ 
cacy and obftntcbonyd^penifd efientially on the former j susd that on contingencies which impofed 
t on

on me the mortification of Suffering a long and indents term to pafs in fufpenre and ina&ion, 
before it could poflibly be undertaken. The public revenue had declined, with the failure of the 
cultivation, in three iucceflive years, and all the ilores of grain which the providence of the 
lu dh arid men had, as lam informed it is their cuflom, in defiance of the vigilance of their Aumils, 
clandeftinely reserved for their own ufe, were of courfe exhaufted; and another year of dearth) 
which the habit of repeated disappointment had taught the people to expe£t, would have proved no 
Jeis fatal to the population than to the aftual col legions, in this flats of apprehenfion no man of 
credit would accept of a charge of the colleflions on pofitive engagement. It was therefore ne- 
ceiTary to wait the commencement of the feafon in which the rains ufually fall, before afiy fteps 
could be taken in the enfuing Settlement—nor was it till the 10th of July that the rain hegau to 
fall# 1 10m that d■ i 1 e to {he dole ot the lafl month, it has been aimed iiiceflant, and the expec- 
tationsofall men are railed to the production of a more abundant harveft than any that has been 
known in the courfe of many paft years. The minifler, aided by this providential hi effing, has 
concluded a Settlement with men whom he has reported to me to have been felefted from Superior 
knowledge and refpinfihility, and whom 1 believe generally to merit his report of them, for a 
period ot five and Some ot fix years, on an encreafing Jumma, viz.

The enclosure, No. 1, contains an eftimate, taken at a large allowance, of the whole of theNa- 
hoh’s debt for theyetir 1192; and, No. 2, the provision made and agreed for the complete dis¬ 
charge of it by monthly kifibundy or inflalments. 


Though it is unncceffitry to enter Into a detail of my tranfaflions, fince thefe have no other re¬ 
lation to the interells of the Company than in their final effect, yet there is one condition of the 
Settlement <>t which you ought,'to be apprized, as it eflenttally connects the confirmation of the 
fett lenient i tie It with the ititerefls of the Company '— 1 he Aumils demanded that a clauSe Should 
he inferred in their engagements, thatthey werero be in full force for the complete term of their 
leaf*, provided that no foreign authority was exercil'ed over them; or, in other words, that their 
engagements were to ceafe whenever they Should be interrupted in their functions by the interfe¬ 
rence of an hngti 111 agent. T his requisition was officially notified to me by tlie ailing minifler, 
and referred to me in form by the Nabob Vizier for my previous con lent to it; 1 encouraged it, 
and I gave my .pfifeiit to it. for the partietdars of this tranfadlion I refer you to my correspondence 

with the Nabob Vizier upon the Hi hjedt in the enciolure, No. 3. 


The account, No. 4, comprifes tlie Slate of the Nabob Vizier's debt at the clofe of the lafl 
year, and completes the information which I have profefl'ed to communicate of the Slate of this 
concern. From this account you will obferve that the Vizier has fulfilled his engagement down 
to the time of my departure from Lucknow ; and .that the balance due from him to the Company, 
which at the end of January lafl flood, in the books of the Accountant General of Fort William, 
at current rupees 72,95,656. 4. 7, was reduced, at the end of Auguft, to Sn ^38,44,930. 9, in¬ 
cluding the (um of S>Ri 19,00,44 [ » 1 1 ■ 5 j charged to the Nabob’s debit, in conformity to the 
books of the Accountant General. 


In the eflimare, No. 1, I have ftrnck out the charge of the detachment commanded by Colonel 
Sir John Cummings, from the ill January 1785, the Nabob having a lecond time remonftrated 
again A ,ts confiiumree, both as being unneceffiiry, and a burthen which the impoverished ftate of 
his revenue could not bear, and therefore required that it Should be wholly withdrawn; I have for 
thefe reaSons given my client ro it, and have left a written order to that eiflfl in tlie hands of Major 
Palmer, to be transmitted to Colonel Cummings as foon as an adequate force Shall have been pro¬ 
vided for the defence of that frontier by detachments from the Nabob's own battalions. The re¬ 
lief, whenever it lakes place, may lead to a Saving in our ownexpences, by the further reduction 
of the army ; for I mull revert on this oceafion to the opinion which I have had occafion more 
than once before to declare, that the Company will gain nothing by the continuance of the de¬ 
tachment at the Nabob’s charge, in its prefent ihtion, fince lie has not the means of defraying it; 
and whether it remains on account of the G njpany, or be continued to Swell the Nabob’s with 
an accumulating debt which he cannot pay, its eftedls on the Company’s funds will prove tire 
Hie e, while it holds out a deception to the public, and furnifhes a plea for the future usurpation 
of the Sovereignty of the country, and the private embezzlement of its treasures. 

Tn the other difbuvSements of the Nabob Vizier, both perfonal and public, considerable Savings 
Fare been made: but thefe would have proved insufficient to fulfil the Nabob’s engagements, with¬ 
out

out other expedients. The Eeguror, and the Nabob Sala Jung, to whom their jaghesrs have been 
reftored, conformably to the Company's orders, pxjAjaort io to the inclinations or the Nabob VL 
fcier, (who went to Fyzabad for the express" purpof^oT making a refpe&fujt tender of them in per- 
fon to the Begums) have made a voluntary conceffion of a large, portion of their refpe&ive ftiares ; 
and the Nabob Saadut Ally Cawn has been required to fubmit, but 1 will not lay voluntarily, to 
r tax of one lack of his allotted income, not fo much for the mcreafe which fo fmall a fum woviltl 
make to the public treafury, as to preclude the juft caufe of offence which might have been taken 
at his being partially exempted. The miniftets-have in iijjte manner contributed their fiiaraof 
relief, by the refigniition of three-fourths of their ruilbom or commiffion of office. The like 
cqnceffion was made by them in the adjnftment of the Jaft year's accounts, to the amount of jjm 
■vert lacks, deduced from the full fum of their commiffion, which was 9,98,510 topees. In both 
irtfiances the faerifice was entirely Ipontaneous, and even unlblicited. The difference which yet 
remained to complete the payments of the year, has been provided for by an accommodation 
with the (hr offs, and may be considered as an anticipation of the next year’s income, width, if 
die fyftem which has been thus far happily eftabliflied remains unmolefted, it wiUeaftly bear, 

l have a fingulat pleafure.h addibg,, that I have recei ved the ftvongeft aflu ranees from the Nv- 
bob himielf of his determination to abide by the late arrangement; and have equal ground to 
expert every degree of fupport which can he given to it by the influence of the frrit characters of 
his family, who are all warmly andzealoully iaterefted in the event of it* 

To conclude; I have thus far attained the objefb of my miffion, and provided, in the means 
and courfe of one year, for the complete dijehargeof a debt which has been the accumulation of 
many, notwithllanding the difficulties which I have bad to funftdimt, in the lading effects off the 
failure pi the natural rains in the three preceding years, and IrtftiU worfe, f&ta a caufe which 
treated a total fufpenfion of all the fprjngs of Government during the courfe of the laft- 

I referve my final report, and other obfervations upon it, to the period of my departure from 
this place. 

lltave already advifed you of my departure from Lucknow on the ayth ultimo. The Nafcot» 
Vizier accompanied me fome ft ages of mv journey by land, and was with difficulty diffuaded from 
proceeding with me to Benaris, having provided boats for lus conveyance. The Prince h here, 
and will, I fear, prove a caufe of my detention beyond the term required by the fettlement of this 
province, which you have been pleated to cutnift to m'y charge, and of -which little remains to 
complete it; nor will this delay be wholly unferviceable to my late tranfa£fcions at Lucknow, as 
I am hill near enough to attend to the fifft effeds of their execution, and to interpofe my influ¬ 
ence for tlue removal of any obftruftibns to which they are or may be liable; hut I do not appre¬ 
hend that my ft ay will exceed the middle of next month.

Ufual introduction. 

The former circumftances of my lofs of authority, the power of the FngliJli gentlemen over 
the Aumils of my government, the derangement of my country, and the diforders which on thefe 
accounts had pervaded the whole of my affairs, have been fully evident. No one had an oppor¬ 
tunity of regulating my country, and my officers endured various injuries and falfe accufations f 
under con ft ant dread for their honour. You have now, from your bounty and kindnefs, reftored 
to me my authority oyer my country, and in this fhort period of time the eafe and fecurity of the 
public and the Aumils, and the order which has taken place in my country, are fully evident; 
you have you rfelf beheld, and from your own bounty, everyone pafling his time in honour, re¬ 
putation, and fat Is faction, each day as a feftival, and each night as a rejoicing. The revenues 
Iiave been paid with that exadtnefs, that not an inftant of delay has occurred. Now that a plan of 
fettlement for the country, and the arrangement of affairs for five years, has taken place, the 
Aumils, from remembrance of former injuries, requeft from me fatistaffery affurances; obferv- 
ing, that if there fhallbe no interference of the gentlemen, and the authority and power of the

SirLar remain iijted, t!v?y will with fatisfa^fciori of mlnJ engage in the bufiuefs of the Slrkar, the 
nrrangememofthe country, and making good the revenues of government; hut if, as formerly, 
they foal! he troubled by the interference of gentlemen, the conduct of affairs and arrangement of 
the country cannot be effected by them; accordingly I have fenr you a copy of the requeft written 
by all the Aumffs, and the affuranees of latisfa&ion they demand from me—it will arrive cnclofed 
in this letter. Order in my affairsJias, by the-divine blefSng and your khubids, taken place, 
and I hope in future forlIter favours from you* 1 am every way ready to pay the money of the 
Company in t he manner which has been fettled: By God’s help it Hull he paid, and no deviation 
occur* For the Qdsfa£lion of the Aumiis, 1 will do as you friaydireiSE You will from your 
!,mdnef$ have in view, that if any ufurpation of my authority fhail happen, the plan which has 
in your own prefence been dlablifhed for the regulation of my country will be ruined, and the 
Aumik will one and all retire from employment. In fuch a cafe I iluli be helplefs, and mult 
come with my family to Calcutta.

OUR fecretary’s letter, of the 26th of Auguft, covering the copy of one from the Honour¬ 
able the Governor General, directs me to acquaint you u why 1 did not intimate £0 the Vizier 
€C your wifii that the two Roflajlahs of cavalry, which returned with the detachment from the 
* c Weft of India, might be kept up at the ft at ions of Cawnpore and Futty Chur.” 

I have the honour to inform you, that no wilh or refolution of your Honourable Board to the 
above effedt was ever communicated to me. As I was apprehenfive that your commands on 
this fubjedt might by fome accident have mifearried, I applied to your fecretaries MefTrs. Bruere 
and Hay, by whom I am informed that they had no order to communicate any fuch refolution 
to me, and that it paffed fubfequeut to my recall*

To Edward Wheler, E%. &c. Council, Fort William. 

Gentlemen, 

Whilft I was employed hi fettling fhe accounts betwixt the Company and the Vizier, one 
circumftance efcaped my attention which I think worthy of confideratiqnI mepn the hardship 
which the Vizier fuftaim from the army fubfidy being kept up as its originalrfte, although the 
number of troops employed by us for the defence of his dominions has been greatly reduced-— 
That you may have the lubjeft fully before you,, I will beg leave to recite the progreffiye arrange¬ 
ments which have been made relative to the fubfidy. 

In the treaty concluded betwixt the late Nabob Sujah ul Dowluh aqd ,piyfe|f at Benares, in 
September 1773, it was fettled that when the Vizier had occufipn to demand theajd of our troops, 
he fhcmld pay for the expence of a brigade 2,10,000 rupqes of the Oude gurr^ncy r per moudi; 
this was grounded on an accurate .eftimate of the £$:uai expence, ^nd it was .particularly fpecified 
that a brigadetfliould confift of 2 ; battalions of Enropjaps, 6 battallions of feppysi and 1 Company 
of artillery. The number of fepoys which, according to our eftabliftiruont at that time, formed, 
a battalion, was 64a ; fo that the whole number of fepoys, of which a brigade ought to have 
ctmfifted, was 3,840. 

The rate of the fubfidy was afterwards ratfed, by a fubfequent treaty with Afoph ul Dowlab, 
from 2,10,000 to 2,60,000 rupees per month, but without any alteration being made refpe&ing 
the number of it roops. 

In September 178r, when I met the Vizier at Chunar, alteration had taken place in our 
cftahlifhment; and, inftead of battalions -of 640 .men, our brigades were competed of regiments 
of 1,000. It was then ftipuUted between the Vizier and me, that he fhould pay for no more 
troops than the number of European infantry, artillery, and fepoys agreed for, under the title 
' of one brigade, with the late Nabob ah ulJJowlah, with one additional regiment at Lucknow, 
for the protedUon of the office of the Refident,, for which a ieparate payment was to be made, of 
rupees 25,000*—According to this agreement, which continues in force, the number of fepoys 
ftationedimthe Vizier’s provinces ought tu be as follows:

So that the Nabob has only 4,200 of our fopoys, inftead of 4,840; the deficiency, being r 4 o, 
i exadily equal to th- number which corapoled a battalion on the former eft abb foment, and on , 
hotels tlian cue of burprefent regiment's. 

Neither the Vizier nor any of Ms minifters have ever mentioned to me this deficiency i But 
it j. not the lefs ottr dutv to take it into confrderatton. In all our ndjuftmci, =.s of amounts with 
the Viriev for many year* bade, we have bees regulated by the fir \£te It regard Jp juftice; and 
the Vr/ier, on his part, has on every occnfion relied molt jtahcttjf oil outjullice, as well as 
on the accuriev of mu Accountant General. Let us then confirm that confirmee which is. to 
happily iepofed in us, by pointing out miftAes, even although we mult be lofen by eorrt^tng

was prelcribed bv the treaty, it was occafioned by an aft of our own, and not :n confluence, o 
hU requeft; and that if we were to proceed on fuch rigid principles with him, he might wit.■ 
ilkifti- f fwell his pleas, by pointing out the dehcitnces m our corps 01 European in’-rntry 
■rd 'artillery, the-foritier of which has never at any time confifted of halt its proper complement, 
in liSS of the troops flattened with the. Vte.ter, 1 confined myfoif to the .brigade at Lawn- 
poto and Igiment at Lucknow, without taking notice of the force under Sir John Gumming at 
i'uttV Ohm? hecaufe it forms rather a temporary detachment than a regular handing army, 
-dthoneh I mull obfcrve, that as a fimilar reduction isas taken P ace in the regiment of which it 
v .,,. comuofed, withOOt any diminution being admitted of the iubfidy which was fettled for de¬ 
fray hurt lie expeaw. of it, an additional aigument may be deduced from it, to Hie w that the 
yifcieT has a right to fome red refs from our Government.

Little prf'fummg on the efFe£t of this refer vat ion, I hat! fixed on the beginning of this 
for the term of my departure; but an event loon followed, which compelled me to fulpend, awl 
at length totally to forego, the pnrpofe which i had formed, I could not, confiftently with the 
principles of public duty or private honour, abandon the Nabob Vizier, his country, and your 
intereits in it, to the rapacity of an individual. 

( Though denied the fupport of my affoclates in council, I knew the ground on which they 
flood to be too weak for them to maintain it long, in an unequal eor.Hidt agamii fuck advan¬ 
tages as I pofielTed in the jullice of the caufe it folk and I relied on their final acquiefcence; if f 
could not prevail on them to co-operate with me for the rel-reis of fuch notorious and complicated 
wrongs, I yielded to the impuife with a fact dice, which to thoib who know the habit’s of my 
private life, will have appeared the flrongeil evidence of the purity of tny intentions, for they 
were equally repugnant to my iutereft and peace of mind, and adopted with a rdponfjhility which 
expofed my public duo acker to tlie molt defperate contingencies. 1 did not think it necetlivy to 
inform you of this change of my relofution; it told i11 elf, and I allured myth If that tire decla¬ 
ration which 1 had made would produce my early relief. But in the refer-nee which 1 made 
to you on tile occalion, in my letter pf the 2oth' of October 1783, I very pointedly alluded to 
the certainty of its eifect, hy apprizing you of the impoflibility (for i'uch I conlidered it) of 
my remaining to receive your reply.

The fame letter conveyed to you the hfeifooce of a narrative which the Governor General had 
tranlmitt! d to us, under date the 20th of September, of the progrels and dole of his proceed¬ 
ings at Lucknow, This narrative includes, with other matrers, a Bate of your claims on the 
Nabob Vizier from the ift of July 1784 to the end of Augull 1785, being Lucknow rupees 
1,05,00,000, on account of the provlfioh made for the complete difebarge of them within that 
period, and a-report of the felt lenient concluded by the minifler for a period of five, and in 
fome infhnces of fix years, on an inCreafing jumma. Copies of the Governor General’s letter, 
•anil of the accounts and papers enclofed in it, attend yuu numbers in the packet. 

3. Your Honourable Court has been advifed that in a fobfequent letter from the Governor 
General, hearing date the ill of October, he dated to us the hardfllips which the Vizier fuflains 
from the army fubfidy’s being kept up at its original rate, although the number of your troops 
employed tor the defence of hrs dominions had been greatly reduced, and that the Governor 
( renerai hao, propofed > as the caiiefl and nioft equitable mechod of reconciling' our prelent arrange- 
■ments with ilridt jullice, that the regiment flattened ar Lucknow ihoufd be included in the 
number ot troops for which the fubfidy was fettled; that the Vizier ftould be allowed credit for 
the amount of the fubfidy with which he had been fep a rate! y charged for that regiment, from the 
time of the redudion of your military eftablifhment; and that to entitle you to receive this fe- 
•paiate lubfidy in future, an additional regiment fhould be Cent to Cawnpore. 

4. The proportion thus fubmitted tons by the Governor General, lay for confide ration when 
we had Jafl the honour of addreffing you, but it has fmee been taken up, and written opinions 
have been delivered on it by the feveral members of the Board: copies of thefe opinions rre 
tran limited to you, and include another fubjefl of difeuffion, viz. the recall of your troops, under 
tne command of Sir John Camming from Futty Ghur, as agreed by the Governor General on a 
representation made to him by his Excellency tire Vizier. We beg leave to recommend thefe 
minutes to the attentive perufal of your Honourable Court.

I agree with the Governor General* that the Vizier’s implicit reliance in the accuracy and 
Juftice of the accounts which our Accountant General makes out againft his government, ihould 
encourage us to confirm the Vizier’s confidence, by pointing out mifiakes, even although we 
mull be lofers by correct tng them- Yet the very di ft raffed ft ate of the Company’s finances 
renders it neceffary that we Ihould defire every aid which we-can in juftice from the Vizier’s 
alliance* 

I am not clearly informed, whether the amount of the fubfidy now charged for the brigade 
Rationed at Cawnpore, together with the fublidy paid for the regiment Rationed at Lucknow, is 
fhperior to the adtual charges of that brigade and regiment, on the eihblifhments of their prefent 
■ftrength. 

I wifh the Accountant General would make out an accurate calculation on thefe queftione, 
exclufive of the contingent or incidental charges of thefe troops on fervice, which are, I believe 
always charged to the Vizier. 

Relative to the other confideration in the Governor General’s letter, whether the addition of 
another regiment to the brigade at Cawnpore, together with the regiment at Lucknow, will 
^render the force at Cawnpore an army fully adequate to the defence of the VVeitarn frontier,*’ 
it would, I think, be proper to take the opinion of the Commander in chief.

I ft the prefent 
cli ft reft, I cannot affeut to any reduftion in the fubfidy from the Nabob Vizier; befides, when the

There is certainly no motion before the Board for revoking the orders left by the Governor 
General, for withdrawing the detachment under the command of Sir John Gumming, at f utty 
Ghur. ’ The Governor "General declares, that the i flu mg of thofe orders was an Aft: palled 
decidedly by him, in virtueof the powers which he had received from the Board ; the reIponAbility 
of the aft therefore re As fo far with the Governor General afting on his credentials. 

I was not prefent at the Board when thofc credentials were granted, yet 1 am not the lets 
•rlifpcifed to retpfft their authority, that the Member who particularly fupported them 
-Cannot now be pretent. I own a rduftance to recur to fuch dilcuffians, and efpeciaflyas 
the Governor General’s exercife of his commiffion in Owde is Anted to the Company for 
■their judgment on it, in bis own letters mnfmitted to the Board, and through them to the 
Court of Directors. 

In matters on which the members of the Board may entertain different fentimerits, I could for 
my own part with, that in our prefent reduced numbers every fubjeft which did not demand a 
neceflarv and immediate decifion, were left in reference to the Company’s opinion. 

The queftion, whether the addition of another regiment of tepoys to the Cawnpore brigade, 
together with the regiment at Lucknow, would form a fufficient force for the defence of the 
"Weftern frontiers, ariles from the Governor General’s letter ot the I ft of Oftober, flint in circu¬ 
lation; and is certainly a proper field for the opinion of the Commander in chief. 

The Governor General’s agreement with his Excellency the Vizier, to withdraw Irom his pay 
and dominions the detachment commanded by Sir John Gumming at l 1 utty Ghur, was an¬ 
nounced in his letter to the Board of the aoth of September, which arrived when Mr. Whefcr 
•..as ill at Ganetty : there was no full Board to difeuistbe tubjeft till lately* A fimilar agree¬ 
ment was made with the Vizier in 1781. The objeft of the Board’s prefent cenfideratfcn is, in 
my opinion, whether, from the aftual fituation of the country powers on the frontier, it would 
he titnv expedient to carry the order for withdrawing thofe troops into execution. It is not a 
quell ion, whether the Governor was empowered to make fuch agreement with the Vizier; for, 
on the fuppofition that he faw the agreement a proper meaiu re, and had ftipu luted for it, I fhoald 
fce forry (even if his powers did not authorize the execution ot it without the fanftion of the 
Board) that we ftiouSd propofe to repeal the aft by any formal aft ot ours. Indeed J lhould be 
forry to repeal the forma! aft of any agent much inferior to the fiift officer and member of 
Government. „

JVifh that the fitrmtion of affairs would admit of our fulfilling the agreement immediately- I 
ijKivealready oblerved that it is find hr to that which took place in i y8r, and which ieemed to 
meet the approbation of the Court of Directors; but the prelent Bate of the times* or of our fi¬ 
nances, may render the immediate execution of it inexpedient—whether it is lb or not, is a con¬ 
sideration which I wilh to fee difeuffed as a ijueffion, and the fooner it is difeuffed the better, I 
am ready to believe, that one powerful army in the Vizier’s country would be fuffietent; and 
that if we could reduce any fupemumerary or fuperfluou-s force we may have at prefent in that

It has occurred to me'that the Fox packet* by which we have been promifed final orders relative 
to the affairs of Owdeand this government, may bring us thofe orders very fpeedily : and as her 
arrival may be nearly coincident with the period affigned for the removal or Sir John Cumin mg's 
detachment, I take the liberty to ftiggeft* that this meafure, and every queftion on the fubj^clof 
♦it* maybe fulpemled until then. In the mean time we may be carrying on the nxkiAion of our 
ixnilitary expences within the provinces as expeditiouily as poffible* and as fad as our Ereafury vvLU 
•permit us to difeharge the arrears of the corps to-be reduced.

I have read the Governor GeneraFs minute of the 4th of December* andhaye confrered its pro- 
portions witli the utmoft attention. It opens a profpe£fcand view of affairs well worthy the con- 
fid eration of the Company* and jfhould be recommended to their particular attention. 

That the opinion of the Commander in Chief {horrid he taken* and have the weight which the 
members of the Board mayaffixtoit, on con fide ring the political Hate of affairs on our frontiers, 
leems generally admitted. There may not be time to fend it by thisdffpatch to the Company, 

I beg leave to adhere to my former propofition, of leaving the cjueflion relative to the recall of 
the detachment under Sir John Gumming fufpended till the arrival of the Fox packet, and by 
that time our treafury and that of the Vizier maybe in a fituation to dilband the detichment, if 
it is refolved to reduce it; and we may be better informed relative to Sciudia’s real views and fi¬ 
tuation. 

Should the Seiks invade the Vizier’s country, we muff repel them; and the Shah Zada, with 
Sindia’s fupport, might be of nfe on the occafion; but until fuch invafionl am* for my pin, 
averfe to commence any hoffilities againft them* though I believe they may become in time a for¬ 
midable power, 

I ffiall readily agree to any mode the Governor General may wiftt to adopt in his explanation to 
the Vizier, that the delay in recalling the detachment is not a repeat of his agreement with him 
for that purpofe, hut a delay occafioned by the new turn affairs have taken on our frontiers, and 
till we receive advices from Europe that are loon expefted.

Honourable Sirs* 

I HAVE the honour to fend you a duplicate of my laff nddrefs, and a copy of a letter to the 
Council* dated the 20th of September lad, containing the report of my proceedings* and of the 
date of Yourclaims on the Nabob Vizier to that period* being within three days of the clofe of 
the Fuffeleeyear : this is fo full as to render any further information on that fubje£t tinnecefifiuy* 
The Nabob Vizier isfo fenfible of the juft and difmterefied condu£l which I have obferved to¬ 
wards him, and pofleffes, if I may credit appearances amounting to the ft rouged evidence of 
which fuch a conclufion is capable* fo entire a confidence in my intentions refpecting his concerns 
with the Company* that I have on my part an equal reliance on his fleady fuppott of the ar¬ 
rangements which have been formed under my mfpe£Uon, both for the ad min id ration of his re¬ 
venue* and the difeharge of his debt to the Honourable Company depending on it. He has given 
me the firmed afluranees of this* and I have every reafon to expeft that the influence of the mod 
refpedable performs of bis family will be employed to counteract every other which may tend to 
warp him from it, I am forry to fay, that fuch an afliftance was wanting; as the Nabob* though 
1110ft gentle in his manners* and endowed with an underdanding much above the common level, 
has been unfortunately bred up to habits that draw his attention toonnirhfrom the care of his own 
affairs, and often fubjed him to the guidance ofinfidious and unworthy confidants. This is one 
motive of my intention of making a longer flay at Benares than is neceffary for the fettlement of 
this Zemmdary, which is already nearly concluded, that I may beat hand to counterad any at¬ 
tempt to defeat the efiaSt of my proceedings at Lucknow: But I believe that the precaution, 
though ditd ated by pru dence, wi 11 pruve urniecefTary, 


My only remaining fear Is, that the members of the Council, feeing affairs through a different 
medium from that through which I view them, may be difpofed, if not to counteract the fyftem 
which I have formed, to withhold from it their countenance and a6tive fupport, While I myfelf 
remain, it will he fuffieient if they permit it to operate without interruption; and I almoft hope 
that in the event of a new admin i If ration of your affairs which fhall confine itfelf to the fame for¬ 
bearance* and m an i fell no fymptoms of Intended interference, the obje&s of my arrangements will 
be effectually attained; for I leave them in the charge of agents whole interefis, ambition* and 
every profpe£l: of life* are interwoven with their fuecefs, and the hand of Heaven has vifibly 
blcfied the foil with every elementary fource of progreflive vegetation. But if a different policy 
ill all be adopted ; if new agents are lent into the country, and armed with authority for the pur- 
pofes of vengeance or corruption, for to no other will they be applied; if new demands are raffed 
on the Nabob Vizier* and accounts overcharged on one fide, with a wide latitude taken on the 
other, to fwell his debt beyond the means of payment; if political dangers are portended, to ground 
on them the pleas for burtliening his country with unneceffary defences and enormous fubfidies; 
or if* even abdaining from diredt encroachment on the Nabob’s rights, your government {hall 
fhew but a degree of perfonal kindnefs to the partisans of the late ufurpation* or by any con- 
driudive indication of partiality and difaffetftion furnilh grounds for the expectation of an approach¬ 
ing change of fyfleni1 am forry to fay, that all my labours would prove abortive; for the 
flighted caufes will be fuffieient to deje£t minds fore with the remembrance of pad conflicts, and 
to elevate thofe whofe only dependence is placed in the renewal of the confufion which I have la¬ 
boured with fuch zeal to eradicate, and will of courfe debilitate the authority which can alone en¬ 
due future fuccefs, 1 aimed fear that this denunciation of effedls, from caufes fo incompetent as 
they will appear to thofe who have not had the experience which 1 have had of the quick feuda¬ 
lity which influences the habits of men placed in a date of polity fo loofe, and fubjeft to the con¬ 
tinual variations of capricious and defpotic authority, will be deemed overcharged, or perhaps void 
of foundation ; nor, if they lhould come to pafs, will it be eafy ro trace them with any pofitive 
evidence to their connexion; yet it is my duty to apprize you of what I apprehend, on grounds 
which 1 deem of abfolute certainty, may come to pafs, and I rely on your candour for a fair in¬ 
terpretation of my intention. 

It is not quite foreign from this do&rine, as it will be highly acceptable to your Honourable 
Court to be informed, that during my refidence (and I may take the date further back, to the ex¬ 
pectation of it at Lucknow) the mod perfedl tranquility prevailed* and it dill fubFids in every 
part of the dominions of the Nabob Vizier, a circum dance unexampled in the annals of that go¬ 
vernment, either in any former period, or during that in which our influence has been blended 
with its own conditution ; and this I attribute exclufively to the prevalency of opinion, or, to 
apply the general maxim, to theuniverfal conviction of a power and adifpofition a&ually exifting, 
the one equal to the fuppreflion of any movement of fedition* and the other determined to the pu~ 
niiliment of it; Nor has my time been vmprofitably bellowed, even in the long interval in which

Gentlemen, _ 

I have the honour to acquaint you, that I this tlay received my audience of leave from his 
High fiefs the Nabob Vizier, 

To anticipate calamity is an invidious and irkfome talk ; yet before I retire from the court of 
Owde I am 11 ronely called upon by duty, and perhaps not ill qualified by experience, to fuggelt 
to the Honourable Board the probable confequences of my removal; it is the laft important obli¬ 
gation of the trull repofed in me, and I Brail acquit myfelf of it with fidelity. 

Much as I lament the unprofperous iffue of an enterprize, which in its fuccefs would have been 
fo honourable to me, my fenfibility of it is unmixed with any painful confcioufnefs. I have done 
my duty; and your applaufe, gentlemen, as it is the belt teflimony, is alfo the bell reward of my 
laborious endeavours in the public fervice. 

Appointed to the arduous work of reformation, I found in Hyder Beg Cawn an nntagonift of 
irrefiftible ftrength, over whom it was impoffihiel flrouid fingly prevail; who in theex ten live in¬ 
fluence derived from h is wealth, in the univerfat terror infpired by his authorny, m the liavilh 
lubferviency and more than puerile weakuefs of the Prince his mailer, pofieffed a power ot re¬ 
duce which I long fince forefaw, and long finee foretold, would render equally vain the con¬ 
tinued exercife of all ray firmneis, and every exertion of my underfunding. 

To reft ore the Sovereign to his dignity, to curb the ambition of his minifter, to correft the dif- 
lorders and abufes of his government, were the falutary and important objefts of my defignation at 
-the court of Owde. Their accomplilhment would have eftabhflied the Enghlh in hue nee over 
thefe once rich and fiourilhing provinces on a bafis of more liability than any we had yet owne , 
and an intereft hi the hearts of the people, acquired and confirmed through the bleffings they de- 
rived from us. 

The triumphant oppofition of Hyder Beg Cawn has defeated a purpofe fo full of wifdom and 
humanity, but the attempt, I am well affured, has left an mdshble impreflion ot fear and hatred 
upon his mind. Delivered at laft from tire hateful prefence of your representative, and mveiled 
with the virtual fovereignty of the Vizier’s dominions, all the aftivity, all the malevolence ofhis 
heart and unde rftending, will be called forth and exerted, to confirm his independence, and to 
gratify his revenge* 

In the uniform experience of years, in the conftftent iniquity and mifmanagement of the mi- 
nifter, we find an elaborate inftruftioti direding us with unerring certainty to the future fate of 
Owde, and our friends. 

It is mOil foreign from my intention to arraign the wifdom, or to difpute the decrees of govern¬ 
ment; but lobev the dilates of truth and duty in declaring,, that I cannot imagine a conjunc¬ 
ture of more imminent and apparent danger to the intereft of my employers, or to the honour of 
my country ; the find I conftder as infeparably connefted with the profpcrity of Owde; the lad 
will receive a mortal wound, flrouid thole be abandoned by us, who in their ieryices and attach¬ 
ment have a facred claim to our protection. From theexercife of del pot ic authority by inch a cha- 
r after as the minifter, what indeed is to be hoped but the moll heinous abufe of it: from a ie- 
iiance on the cleuiency of Hyder Beg Cawn, what milder doom, than death or confifcatiom? 
buffer me, gentlemen, in the affirmance of the melancholy propriety of thefe lefleftions, to refer 
to your own opinions, to your own exp rein ve language. I trail Icnbe them from the ml ru &j°‘j s 
I received through the Honourable the Governor General, Ihortly after ray appointment, deli¬ 
neating the former conduftof the minifter with a truth anddecifion that will not bedifputed, they 
furnilh the moll undeniable evidence of the peril of confiding m him, and render an appeal equally 
funerfluous and impertinent; I fhall therefore pa fs infilence over a thoufand iuperadded examples, 
all ftronglv charafteriftic of the principles and policy of Hyder Beg Cawn, which have occurre

Honourable Sirs, 


Lucknow, 30th April 1,784. 


T HAVE judged it incumbent on me to make trial of every practicable chance of conveying 
to you the ear licit intelligence of my arrival at the place from which this letter is dated, and ot 
the fhlt effedts produced by the accommodation which took place by the refolution of the Gover¬ 
nor General and Council,*paffed on the 31ft of December laft, and already notified to you by the 
fucceffivc di batches of your flops. I Audi begin the thread of my report from that date. I loon 
after found that the fhteof this country was fo disordered in its revenue and ad mini if rat ion, and 
The cred't and influence of the Nabob himfelf fo much ihaken by the effedls of the late uforpation 
of his authority, and the con tell which attended it, as to require the acceffion of an extraneous 
aid to redo re the powers and confitution of his government; and I was ftrongly and repeatedly ^ 
urged to repair hither in per fort for that purpole. 

Thefe itilbnces, though declared to be conformable to the wiflies of the Nabob Vizier, his fa¬ 
mily and mini hers, having been privately conveyed to me, I re prefen ted them as fuch to the 
Board on the 20th of fanuary, and offered my fervices to go to Lucknow whenever the Nabob 
Vizier ffiould -require' it, which I knew, from undoubted authority, he would, with his anfwer to 
the notification -formally made to him of the refolution of the 31ft of December. 

My reafons for thus anticipating the occaflon were many—The didrafted ftate of affairs* 
which every fofpenfion of a day would aggravate; theffeafonof the collections requiring the ap¬ 
plication of early exertions for their fecurity ; and my own mfirra ft ate of health, whicnwasnot 
equal to fuffain fo long a journey, if protracted to the commencement of the hot winds. 

My offer was accepted, by a conditional declaration on the part of Mr. V heler, and I made 
in(Unt preparations for the journey * 

On the 14th of February the Nabob’s invitation arrived. I repeated my propofol; the fame 
authority decided its acceptance; and on the 17th l took my leave of the Board, and departed 
from Calcutta withafevere indifpofftion, which had foiled me iome time preceding, then hang¬ 
ing on me. Happily the change of air eff'e&ed my ipeedy cure ; and on the 27m ultimo I arrived 
at this place, in a Bate of health 1b confirmed, as to pro mite an uareimtted attention to the very 
important obje&s of my coramitfioin 

On my wav, I had the alarming pecipeftive of a foil fo completely exhauftetl of its natural 
mo iff u re by the failure of one entire feafon of the periodical rams, that except the fields of 
grain that had been kept in vegetation by the uncommon labour of the hu(bandmen, and were 
Bill c loathed with a luxuriant produce, or that retained the flubble ot the recent liar veil, the 
.plains exhibited an appearance of bnrrennefs fo dreary, that even, die:roots of its former herbage 
110 longer exiffed, and the deep ravines and beds of rivers, which .Ip af fed, threw up clouds ot 
duff from their channels. Thefe are not circumftances of t rival ohfcrv&tion, nor arc they con¬ 
fined to the lands of thefe prov inces. Every region of Hmdoftan lias frit the fame angry viti¬ 
ation, and another year of equal drought (which is not to be expected m the courfe ^ natural 
events) would put it out of the reach of human wifdom to prevent or retrieve the dreadful cala¬ 
mity which muff attend it. 

'Yet fuch is my reliance on the gratitude and unbounded confidence of the Nabob and his mi- 
niffers, that I dare promife, even at this immature period, under every circuit)fiance nut the 
dreadful one which I have above fuppofed, and which I haveftated as improbable, a fuccefsrul pro- 
grefs and termination of the meafores which I-have begun, equafto any expeftat 10ns which may 
have begun, equal to any expeditions which may have been formed of it, however (anguine, it 
I am not count erased, and my, operations impeded, by orders which I may not refill, and am 
allowed to remain to the time deffined for their perfection—nor fhal! it be a common obftruftion 
which Audi reftrain me; for Ipofleft fuch inherent advantages as, I trull, will prove lupenor- to 
every fpecies of oppotition, but the laft extremity of it. Indeed, if fuch lprrngs as give the com¬ 
mon'movements to popular opinion could influence my proceedings, I have a ready experienced 
fuch in two in fiances, one of which I believe to have had the fpecial fervice in which! am engaged 
for its objeft; and the other the-general ruin of my authority. 

I allude, firft, to a report fabricated at Fort- Rt. George, of the arrival of a fhip of war at Bom¬ 
bay, with the authentic intelligence of my difmiffioii with difgrace from my office, which 




<cwedat the inflant that I wasfetting my foot on the fhore at Nuddeah, for the commencement 
■of my journey; and fecondly, to a paper tranfinitted to me by a refpe£fced authority from Cal¬ 
cutta, containing ftridhires on m y former deputation, laid to he a part of a report of the Select 
. Committee of the Houfe of Commons, which unhappily apply to every purpofe ‘of this, and 
which declare (with horror 1 repeat it) aright inyeftdl in the Commander in Chief of the army 
to oppofe the power delegated by the Government Itfelf to its fir ft executive member, and to al~ 
fen that right hy an appeal to the army for ’its ultimate decifion upon it. The words of the Re¬ 
port, if it‘be filch, to which l allude, arethefes 

' f< By 'thefe mftniAtoiK it appears, that the Governor General wa$, v pofitiveIy reft rained from 
u theexcrcife of my military power what footer beyond the g&ttifbn and fmtids of Fort WjL 
u liam; fo that the delegation and exerdfe of all military power and authority, beyond the li- 
u mits fo deferibed* was adiredl and ■pofinvedifohedieince of the orders of the Court of DiredVors. 

<e Difobcdience of orders on n point fo delicate and important as that of tv re fling the military 
comm udfrom the official military officer, who wif inmLH with that authority hv the orders 
u of the DireiSlors, might have been productive of cor Sequences extremely prejudicial to the 
u ihrvicfe.: if the Commander i a .Chief had aliened the right inserted jo himfclf, a contention 
<& for executive power might have been the confequeuee; and the army, which in fndu is fo pe- 
w cnbfirtv eonilituted as to require not only exaft difciplin^ hut the rriofl perfect fybordinatkn, 
u i n order to enlure obedience* mull have ultimately decid- <! where that obedience was due/* 

I dare not examine a do&ririe affirmed to be of fo facred an authority * yet I may ImmVy fuggeft 
that St liefer was, nor could have been intended to.be applied to the ufkxx*l Commander in Chief, 
whofe command was originally combituted by the Governor General and Council them f elves* and 
therefore could not be rendered fuperifcr to, and independent of, the powers veiled in the Gover¬ 
nor General and Council by arc a£t of Parliament pailbd befoie its tndJ fence, nor included in ;my 
inftrudl iefla of the Court of Directors, alfo framed at a mom ancient period, if even at a later; 
and a fenfe of national duty fpperior to every confideradoo of personal fefety, or Hie reverence 
which is due to high office, impels me to denounce, and to date the fat! of the Britifh empire in 
India from the inftant that It fhall be decided declared or underload that any Commander hi 
Chief ot he army, he his title or rank what it will, h f or may be, by any eouftrudtive power, 
independent of the Government under which the wifdom of Parliament hath hitherto plated the 
army fervlng in thefe provinces* ami every member of it. In an implicit and abfolute fubje£Uoh 
to its authority* 

God forbid that any future Pizarros and Aimagros ihoul j difgraes the annals of your domi¬ 
nion, or mark Hie traces of its decline with the blood.of your (V-rvants and IbhHcrs—but the con- 
reft mil probably be of ftiort duration; and happy will it be for the inf erells of humanity, if Juch 
iiuill be the iffuu, though dreadful to our own, whatever period of time may cbfe it! 

Let me add, nor let my worth be uttered in v:im, that whenever the fatal blow ih alike ft ruck, 
or from whatever hand it flialt proceed, its effefl: vHJl not be a gradual decay, but an inftanta- 
neous ruin; for your ex iilence hangs on the thread of opinion, which the touch of chance may 
break; and even that fource, which ought to flow with the.principles of its duration, wtjj, if 
productive of the fame deleterious Breams which have been lately feeu to ifiuefrom It, prove the 
caufe of its difibluikm* 

1 am not myfelf apprehenfive of any evil canfequence from the partial and limited command 
which 1 poifds aver your army* in its tendency to provoke a competition; for in the firft place, 

1 will never put it to theiflue of a trial; and in the feeond, were the Bo nd ta p, rant the Com¬ 
mander iu Chief to come into this quarter, which is not likely, I con fidently hope that before be 
■covi Id arrive, t his ^province w f l have been fo regulated as nor to require any foreign aid for its 
internal protection, nor of covirfe any intercifa of the powers which I poilefs, and which he might 
.deem him'fclf wirc^ied to refift. 

I proceed to report the«flfe£fe which have been produced to this time from tlie late nccommo 
cation, and the objects to which I look for the final iftue of it*

On both thefo accounts I /halloffer a few neeeffary remarks,—Firft on No* r ; Tap. tirfi max 
of 16 lacks of rupees* ft a ted as the account of Mr, Briliowbs receipts, is taken from his own ac¬ 
count in the pofleflion of Mr. Wombwelt* the Accomptant for this ftation, but differs materially 
from that which hits been drawn by the Nabob’* officers; and Lhave referred it to the Board to. 
adjuAmestf'with Mr.Brjftow, who alone can explain the difference. 


The fecond article is the regular produce of the current revenue.—I was early careful to guaru 
the mini fter againlt the ufeof violent meafures, to anticipate the period of collection for the pur- 
pole of giving an oftenfiMe credit to the prefent fyftem, by fwelling the amounts of the payments 
made in confequenceofit ; although the exigencies of your ftate induced me to prefshim to con¬ 
tribute what he could for your relief* without adding to the dijftreffes of his own, tor the country 
will not bear it. 


The third'article was obtained by my own fuggeftion from Almafs Ally Cawn, who comp!sect

ad* My next care will be to induce the Nabob’s minifters to appoint bodies of regular 
troops, for the fupport of his collections, and the internal defence of hi.s country. This will 
preclude the necefluy of calling for the aid of our troops, and I hope may prove the means of 
releafmg him from the extraordinary and undefined fubfidy, which he now pays for the great 
detachment employed under the command of Colonel Sir John Gumming, in Rohilcund, and 
the regiments which have been occafionally demanded and remain fcattered over other parts of 
his dominions, and of confining our defence, and the Nabob Vizier’s payments, to the brigade 
ftationed at Cawnpore, and to the fubfidy fixed by the treaty for its expence, 

gdly. My l aft and ultimate hope is, that when thefo objects are attained, your wifdom will 
put a final period to the ruinous and difre put able fyjdem of i liter ference, whether avowed or fe- 


-cret, in the affairs of the Nabob of Oude, and withdraw for ever the influence by which it was 
maintained. 


This country hns no inlets of trade by which it can fupply the ifTues which are made from it; 
for excepting the fadf ory at Tend a, which fubfifts by a contract making part of your inveftment, 
and the produce of opium and faltpetre, which is not copfiderable, I do not know any other ar¬ 
ticle of commerce from which it could derive any returns; therefore every rupee which is drawn 
from its circulation into your treafury will accelerate the period at which its ability muff eeafe to 
pay even the ftipulated fubfidy. By the centsmiunce of this fund, you maintain an acceffion of 
more than one half to the military efhbii foment required for the defence of your dominions, with¬ 
out any charge on your own income, and you oppofe a wide axd powerful frontier to your even¬ 
tual enemies, 

That force will continue to bean effectual fafeguard to the country, which will fuffer nothing 
by its maintenance, becaufe the fpecie thus applied will of courfe flow back into its circulation; 
^md it is a tribute which it ought gladly to pay, for its whole wealth would not in any other way 
yield an adequate mode of prote6lion* 

Few are the advocates of the national -interefts, and their voice will he faintly heard amid the 
numerous and loud exclamations of private rapacity; but I humbly aflame to rank myfelf with 
the former, and to allure you that if you feck for a permanent and profitable fy'ftem of connec¬ 
tion with tins country, you muft confine your claims upon it to the line which 1 have recom¬ 
mended; if you tranfgrefs it, you may extend the difir Shut ion of patronage, and add, by the for¬ 
tune of individuals, to the nominal riches of Great Britain; but your own interefl: will fuffer by, 
it, and the ruin of a great and once-flounfhiug nation will be recorded as the work of youradmi- 
niftiation, with an everUfting reproach on the Britifli name. 

To tnis reafoning I fliall join the obligations of juftice and good faith, which cut off every 
pretext for your exercifmg any power or authority in this country, while the Sovereign of it ful¬ 
fils the engagements which have been contracted with you.

I have mentioned In my report of the if! mftant, that it was one part of the Prince’s pJan to 
offer his fer vices to the King* to be employed again ft the Seiks* The battalions which the 
Nabob Vizier has allowed for \m efcort, cannot attend him beyond the Nabob’s own frontier. 
If he carries them further, he mu ft provide their pay and Ihbhiieoce, as their place niuft of 
courfc in that cafe be lupplied with other levies, for which there is no other provision than that 
which is allotted to his actual eftablifhment. This condition is in effect an mfuperable bar to 
their employment, nor would it he prudent to trull his fortune on the firft trial of it to the 
rabble of his father’s army, unpaid and accuftom'ed to dd regard command. If the ft at ion at 
Futughur muii be continued, t!ie detachment cannot be better employed, either in whole or 
part, than on flrvice with the Prince. It will more dfe&ually keep the Sesks at a dltlanco, 
by advancing with, fuch a n influence to attack them, than by waiting within its own iphere of 
defence to repel them. I muft here inform the Board, that the Prince repeatedly and earneftly 
folrciced me to endeavour to obtain their authority* for he knew the extent of my own, for foci* 
an employment of the detachment. I clilcouraged the expectation, but promifed to conunuuicato 
his loqniiition. 

1 wifi conFcft, that the apprehenfion of his return upon our prote&ioEs; the defire of executing 
the arduous talk which the Board were pleated to affign me; and yet a ftronger impulle, m&ng

I chufe in this plac^ to obfenre* that the a£hia) expence of the detachment is 1,88,705 
current rupees per month, or 22,64,466 per annum, of which 81,030 current rupees per 
month, or 9,72,360 per annum* are the extra ex per ices of the ftaff; held, batta, and con¬ 
tingencies, which belong to it as a detached corps, and which would ceafb with its reduce 
tion; befides that, it would facilitate the reduction of the ftrength of the army. 

But if the expence is to he continued, It may be furely better continued for feme tifcfol 
pnrpole, than to keep up the parade of a great military corps* defigned merely to lie ina&ivO in 
its quarters. 

On this ground therefore* and on the fuppofition pretnlfed* I revert to my original fintiments 
in favour of the Prince’s plan; but as this will require iome qualification in the execution of 
it* 1 will ftate my recommendation of it in the terms of a proportion* viz,—That if it Hull 
be the resolution of the Board to continue the detachment now under the command of Colonel 
Sir John Cum mi ng at Furruckabad, and if the Prince Merza jehander Shah ftiall apply* with 
the authority of the King* and the concurrence of Madajee Sindia* for the affiftance of an 
Englijh military force to a£l in conjunction with him, to expel the Seiks from the territories 
of which they have lately poflbffed themfelves in the neighbourhood of Delhy, it may be granted, 
and fuch a portion of die laid detachment allotted to that fervice, as fhall be hereafter judged 
adequate to it.

XJnderftanding the Honourable Board have been pleafed to admit Major Lumfdaine5 claim to 
the allowance ot 3000 rupees per month during the time his regiment was on command in the 
fervice of the Vizier, from the month of September 1782 to the mouth ot February 3784, being 
17 months, and that he has left Calcutta in order to proceed to Europe, on board the Vanfittart, 
I think it neceffary to acquaint you, that I commanded the regiment and detachment for the 
months of July, Auguft, and Odtober, 1783, during which time, in his ahfence, I reduced the 
forts of Belkar and Singar, and, at the defire of the Refident, levelled them with the ground, 
without having hitherto received one rupee of the contingent charges thereby incurred. 

My right to thefaid contingent allowance for the above months, I humbly prefume, is there¬ 
fore obvious; and, as government would not probably authorize the payment of it twice, I ftiall 
be deprived of my juft right, unlefs you be pleafed to take feme immediate meafure to compel 
Major Lumfdaine to account tome for my proportion of the faid allowance, before the departure 
of the fhip Vanfittart.

Par. 12. We have the honour to fubmit to you, in this place, the copy of a minute that was 
delivered by your Governor General on the 4th of this month; and we fhall annex to it t le an- 
fwer that was given to it by the other members of the Board on the 13th. The great importance 
of their fubjefts will, we truft, be admitted as our excufe for referring to them at large, and not 
abftradting their contents. 


The Governor General: Recorded 4th January 1785* 

The period is now arrived in which I muft either verify the declaration which I have made and 
repeated to the Court of Directors, of my intention to relinquiih the fervice, or ful P e "™

execution of it, if compelled to it on the ground of fuperior obligation. Theft I (full now (late 
and fubrnit my deftmy to the juft ice and generofity of my colleagues in the admin t first ion. In 
making this appeal, I ihould be lorry to have it afcribed to any diftruft in the iiTuc havbir 
evinced the contrary by making the declaration to which I have above alluded, without any fhch 
referve or qualification; but I do it in performance of a folemn engagement, and with a convic¬ 
tion that the fecurity of a valuable portion of the Company’s immediate and pecuniary ihtereftsdn- 
djfpenlabl y requires it, ' 

The Board will permit me to remind them, that on the 31ft December 1783 they palled an 
unanimous refolutton, agreeing and declaring, that “ the offer made by the Nabob Vizier and 
‘ his nun, (ter, to gtve the fecurity of bankers of known credit and refpon Ability for, the payment 

of the balance due to the Company, and for the current demands of that year, Ih'ould b“ ac- 
“ copied, with the condition annexed, of the recall of Mr. Briftow and Mr. Cow per, the'Go- 
‘‘ vernor General con fenting to be fpecially an five ruble for the propriety of the meafure-” and 
that, m conlequence of the Board’s having agreed, that “ the Governor General (hould proceed 
‘ to Lucknow for the purpoft of affifting the Nabob Vizier in the means of difcWing his en- 
: g»g«m«»ts tip the Company, and the regulation of his government,” thev, on the 17th Fe¬ 
bruary Sait, relb lived, that “ theGovernor General (hould be, and he was thereby in veiled with 
‘ f. P owernnd authonty to concert andadjuft with the Nabob Vizier the means of difcharffin^ 

“ his engagements to the Company, of reftoring and feeuring the peace, f a rety, and order ofhS 
t! government, and of promoting the improvement of his revenue, and to fupport the Nabob Vi- 
<f ’''lor with the authority of his.government, in as full and ample manner as the Board could i,n- 
“ Power him, by any ad of Parliament qf Great Britain, or by any of the orders of the Honour¬ 
able Court ot Directors; and to take all fuch meafures as he lhould think nscefiary for the ac- 

compliiiimeirt of thefe ends.” J ” 

I undertook the fervice at a time, and under circumftances, which, to a mind liable to de¬ 
spond, would have fuggefted infurmountnble difficulties. Theft I have minutely Jlated in mr 
coi reiponoence with the Board; and my late report ot the 20 th of September flat es in what man¬ 
ner I have executed the traft which I had undertaken. 

T I - - engagements which I have obtained from the Nabob Vizier cr 11 e with the clofe of the 
next Fufftilee year, orin September next; but his means of fulfilling them depend upon the un¬ 
changed and 11 nmol riled fubfiftence of many internal arrangements, which are mutually con- 
neaed in a feries of five years from their foundation ; and in the abftlme -forbear mce of this 
government from all prefent interference in his authority, and elpecially in the comroul and ad- 
miniltration oi his revenues. 

When I was on the eve of parting from him, I deemed it confident with the finceritv of my 
own character, and necelTury to prevent the confequences of too abrupt an information, when- 
ever he might receive it, of the apparent deprivation of my fupport, to acquaint him whh the 
probable approach of my removal from the hr vice; and at the fame time 1 prom i fed him, that I 
would on no account make it my own ad, without previoufly obtaining from the Board their 
pioimte o. an entire and pun coal adherence to the engagements which 1 had made with him on 
my own part mow id uj II y, and on behalf ot the Board, in virtue of their exi fling engagements 
with me, which are contained in the refohnioii to which I have appealed in the mtroduflion of 
* lm mmute: 1 ho lams afiurance I gave alio to his minifters. I foon after departed, leaving my 
oecretai y. Major Palmer, as my perlonai repreientative and agent, with the Nabob Vizier, ‘both

In conformity to the above engagements, I now make it my earn eft requeft to the Board, that, 
they wifi be pleated to record their refolution to abide by the arrangements which I have made, 
and to notify the fame, for the fatisfa&ion and affurance of the Nabob Vizier and liis minifters, 
by an °niciai letter to the Nabob \ mer from my eventual fuccefTor, with a pro vufe that no de- 
^intion mall be made from the fait! arrangements, nor any perfon deputed to reiidc at his court, 
but at hss own ipemrauqous■inclination, or my authority exercifed witlirn the limits of his domi¬ 
nions by the appointment or ponniilion of the Board, except fuch as (lull be required by the Na¬ 
bob Inmieli from the military officers ffiiEioncd for liis defence and the protection of hfs country, 
until die conduhon of the prefent FulTdlee year, or until the orders of the Court of Directors 
fia I be received, in confequence of the references which have been made to them, if fuch orders 
ihail either enjoin or authorize a different conduct* 

[ prefume that this requifition is conformant with the flri&nefs of legal propriety, as the firf! 
delegation of the truft made to me in December 1783 extends in its full force as a reciprocal oMi-

gntion to the period which I haVe prefciibed; and ns the aft of a majority of the Board, which 
followed it, from-its legal obligation on the whole, neceflarily includes and involves every en¬ 
gagement contracted under it, and conformable to it, with the fame force of an equal and perma¬ 
nent obligation. 

Before I conclude, I defire to obviate every poflrble mifconception of my objeft in the reqnifi- 
tion which 1 have made. I do not delire the Hoard, nor the members of ir, individually, ap¬ 
prove what I have done; 1 only defire them to ratify what I have done under a conllitutional and 
legalauthority, by their conftitutional and legal acquiefcence and confirmation of it; knowing 
that, without it, the Nabob Vizier and his mini Iters, who are ignorant of the powers of the 
Board, and of the principles which give {lability to its decided afts, will conclude that all the en¬ 
gagements contmfted with them by the only oftenfible member of our government, with whom, 
1 >V the forms of it, they are connected, will he dilTolved on his removal from it. I make the pro- 
pofat with an anxiety natural to the importance of its ifiue, in the hope that it will prove the lall 
aft in my public life, and the lall tell whic h I {hall exaft from the Board of that fpirit of mutual 
conciliation which no difference of opinion has yet been able wholly to extinguifli, and which it is 
my moll fcarndl vvifli to preferve, whether we are to be flill longer united in the fame fervice, or 
whether we are to part in our public capacities forever. 


Mr. Macpherfon and Mr, Stables: Recorded 13th January 1785. 

We have confidered the very important and folemn proportion which the Governor General 
has made to the Board. Tbe very earneft manner in which he has called upon us, as his col¬ 
leagues in the* ad mini ft rati on, and the great anxiety which he has £xpre(Ted for the iiTue of our 
determination, oblige us to confine our ferftiments, on the preient occasion, to a clear and explicit 
anfwer to the quell ion which he has been pleafed to propofe. 

Thequeftion itfelf, as a propfition for our adoption, is Hated in full and clear terms; riorne?d 
we repeat th£ words. It is a proportion founded upon fpecific afts of this government, which 
have already taken place; and, as members of the government, we have already committed our 
fanftion in its favour, by thofe legal obligations which bind every member of the adminiflration 
to the afts of a decided majority, and that conftitutional acquiefcence in the arrangements con¬ 
cluded between the Governor General and the Nabob Vizier and bis minifters, to which our 
ratification, is required on the liberal principle which the Governor General has fpecified. 


We are fentible of the juft and public grounds upon which it ts’proper nnd necefiary that the 
Nabob Vizier {heutd be allured that the arrangements concluded with him for the difcharge of his 
debt to the Company, and the future regulation and increafe of his revenues, {hould remain per¬ 
manent and binding upon the Company’s reprefentatives, independent of the continuance in office 
of the Governor General for the time, who had the delegated powers of the government to conclude 
thofe arrangements. We are, therefore, willing and ready to adopt the mode which the Governor 
General has propofed for relieving the mind of the Vizier, as well as his minifters, from all ap- 
piehenfions or uneafinefs upon the lubjeft. 

We are confident, at the fame time, that the Governor General will, of his own accord, ufe 
his utraoft influence to convince tile Vizier and his minifters of the neceflity of a punftual per¬ 
formance of r heir engagements, fo as to preclude this government from all interference in the 
controul and adminiftration of his Excellency’s revenues. 

Having acceded, in fo explicit a-mnnner, to the Governor General’s propofai; and having 
pledged our fuppoft of arrangements, far the fuccefsful ifiue of which to the public it is natural 
for the Governor General to carry nn anxiety beyond the period he may wilh to prescribe to lus 
own adminiftration in this country, we further beg leave to afPure him, that whether we are to 
be longer united with him in the public fervice, or loon to feparate, it is our earned wifh to pre¬ 
fers unextinguifhrd, and improve that fpirit of conciliation, which is equally diftated by our 
faiife of.public duty, and our perfonal refpeft for the Governor General.

Par. 17, The Governor General informed us, that the Nabob Vizier had provided five bat¬ 
talions of fepoys to replace Colonel Cumming’s detachment; that thefe had been lately com¬ 
pleted, and properly equipped for that ferviee, under the direction of a very able officer, Capt. 
Frith, whom the Governor General had left with the Nabob for that purpofe, and to attend on 
the Prince, with whom thefe troops are at prefent ftationed as his guard; and that they were to 
efcort the Prince as far as Futty Ghur, their ddlined ftation, but no further, as the Nabob could 
not provide funds for raifing an equivalent recruit to fupply their place. 

Par. iS. But the Governor General obferved, that if it fliould be the decided opinion of the 
Board, that the Futty Ghur detachment fliould be continued in its flatten for another year, it 
would afford a conflderahle favingto the Nabob Vizier to apprize him of it, that he might dif- 
band the corps which he had appointed for its relief; and that what was a faring to the Nabob 
would be eventually an aid to the Company, 

Par, 19. We were all of opinion, that the fum agreed between the Governor General and the 
Nabob Vizier to be difcbargpd within the prefent Fuflultee year, was all that could be exa&ed 
from his Excellency within that period. We have refolved, in conformity to the Governor Ge¬ 
neral’s opinion, that itfhall he left to the determination of your Honourable Court, whether the 
Company, or the Vizier, Audi be charged with the expence of the detachment now commanded 
by Sir John Gumming; and we accordingly requeft your orders on this fubjedfc ; and it has been 
further agreed* that the Vizier fliould be informed that the expence of his new levies is an un¬ 
tie cellar y expence; and that Sir John Cummiiig’s detachment will, while it remains in his Excel¬ 
lency’s dominions, render that corps needlels, 

Par. 20, Majors Martin, Gilpin, arid John Lumfdaine, having foliated our fanclion to a 
monthly allowance, which appeared to have been agreed to by the mmffier of the Nabob Vizier, 
in lieu of contingent charges while they were detached on his Excellency’s ferviee, we directed 
the Committee ofAccounts to pafs the bills of thefe officers, agreeably ta the vouchers for them; 
and we have ordered your Accomptnnt at Lucknow to mention the sircumflanccs to the Vizier, 
and to afeertain whether be has any objedtions to the amount of the bills being placed in his Ex¬ 
cellency’s debt, iu his account with the Company,

I beg leave to obferve, that is of no confideration 
to me, what the caufe of his abfence was—I remained the commanding officer ot the de acli 
ment, liable to all the contingent charges that Major Lumfdaine could have incut red, had he 
beenprefent; but the truth is, that he went to Cawnpore to prolecute Captain Jaques, in conie- 
quence of complaints preferred by himlell agamft that officer. 

Major Lumfdaine is correa in faying that I commanded for only a few days in Oaoher; but 
he fhould alfo have been candid enough to have ftated that 1 commanded until the 25 h ot Sep¬

Major Lumfdaine, in eoncluhon, confidently fuppofes that the Honourable Board can never 
mean that he Jhould be a fuifeter by being ordered to Cawnpore; and that Government, by former 
orders, plainly pointed out the contrary". It has been already noticed, that the trip to Cawnpore 
was originally occalioned by his altercation with Captain Jacjues; and it might have been expell¬ 
ed that Major Lumfdaine would have produced or quoted the order to which he alludes, in fup- 
povt of the aiT.rtion, that the allowance in quellion was confined to 1 -ield Officers: hut, not to 
leave that point in any doubt, I deem it ncceflary to quote a regulation of Government, indireft 
oppofitUm to the Major’s affection, viz. 

<« That the gratuity to be given to the Majors commanding regiments fhall not be drawn l>v 
“ them, except when prefent, and returned as doing duty with their refpe&ive corps. When 
“ ablent, the next fenior officer lliall he entitled to thele allowances. 

It appears by the above regulations, that even the eilablifhed allowances of a field officer com¬ 
manding a regiment, devolved, in his abfence, to the next in command, whether occalioned by 
public duty, private bufmefs, or ficknefs. And if the BoaG judged it proper, that the eiiablifried 
monthly allowance pf the Majors commanding regiments lhould fall to the next in command, in 
the ableqce of the Major, without regard totfie caufe of it, it may he fairly prelurned that Go¬ 
vernment could not intend-to affign the allowances Ipecifically granted for thepurpofe of defray¬ 
ing the contingent expences of any particular fervice to the Major, during his abfence, whilft 
the fervice was performed, and the incidental expences of it actually incurred, by the officer next 
in command. 


The Major (ays, that my claim was dormant till the eve of his departure: in anfwer to which, 
permit me to obferve, that the Honourable Board only admitted the claim for the allowances fo 
few days ago; and that the Major was fo earnefl to avoid any communication with me on the 
fubjedt, as to take his departure for the (hip eight days earlier titan was neceffary; and, in fad, 
lie was (b expeditious in leaving the fettlement, that I did not hear of the Board’s decifion in fa¬ 
vour of the claim, till two days after he was gone.

commanded the detachment^ You neve rp referred any claim for the contingent allowance ot 
]>\C0C>rupees per month, to which I conceive you well entitled by the nature ot your command;

^upon the bond granted by the late Refident, on the part of the Company, dated the 8th of June 
1 783, which, according to the tenor of that engagement, was to be repaid from whatever might 
remain after providing for the Company's neceflary dlfburlemetits from the receipts of the affign- 
ments granted on the country in their favour, by his Highnefs the Nabob Vizier, but which the 
urgent occattons of this Government for remittances to Surat and Calcutta, have prevented the 
performance of this article of the Company's engagement with them—I am to requeft, that the 
Board will be pleafed to direft the Accountant at Lucknow, in place of remitting in Jeyte the 
ten lacks which are then to be paid by the Nabob Vizier in bills on Surat and Calcutta, to 
pay the fame to the agents of Gopaul Dofs, taking their receipts as an endorfation on the 
back of Mr* Brittow’s bond; and that in the month of Bhaudun, in place of remitting the 
whole amount of the 13 lacks, which the Nabob Vizier is then to pay in bills on Surat and

Sir, 

In confequence of fonie late depredations that have been committed by the Seiks in the upper 
parts of the Rohilcund, his Excellency the Vizier has at length been induced to require a de¬ 
tachment from this Ration for the prote&ion of that country. In confequence of this requifition, 
Lieutenant Colonel Knudfon, with two regiments of fepoys, and tour fix-pounders, that have 
been fome time part under orders of March, will march to-morrow morning towards Anop- 
tlicere. Colonel Knudfon will be inllrudted to keep his detachment in continual motion on the 
Weftern fide of the Ganges, which I conceive to he the moil effe&ual mode of covering the 
Rohilcund from the further incurfions of the Seiks, who will be deterred from crofling the river, 
by the danger of having their retreat cut off by our troops on this fide.

Sir, 

1 have received your letter of the 31ft January, informing me, in confequence of the depre¬ 
dations committed by the Seiks in the Rohilcund, a detachment of two regiments of fepoys, 
under the command of Lieutenant Colonel Knudfon, was to march from your Ration on the day 
following, for the protection of that country. 

The plan which you have laid down for the conduct of Colonel Knudfon, if the protection 
cf the Rohilcund be the foie object, is not, according to my apprehenfion, fo well adapted to 
the purpofe, as the mode ufually purfued, of defending the Gauts on the eafiern fide of the 
Ganges. If Colonel Knudfon were to take poR on that fide of the river, he might guard with 
fmalt detachments the paffage of the Gauts, and repel any attempts made by the Seiks to crofs; 
whereas, if he remain on the Wefiern fide, he mufl keep his detachment together, and the Seiks 
by a rapid march, may elude his vigilance, pafs the river at a diflance from him, and when they 
have ravaged the country, return with the fame rapidity, either at the Gaut where they firff 
croffed, or at any other from which he is diRant, without his being able to come up with them, 
their forces being all cavalry, and his only infantry, encumbered with guns. In fhort, the plan 
I have mentioned, appears to me the moR eligible, inafmuch as it is more prudent to prevent, if 
poflible, the invafion of an enemy, than to trufl to the contingency of cutting off his retreat, 
when about to retire with the plunder of the country. I Riall not however take upon me to 
diredt any alteration in the orders which you have given to Colonel Knudfon, as it may pro¬ 
bably be your intention that this detachment Riall not only cover the Rohilcund, but proteeft 
the upper part of the Doab; to effect both which purpofes, if no further troops can be fpared 
from your Ration, the line of conduct you have pointed out to the Colonel might, perhaps, be 
the befl that can be obferved. 

’ I obferve that you have not detached with Colonel Knudfon, the Roffolah of cavalry, which 
might, I think, be employed with good efledt on the fervice he might lie engaged in ; it is not 
likely that this corps will be wanted at Futty Ghur, and it lliould not lie idle When its fervices 
are required.

The Board have already been aclvifed of the in cur (ions of the Seiks, and of the me a fares which 
have been taken to reft rain them : If they alone are concerned in thole hoililities, the detachment 
under Colonel Knudfon, and the movement of the remaining force from Futty Ghurr, will be 
fufficient torepulfe them; but if Scindia has enters! into a combination, and affifts their inva- 
lion, jt would be proper, that the 3d brigade Ihould move from Cawnpore towards Etowah .— 
However, as there is aRefident from this government in the camp of Scindia, it is fcarely pofti- 
hle, that defigns lb hoftile to the Ally of the Company could have been formed, and brought lb 
near to execution, without his obtaining a knowledge thereof; and as lie, no doubt, ha . a full 
communication with the Board, he would not fail to apprize them of every circumstance that 
could tend to create a lufpicion of Scindia. 

Though 1 have mentioned the propriety" of moving the 3d brigade, in the event of Scindia’s 
conjunction with the Seiks, yet I do not think it neceflary to recommend its march, without 
ilronger grounds than the furmifes of the Vizier, and his minifter.

Honourable Sirs, 

I have the honour to inform you, that, in canfequence of a requifition from his Excellency the 
Vivier I detached two regiments oftepoys and four guns, under the command of Lieutenant 
Colonel Knud fern, on the ill inilant, towards Anopihire, for the purpofe of covering Rohilcund 
from the incurttous of the Seiks. And I have this day received intimation from Major Palmer, 
tint on account of apprehenfions entertained by the Vizier, and his mini Iter, of a combination 
bein’*entered into betwixt Scindia and the Seiks, inimical to the Vizier, a requifition will arrive 
to-morrew for the march of the whole detachment. Although my intelligence authorizes me 
to believe, that Scindia has given encon ragement to the Seiks to in vade his Lxcellency the V iziers 
dominions, yeti am not of opinion that he himfelfwill take any rteps of a hoftile nature, I nn- 
nute tlie friendly intercourfe that has lately taken place betwixt him and certain Sirdars of the 
Seiks to awllh, on his part, of prefervhig the country he has lately taken under his protea,on 
from being ravaged by thefe freebooters, and of diverting our attention from the ambitious mea- 
l'ures he i.fnow mr fuing, to the defence of our frontiers from an irruption of the Seiks. As there 
uDueirs however, to be good ground to believe that large bodies of Seiks are meditating an attack 
upon the Vizier's provinces, 1 approve the meafure of putting the detachment ui motion which 
/hall he done immediately on my receipt of the requifition. I ftia .afterwards make fuch a dil- 
no fit ion of the force under *my command, as, I truft, will effectually in lure the fafetyofhis ex¬ 
cellency’s dominions; and whenever any thing occurs, which I think fufficiently mtereffing tor 
your attention, 1 will not fail to advife you of it. 

In confequence of my application to that purpofe, to his Excellency the Vizier, two battalion* 
of his fepoys >yji! be fent hither to proteft the magazine, cantonments, and city of f urruckabad, 
in tlie ubfence ot the detachment* 

I have only further to allure your Honourable Board, that, in obeying the Vizier s orders to put 
the detachment in motion, I foall be particularly watchful not to fuferany expence to be incurred 
by the Company, which can poffibly be avoided.

On the 1 fth the Seik army was encamped between the Rrmeheet Gurra and Pofibly.—Sirdar 
Mukkul Sing, and JciTa Sing Ram Rudma, having coniuhed together, prop0fed for marching, 
but as Sirdar Kurrum Sing was arrived near Gohurhmgia, which is about 15 cofs from Run- 
cheet Ghurra, Goordat Sing, and Lowan Sing Bhang, and other chiefs, fent word to Mukkul 
Sing they ought to remain encamped that day, and after the arrival of Khurrun Sing they might 
march to whatever quarter they might ail approve, Mukkul Sing fent for anfwer, that as they 
were ready to inarch, they could not polhbly remain; thatKurru.nS|ng might join them in their 
next encampment, in the country belonging to Rajah Golaub Sing, But Mdher Sing agreeing to give 
Mukkul Sing feme preterits, he contented to ftay, and did not march away till near noon. 
After they marched about 12 cofs, they arrived, and encamped near Rerrampore, and went 
forth to plunder the villages of the Purgunnah Pehokundency of all their grain and feed,—To¬ 
day, the 12th, they remain encamped; thofe, and all the chiefs, being affembled, confulted, 
It is reported that letters from the army of Mahajee Sclmlia are received by the chiefs, but their 
particulars are not known,—They left the army, and went under the trees, were they field

The Governor General lays before the Board a tranflation ot a letter which he wrote yefter- 
day to the Nabob Vizier. 

COPY ®f a Letter from the Honourable John Mncpherfon, Efquirc, Governor General, to 
the Nabob Vizier; written on the 18th February 1785. 

On the 8th of this month Mr. Haftings finally refigried hi > office of Governor General, and 
the Company’s fervLe, and the (hip on which he embarked took its departure for England. 

I have (bcceeded to the office of Governor General; and your Highnefs will find me, in every 
refpedl, difpofed to iupporc your honour, and your alliance with the Company. It is my utmoft 
wifli to make that alliance fortunate to your Highnefs, your family and people, and ufeful.and 
honourable to the Englilh. 

Idie expences of the different wars in which the Company were lately engaged, have very 
much diflreffed their affairs: I have refolved to reduce the expences of the Company’s fervice 
in every department, and in every office, from my own to the lowed department of the Com* 
pany’s government. 

Unueceffiiry bodies of troops are to be reduced ; and thofe that are to be kept in pay are to 
be paid regularly. This was Mr. Hallings’s wifli alfo. 

The regiment of body guard of the Governor General, which your Hgihnefs lent to him, is 
among the corps to be ifitchaigecl from the Company’s pay and fcrvice. 

This regiment is, i undeciland, at prefent attending upon the royal Prince Mir?,a Jewan 
Buclit, &c. fee. Should his Royal Highnefs wifli to keep any of tliefe foldiers about his perfon, 
your Miglmefs will, from your politenefs and holpitality, give directions accordingly, though 
the pretence of an Englifli officer to command the foldiers in that event is not necefiary. 

With the reduction of the Company’s expences, I anxipufly wifli to leflen the expences to 
which your HighnelVs trealury is put on account of the Company’s tr&ops, and that of gratui¬ 
ties to the Company’s lervants in your dominions, imlefs 1 think it for the Company’s real 
fervice that your Highnefs Ihould order affy fuch allowance in future, or that you (hould be 
pleated to continue any allowances that are now granted. I hope your Highnefs will not grant 
any, or continue to order any to be paid, that are not recorded in the Company’s accounts. 

In cafe f Ihould be of opinion that your Highnefs Ihould fliew marks of your favour and gene- 
rofity to the Company’s officers and fervants, l fliall mention the bufinefs to the gentlemen in 
Council; and your HiglmeiVs generofity will then appear on the Company’s books: for it is fir 
that the Company (hould know, in every inftance, the allowances of their fervants, in their em¬ 
ployments at your Highnefs’s court, and in your dominions. 

When thefe matters are fully known rind recorded, much expence will be faved to your High- 
nc's, and 1 (hall have much lefs trouble from the applications of the Company’s fervants who 
wifh to have leave to refide at your court, and in your country. Betides that, the Company 
will have much fatisfaelion from an invariable regulation ia thele matters. 

Your Highnefs may be aflured, that every regulation tending to re (train the expences of the 
Company’s government, and of your own, is a regulation to (Lengthen the frieiulfhip that was 
eftabJiihed between them and your illuftrious father, and more flrongly with your Highnefs, 

1 have given a firm promife to fupport the regulations which Mr. Haflings fettled with your 
miniiters, for the increafe of yoyr revenues, and the fettlement of them" for five years. In 
every article my promife (hall be faithfully performed. I truft the utmoft attention is exerted 
to check the attempts of diforderly neighbours to plunder or difturb your fubjefb. 

Let me hear frequently of your health, and write to me as you would to a brother.—Major 
Palmer will prefent this letter.

whole detachment* Colonel Sir John Gumming has acquainted us, that, although his intelli¬ 
gence authorized him to believe that Scindia has given encouragement to the Seiks to invade the 
Vizier's dominions, he is yet not of opinion that any fteps will betaken by this chief of an 
hoitik nature. Sir John Gumming attributes the friendly intercourfe that had lately taken place 
between Sdndia and certain Sirdars of the Seiks, to a wim on his part of preserving the country 
which lie had lately taken under lus prote£lioti from being ravaged by thefe freebooters* and of 
diverting .the Company's attention from the ambitious meafures he was then purfuing to the 
defence-of the frontiers againft an invafion of the Seiks* 

27* In confluence of fome fufpicions entertained by the Vizier of the fidelity of Almafs Ally 
<Ca\vn, his Excellency had required another regiment of fepoys from tbeCawnpore Ration to re¬ 
inforce the troops at Lucknow, and Colonel iron fide had iffoed orders for the brigade under 
ids command to be ready to move on the earlieft notice; hut we have lately underitood that 
Almafs Ally Cawn has repaired to Lucknow, and that in conicquenee thereof the march of a 
-regiment to that place has been poftponed* 

2S* The grounds for the fufpicions entertained of the fidelity bf Almafs AHy Cawn appear .t® 
have refted oti his having withdrawn his family from Lucknow, and his having affembled a con- 
fulerable three under his command at Ids cantonments at Kodercote, not far from Secundra* 

29. From this general afpeft of affairs on the Weftern frontiers, you will readily admit that 
it is neceffary for us to be upon our guard p and while we are pu-rfuuig a fy/fom of moderation 
and pacific policy, to be prepared againft any hoftility or convulfioa among the neighbouring 
native powers : we have no immediate apprehenfiou from Scmdias ambition, nor do we ftifpeQ: 
him of an infidelity to his engagements, yet there is fo obvious a relation between the powers 
of the Mogul empire, which he has nffamed, and the conftitudona! claims of the Mogul 
^ower over the Vizier and his country, that we think it a neceffary pohey to be ready to reflfl: 
them; by adopting this fyftero, we employ the mofl likely means to prevent the affatiem 
•of Mogul claims by the Marattas,

Nabob’s treafury, by carrying a fimilar plan of {economical regulation through every connexion 
of our fervice with that of the Vizier, within his Excellency’s country ; and it estprefsly ftipu*- 
dares* that his Excellency Hull not pay any allowances or gratuity to any of the Company’s fer- 
vants, civil or military, within his dominions, that are not regularly recorded in his public ac¬ 
counts with this Government, This ftipulation appears, from the refult of late investigations* 
to he no lei’s requisite for the good of your fervice in genera!, than for the relief of the Vizier; 
and it is our fteady determination to enforce and maintain it as far as our beft exertions can eifeft 
fodefirable a purpofe. 

334 Although we have engaged* in confluence of the agree merit concluded by your late

34. The Accomptant General has t ran fmi tied tons, in confequence of our orders on the 1.3 th 
of laft December In ft, an account exhibiting the differences between the fuins monthly charged to 
the Vizier’s debit for the brigade at Cawnpore and regiment at Lucknow, as well as for the Putty 
Gbur detachment, and theadlual expence of the fame, as dated to him in two accounts from the 
Military Pay mailer General, and Accomptant to the Board of Ordnance. 

By this ftatement, which makes no allowance whatever for contingent charges, it appears that 
the fum charged to his Excellency the Vizier* for the brigade at Cawnpore, is ihort of the ac¬ 
tual expence, in the monthly fuin of current rupees 33,760, 12* 4; for the Putty Ghur detach¬ 
ment, in current rupees 49*287* n.S; and for the regiment at Lucknow* in current rupees 
984. 3. IQ. 

36. The Accomptant General’s letters and ftatements go numbers in the packet; and we 
believe that you will agree with us* that they furnifti no argument in fupport of the proportion 
made to us for dimimihing the fuhlidy now paid by his Excellency the Vizier for the troops at

Dear Sir, Calcutta* 4th March, 17S5* 

YefterdiyI had the pleafure of receiving your letter of the a iff February* enclofmg letters to 
me tronn Nabob Vizier and Ills minilters. It affords me great iatisfa£Hon that the Nabob 
Vizier and Ins minified are pleated with the reprefentatlons whlyh 1 made to them jr6fpe£fcively, 
on the occafion of Mr, Haffings’s departure and refjgnation of his office : My fubfequeiu letters 
to his Higlmeff* and to the mini (tors* 11 vder Beg Caw 11 and Mullein Beg Cavvn* winch wereen- 
olofed to you for prefen tat would add to their confidenceiu the moderation and juflice of my 

admin! ffratbn. ^ 

One of the heavy complaints of the Nabob Vizier was, the expence to which his government 
has been put by the allowances granted in various ways, and under different efUhlii[intents, to 
the Company’s civil and military fervants in his dominions; fuch allowances* milefs they have 
the ex profs approbation of the Company’s aclminift ration* and are recorded in the public accounts* 
are no Ids a grievance to the Vizier, than injurious to the Company^ fervice, and general in¬ 
fo re its, 

T have refolved, as the letter*to the Nabob Vizier, of which a tnnflation was font, would 
inform you, to bring all allowances and pen Hons from the Vizier’s treaibry, in the face of his 
account with the Company : my object is not ah unpleafant and invidious retrofpeft (which ffl- 
V ql, IV , 3 CL dot** 
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jdottv in any cafe forwards the public intereft) but to keep our accounts with the Vizier correct 
and j uft in future, that he may have no caufe, public or fecret, for not fulfilling his engagements 
with the Company, and that a correct adjuftment may take place in his dilburfements for the 
Company’s lervice, a meafure equally falutary to the refpe£Uve interefts of his and our own go¬ 
vernment, and conftituting the beft check to future intrigues. 

My predeceflor was often anxious to draw this line of Adjuftment, but he pofTdfed not the Op¬ 
portunities which now offer for its eftabhfhmem. The recent con? eft between the Nabob’s Mini- 
iters and the fervants of the Company at Lucknow have placed the fubje& of the Vizier’s re- 
fources, and the manner of their expenditure, in a clear view fully upon record; and, indepen¬ 
dent of the wiflies which Mr, Flattings bad equally with me, to draw the line of difburfement 
from the Vizier’s treafury to a juft and ©economical p red lion, prefent necejflity, and the honour 
of this Government, prds irrefiitibly for the adoption of the inealures which 1 have reconi mend¬ 
ed to the Vizier* 

Accounts are now making out of Ehe adhul charge to the Company of their troops and fer- 
vams in the Vizier’s country; thole charges exceed the ftibfidy, and yet the Vizier’s treafury Is 
without refource, 

Theapprehenfions lately entertained by the Vizier and his mmifters, from the deflgn of the 
Mahrattas, the incurfion of the Seiks, and the natural coniequences of the eftabli foment of a 
powerful State on the ruins of the Mogul power, in the neighbourhood of the Vizier, leave us 
little hopes of being able for a time to recall the Putty Ghur detachment, Our fecurity, and 
that of the Vizier, reft ultimately on our force, and not in our addrefs in negociation; and to 
place that force on a footing to enfure the peace of thefe and of the Vizier’s provinces, it mufl 
be regularly paid, and kept in readings to a£h 

For this purpofe I wifliyou to explain to the Vizier the abfolute neceffity of pumftuality in his 
kifts; and while you prefs that neceffity upon his mind, you may allure him, that 1 do not wilk 
a greater force than what is abfolutely neceflary for his own protection to remain in his domi¬ 
nions, and that the expence of It fhould be kept within the moll oeconomical bounds : I imagine 
a complete brigade in con flan t readinefs, and well paid up, will be equal to this fervice, with a 
few regiments of fepoys to be kept for the detail of internal fervice. The brigade fhould he kept 
invariably together, and the bazar of it fhould be left not in the hands of the Vizier’s fervants, 
but under the controul of the commander of our troops. This would relieve the Vizier from a 
heavy expence, which he now pays in lieu of that controul, and the interefts of the different offi¬ 
cers, European and native, in the brigade, will effedlual 3 y prevent any unjuft exercife of the con¬ 
troul of the commanding officer of the brigade over the bazar* 

I throw out this idea merely as a fpeculative one at prefent; I wifli to have no referve in fub- 
jedfcs of this nature* 

Cf the debt of our Government, current, bonded, and arrears, you have probably no correct 
idea relative to its magnitude; and that of the demands of the Pretldencies you can have no ade¬ 
quate conception* T he regulations of the late a£t of Parliament (of which I fend you a copy) 
are wifely reft t isSiive againft extenfion of dominion in India, It follows, then, that it is only 
from the field in our poffeftion, and our influence over that which we protect, that we can realize 
the funds that are neceffliry for our prefent exiftence, and againft future events* My colleagues 
have heartily united with me in the reduction of every poflihle expence; and they agree with me 
fully in opinion, that every aid that can be drawn from tberefources of Oude, confidently with 
the faith of our engagements, and the permanent good of the country irielf, will fcarcely be fuf- 
iicient, united With the utmoft reduction of'dur expences, and the moft fuccefsful collection of 
the revenues of thefe provinces, to maintain our force and our credit, or to fubftantiate the engage¬ 
ments which the Court of Directors have in a manner pledged to Parliament for the independence' 
of the Company. 

I leave the objedt to your general conflderation, as the befl comment upon my letter to the 
Vizier, and themeafures which ought to be adopted upon a general fyftem throughout the Com¬ 
pany’s provinces, and thofeof their protected allies* Mr.Haffings united with us heartily In the 
general fyftem of retrenchments before his departure* We are now carrying refolutions, adopted 
in council with him, into practical effect; and it w«ii be neceffary to inform the Company’s fer¬ 
vants at Lucknow, that they are not to remain excluded from the effects of a general fyfteoi of 
ceccnoniy and retrenchment—what they receive from the Vizier is in i"a£f received from the Com¬ 
pany, while he is fo much in arrears to them* 


Mr. Wombwell will be directed to lay before the Board, bona fide, all the allowances that are 
paid to the Company’s fervants, of whatever defcription, within the Vizier’s dominions, from 
the Vizier’s treafury, or from the Company’s paymafters.—Your own allowances, as the late 
Governor General's agent at Lucknow, lliould be mentioned with the reft—The Vizier, Ilup- 
pole, finds you a houie and fervants. Thefe particulars I would not mention but on the principle 
that, when real reforms are undertaken, they fhould begin with the conductors of thefe reforms. 
You will underftand that I haveihewn the example in my own family; yet 1 claim not any com¬ 
parative merit in this meafure—My predeceflors had not the opportunity that was offered to me, 
nor was the public diftrefs ever fo prefling as in the prefent moment—The feafon of the heavy 
collections is over—The demands of Madras and Bombay are tnoft prefling, and our arrears to the 
army are upwards of 50 lacks. You will inform Captain Polhill, and the officers in the body 
guard, that I have feit the moll painful reluChnce in the reduction of the body guard, and the 
transfer of it to the Vizier, without the Britifh officers—but 1 will not burthen the Vizier with a 
fingle officer, if I can help it. The officers of the body guard will find that fome of Mr. Haftings’s 
aid-de camps, that lived in myownfamily, are no longer in that or any eftablifhment of expence 
to the Company. This mull be my excule to Captain Polhill and the gentlemen of the late re¬ 
giment. , 

I fhall have the pleafure of writing to you more particularly very foon. You will find, that 
w.hile you arefo good as to remain in your prefent fituation, my correfpondence with the Vizier 
and hisminifters lhall pafs exclufively through your hands. Mr. Stuart and Mr. Stables have 
perufed your letters to me, and I communicate to them my correlpondence with you. 

They are much pleafed with the hopes you have given me, that we have little to apprehend 
from the Seiks. 

I had, in confequence of the hint I gave you about Major Browne, and the fixed determination 
of the Board to reduce every poffible expence, given Major Browne leave to return to the prefi- 
dency, before l had the pleafure of yourlaft letter. If you correfpond regularly with Mr. James 
Anderfon, he will give you every neceflary light for the Vizier’s information. 

I hope the Prince is well—Scindia will not hear of his return with any of our troops for his pro¬ 
tection at his father’s court—I imagine the Prince will not go without fuch a protection : If he 
wifhes to live at Benares or Lucknow in a private capacity (as the fons of cur Sovereign live among 
their fellow fubjeCts) humanity as well as policy requires that we lliould give him fuch an afylum, 
fince he has thrown himfelf upon and has been received into our protection. 

I lhall imagine that in time Scindia will have the addrefs to induce him to return to his father. 
I beg you to allure the Prince of my refpeCi for him, as the defcendant of a moft illuftrious race 
of men and of princes. I have a moft liberal confideration of his prefent fituation; and my regard 
for him, from the real good character which Mr. Haftings gave of him, and which many others 
have confirmed, is perfectly eftabiiflied. 

In this letter I have not aimed at either a formal orregular reprefentation in the ftyle of official 
bufinefs. 1 have given you my thoughts freely, that you may turn them as you can to public 
life, and the credit of my adminiftration.

To the Honourable John Macpherfon, Efquire, Governor General, and Members of the 
Supreme Council, iu their Secret Department, ' ' 

Honourable Sir and Sirs, 

I am honoured by the receipt of your letter of the 6th inflant. 

The reports you had heard of an incurfion made by the Seiks into Rohilcund were not without 
foundation ; they plundered the town of Chandowey, and partly thofe of Mauriddabad and Sum- 
bul. 1 knew from my own private intelligence of their approach to the banks of the Ganges, 
near Anopih* •>, but all the officers of the Vizier’s government maintained the ftridteit fiience ou 
the fubjedl of their approach, as well as of their croffing, and fublequent depredations : I omitted 
nothing upon this occafion which it was in my power to do, I prepared to take the field at an 
hour’s notice, and impatiently waited a requifition from his Excellency the Vizier for the march 
of a part, or the whole of the detachment. The requifition being delayed beyond my expectation, 

I ordered Lieutenant Colonel Knudibn, with 2 regiments and 4 guns, to he in readinefs for im¬ 
mediate fervice, and I reprefented in ftrong terms the urgent neceffity of their marching: They 
remained in this fit 11 at ion about 10 days : at lall 1 received the requifition, and next morning the 
detachment rrarched. Shortly afterwards, for the reafons mentioned in my letter to your Ho¬ 
nourable Board, under date the 4th inflant, the Vizier fent me a requifition for the march of the 
whole detachment: It accordingly marched immediately, except the 18th regiment; that re 
gimentlhad ordered to follow me upon the arrival of his Excellency the Vizier’s battalions, but 
the latter pro veil fuch an undifeiplined Rabble, that I could not entruft them with the prote&ion 
of the magazine, hofpital, cantonments, and all the property of the officers, befides the city of 
Furfockabad; this confideration, joined to my convidlion that the force now with me is more 
than equal to any thing that can be brought to oppofe me, has induced me to countermand the 
jjiarch of the 18th regiment from Futty Ghur. 

It mufl appear ftrange to your Honourable Board, that I have tranfmitted you no account of 
the late incurfion of the Seiks, I have more than once fat down with an intention of addreffing 
you on the fubjeCt, but found myfelf under fuch difficulty in what manner to treat it; for, as I 
have mentioned above, I received no information from the Vizier’s officers; all I had was derived 
from my own Hircarrahs. By my inflruiStions from your Honourable Board, I am placed en¬ 
tirely under his Excellency’s orders; without a requifition under hisfeal, I cannot march a com¬ 
pany : In one inflance (a mod neceffary one) I deviated from this rule, by marching a fmgle 
company which drew a fevere attack upon me in a rep refen tat ion to your Board. It relied folely* 
with his Excellency to command the fervices of my detachment towards the protection of the 
upper part of the province of Rohilcund; and in giving my opinion unafked, that the troops 
ought to march, I went further than I was well warranted to do by the fituation in which I am 
placed—hound to execute, hut not entitled to advice. The refpeit due to his Excellency made 
it improper for me to make any obfervations, as far as concerned him : and not doubting but that 
either he or the minifter would take occafion to explain this bufinefs to your Honourable Board, 
] wifhed to leave it to them, and fliould have continued ffilent but for your letter on the 
fubjedl. 

Before I quit this fubjefl, permit me to remark, that while the motions of the troops depend 
entirely on orders from Lucknow, thefe orders will generally arrive too late. Were a force to 
approach the frontier that I thought dangerous to the Vizier’s government, I certainly would not 
wait for orders from his Excellency, hut, confiding in the candour of the Board, would march 
without any requifition;' but in this cafe only would I take fuch a ftep. The incurfions of the 
Seiks, although very diilreffing £0 the country, are not of fuch a nature as to juflify a deviation 
from the rule laid down in my inflruclions. If it had, -however, depended on me, the troops, 
or at leaft part of them, would have been in the field early in December, becaufe the Seiks may 
he expelled, with a great degree of certainty, at the time of the Ganges becomes fordable. If 
I may venture an opinion with regard to the motive that induced his Excellency to decline 
calling on me, I think it was a wifh to convince your Board, and perhaps the country 
in general, that his own’ forces were equal to the defence of the weflern frontier.—To 
fum up what 1 have find, the Vizier and his minillers certainly may be the bell judges of the 
neceffity of having recource to our troops in the cafe of internal diilurbances, but were a foreign 
enemy is concerned, their refolves are much too flow. 

After the plunder of Chandowey, &cc. the Seiks, apprehenfive of having their retreat inter¬ 
cepted by a detachment of our troops, retired with their booty aerofs the Ganges, nor have they 
Vol. IV.

Underfhnding that the march of the troop* 
from Putty Ghur has alarmed Scindia, and the Mahratta government, I have judged it neceflary, 
both in my letters to Mulhar Baboo, and in my converfation with his Vakeel, to give the 
ftrongeft a durances of the fricndfhip and attachment of our government towards the Mahratta?. 
1 have begged him to inform Scindia, that the foie objedt of the march of this detachment was 
the defence of the Vizier’s frontiers from the incurfions of the Seiks. And I have added, that 
fliould the Seiks come down in fnch force that the Mahratta troops on this frontier fhould be 
unable to repel them, I am ready to aflift them.againft the Seiks, as a proof of the friendlhip of 
our government towards the Pateal. 

7 he morning I arrived here I received a letter from Major Palmer, written by order of hi* 
Excellency, acquainting me, that the Seiks having retreated, my continuance in this quarter, 
with the troops that marched with me from Putty Ghur, would be no longer neceflary ; and 
enclofing a requifiticn from his Excellency for my return to Putty Ghur, leaving Lieutenant 
Colonel Knud Ion, with two regiments of fepoys. I am fo fully'convinced of the bad confe- 
quences that would refult from this meafure, that I have reprefented to his Excellency, in the 
ftrongeft terms, through Major Palmer, the neceffity of my continuing here, at leaft till the 
ill: ot April, when the river will begin to rife; and that it will be highly proper that Lieutenant 
Colonel Knudfon, with two regiments of fepoys, fliould remain on this frontier till the 25th of 
April. Among other reafons, 1 urged, that the Seiks, who plundered Rohilcund, are now en¬ 
camped near Gouz Ghur, at the diftance of 35 cofs from hence; and that the Rubby harveft, 
upon which the colleftions chiefly depended, will very foon commence; that there is a frontier 
to defend extending upwards of 140 miles; and that two regiments of fepoys cannot afford to 
fend our detachments to any confiderahle difiance; that the immediate return of the troops 
would not only greatly alarm all the inhabitants of the frontier, hut ftamp an imprefllon of 
flu&uation in his Excellency’s councils upon all the neighbouring powers. I have, however, re¬ 
queued Major Palmer to inform his Excellency*, that if, notwithftanding what I have urged, he 
fhould repeat the requifition, I (hall think it my duty, in obedience thereto, to return to Futty 
Ghur.

EXTRACT of the Secret Letter from Bengal; dated the 25th of March 1765. 

Par 2. We were informed by Colonel Sir John Cumming, under date the nth ultimo, that 
in confequence of a requifition from hi s Excellency the Vizier, the probability of which hasbegn 
already mentioned to your Honourable Court, he fhould inarch from Futty Ghur the next 
morning with two regiments of fepoys, the Ruffollah of cavalry, and the artillery, leaving one re¬ 
giment at that ftation in charge of the cantonments and magazine, until the arrival of a battalion 
of the Nabob’s native troops, when that regiment alfo would proceed to join the detachment. 

3. The Colonel was f ill of opinion that thete was but little ground for his Excellency’s ap-' 
prehenfions with refpe& to the lafety of his country, but he approved of the movement of tfye 
troops towards the frontier, as, by fhewing that we were ready to a&, it might be a means of 
inducing Scindia to lay alide his hoftile intentions (if he fliould have formed any) upon the 
Vizier’s dominions, and it would alfo fecure the country from the ravages of the Seiks. 

4. The detachment of your troops under Sir John Cumming arrived at Anopflieer oft the 23d 
ultimo. 

5. The letters which we have received from that officer, bearing date the 23d and 27th 
February, and tranlmitted numbers in the packet, willTay before you the feveral circumftances 
that have come to his knowledge, in refpeft to the invasion of the Seiks. The laft letter will

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in form you that. the ^juries done by thcsfe people in the province of Rohilcund are by no means 
of fo feripus a nature as was imagined ; and it offers reafon to believe that the "Viziers furmifes 
of Sindm’s connexion with the Seiks for an■ invafion of his dominions, were founded more oil 
<ionje<Sure than on pofitive authority, We are led to tills remark from the following exiradt: 
of Sir John Curmrung’s addrefs to us of the 27th February *— rt Upon my arrival [that is 
** at Anopfhcer] aMahratta Vakeel waited on me with a letter from Mulhar Baboo, a perfcn 
4k in great truft ami confidence with Scindtn, and who rents all the diilri£ts fituated between 
w Delhi and this part of his Excellency t he Vizier’s dominions. This letter affuffesirie |asdid the 
<l Vackcel verbally) that the Mabraftas have given orders to all tbofe dependent on their 
** government, to afford every poflible affifbmce, in point of fupplLs to our troops;, whether 
4£ encamped on their frontiers, or palling through every part of their difidits, which, on this fub 
* £ of the river, -are in many places much blended with iliofe of the Vizier. 

6. Colonel Sir John Camming adds, that unlerfhmdmg that the march of the troops from 
Fatty film r had alarmed Scindh and the Maratta government, had judged it neceHury, in Ills 
letter to Mulhar Baboo, and in converfation with the Vackeel, to give the ftrongeft affunnees of 
the friehdftup and attachment of our government towards the Marattas : Sir John Camming had 
al.ftr dcfired him to inform Mahajee Scindui, that the foie object of the march of your detachment 
was the defence of the Vizier's frontiers from the incurfious of the Seiks; and fhould the Sdks 
come down in luck force that the Maratta troops on the frontier fhould be unable to repel them, 
that he was ready to afliff them againii the Seiks, as a proof of the f'rieftdfhip of the Englifh go- 
verameat toward the Fated, 

7, We are advifed by the Colonel, that on the morning of his arrival at Anoop/heer, he re¬ 
ceived a letter from Major Palmer, written by order of the Vizier, acquainting him "hat the Seiks 
having retreated, his continuance in that quarter, with the troops that marched with htm from 
Fatty Ghur, would be no longer neceffary, and eticlofing a requifition from Iris Excellency for his 
return to Fatty Chur, leaving Lieutenant Colonel Knudfon with two regiments of fepoys. The 
Colonel obferves, that he was fo fully convinced of the bad conlequences that would rdult from 
this meafure, that he had rep refen ted to his Excellency, in the llrongefl terms, the neceffity ot 
continuing at Anoopiheer, at leaii until the ift of April, when the river would b*gjn to rife; and 
that it would be highly proper that Lieutenant Colonel Knudfon, with two regiments of lopoys, 
Ihou d remain on the frontier until the 25th of that month. Sir John Camming appears to have 
\i rgc: tamong oth e r real bn s fur this ad v i ce, t h at t h e Se i ks wj h p pi u n dered Ro h \ 1 c uhd we re t h en,er i- 
camped near Gouzghur, at the dilfanceof 35 cofs from Anoopfheer; and that the rubhy b:\rveijt, 
upon which the col tactions chiefly depended, would very foon commence; that there was a fron¬ 
tier to defend extending upwards of 140 miles ; and that two regiments of Jbpoys could not afford 
to find out detachments to any eonftderable diftanee ; and that the immediate return of the troops 
would not only greatly alarm all the inhabitants of the frontier, hut ftainp an imprdiion of fluc¬ 
tuation in his Excellency's councils upon all the neighbouring powers* Colonel Sir John Cum- 
rdiog has however reque/ted Major Palmer to inform his Excellency, that if, rcarwiihftanding 
what he has urged, the requifirion fhould be repeated, he fiiould think it his duty, in obedience 
thereto, to return to Futty Ghur- 

8, In a late letter which your Governor General lias, received from Major Palmer/ bearing 
-date the 13 th ultimo, that gentle nan writes as follows: 


tK The late predatory invafion of the Seiks has been more discreditable than injurious to the 
** Vizier’s government. There has certainly been negleil in the Aumii of Rohilcund, as rheVi- 
4< zier pays for a force in that country more than adequate to its protection again ll fuch a defpi- 
<6 cable banditti as the Seiks; and the ghauts ihoukl Have been properly guarded as foon as the 
** river became tordable* The depredations made by thefe freebooters fail upon individuals, 
** and can in ho fliape affeft the public revenues.—They retreated nerofs flic Ganges on the firfl 
<£ appearance of the Vizier’s troops; and, although they are now affembled to the number (as is 
“ reported) of 20,000, on thewdlern fhcre of the Gauges, I have not the leafi apprehenlion of 
c their making another attempt to penetrate into the Vizier's dominions, as Sir John Camming 
4< detached two regiments on the fecond inftant to AnoopfHhfc, and was to follow with hi$ whole 
force on the 1 athr* 

Repeated arul uniform .accounts have been received through the public news-papers, and private 
intelligence, of encouragement given to this attack upon the Vizier’s poffeffii^ijs hy Mabajee 
Scinilia, and of his having engagrd to fbpport it by *a Mahratta force* 1 did not give implicit 
credit to ihtle reports, but the poffibilicy of their being true was fufficient caule for not negledting 
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them; [ thertftawr recommendedCG the Vizier to require theaclun] march of the Futty Ghur de¬ 
tachment, and the preparation for it of the brigade at Oawnpore. The latter is now fufpendoc! 
as unneceffhry, fince Sir John Cmuming is in the field, and Seindia has folenmly di(avowed to 
Mr, Anderloa having excited theSeiksto ravage the Vizier’s country. 

9, One of the iaft letters which your Governor General has received from Major Palmer is 
dated the 24th uit : , and contains the following paragraph: Ci The Seiks have entirely evacuated 
“ the frontier of the Vizier’s dominions, and every thing within them is in a date of tranquillity, 
u without theleaft appearance of further difturbance or obliruction in the collections.” 

tS. We are advifed that the minifter and Almafs Ally Cawn continue on terms of cordiality 
and confidence, and that there is not the fmalteft apprehenlion that this good undemanding will 
be interrupted, fince fo much encouragement has been given to both to rely on our proteih mi and 
fupport r wbitft clv'v difeharge their refpe&ive duties for the advantage of the two governments; 
and. as they know how effentially their own honour and interefts depend upon their zeal and fide¬ 
lity^ there can be no doubt of their bell exertions. 

10. A letter was written by your Governor General to Major Palmer on the 4th inftant, and 
is recorded on our proceedings ofth* 8th. This letter was in explanation of thefentiments of the 
Board, conveyed by the Governor General to the Vizier, in his letter of the 4th of March, The 
Vizier’s anfwer has been received to it, and his Excellency hasexprefled his fatisfaclion at the re- 
folutions of your government, that all allowances, peniions, or gratuities, of whatever nature, 
paid out of his treiftury to your civil or military fervants, Ihouid be reeprded ii> his public ac¬ 
counts, and chat our retrenchments fhould he extended to every branch of his Excellency’s fer- 
vice that was conducted by them. The Vizier has promifed to furnifh a particular ftatement of th* 
allowances paid out of his treafury to thofe gentlemen, and it will be forwarded in courfe to your 
Honourable Court, We think it proper to tranfmit the Governor Geneiafs letter on this in- 
terefting fubjedfc, as well as the Vizier’s anfwer, No. 1 in the packet. 

20. It appears, by the laft advices which we have received from your Accomptant at Luck¬ 
now, that the balance due on the ill inftant, from his Excellency the Vizier to the Honourable 
Company was Fyz d 16 S a S a 1^28,45,885. o 3. 

2 t, Yonr Governor General, on laying before us fome letters that he had received from the 
Vizier’s minifters, and from Almafs Ally Cawn, which enclofed nnzzers, or ufual prefertts of 
refpeftto the llation which he fills, took this occafion of deliring our ientiments with rega d to 
the receipt of fuch prefents; obferving that the queftion was only of importance to himielf, 
and Hood connected with the public credtCand intereftsof government ; and, that in every matter 
which related to that intereft in any degree, he wifhed to confult the opinions of his colleagues* 
Our ideas upon this fubjedf are leparately recorded on our confultations of the uthandaad 
inftant.

Honou rab le S i r, a nd SI rs, 

In obedience to your orders of yefterday’s date, I have now the honour to lay before you the 
account fhewing the amount of his Excellency the Nabob Vizier’s debt to the Honourable Com¬ 
pany at the end of February 1784, and how far it has been increafej or diminifhed, according to 
the lateft information received from the Accomptant at Lucknow. 

I mull however obferve to the Honourable Board, that upon attempting to form the journal 
entries required upon the Honourable Company’jfe genera! books of the year 1 782-3, of the tranf- 
a&ions which had in that year taken place in the military Pay mailer General’s department, 1 per¬ 
ceived that the want of the accounts of the Paymaftcr to tlie Bombay detachment, at the time 
when the Iaft adjuftment was made between the Nabob’s account current, as ftat-d by the Re- 
fident and Accomptant at that ftation, and the general books of the Prefidency, had led me into 
an error, the actual expence of the Candahar cavalry being coniiderably more than I had efimauJ 
it at, owing to my not being officially advifed of the gratuity of CR 5 79,920, which had wen paid 
to the Candahar chief by the Nabob’s defire, and the augme ntation of CR S 3,154. 7. 4, which, 
in conformity to the lame caufe, had been made to the fum monthly to be received by them.

Perceiving this, I thought it incumbent upon me to nddrefs the military Paymnfter General a 
public letter upon the fubjeiSf, on the 17th December 1784, resetting him to furnilh me with 
an accurate and complete account of the lums which ihould be charged to the Nabob's debi t, on 
account of the expence of his corps. Ivt compliance with this requett, he transmitted me, about 
the middle of bit month, an account of the payments made by the Paymafter of the Bombay de¬ 
tachment on tins account; but as this did not accord with what I could not hut officially know to 
ha the cafe, I returned this to him, and pointed out the alterations which I conceived JliouId be 
made in it: This, I underhand, the iicknefs of one of his native affi Hants, who had charge of 
this alteration, has hitfeejtop re ve r Ue d h 1 m fro m doing: W h ene ver it Hi all h .ave h een c om p le 1 ed, 
it will then become my duty to point out its effects upon the amount of the (bbt due from his Ex¬ 
cellency the Vizter to the Honourable Company; this will however not occasion any alteration 
in the accompanying, as it will equal what then was, and what now is, Hated to be due from his 
Excellency on 29th February 1784, and 31 it December 1784* It was however a matter on 
which 1 could not but remark to the Honourable Board, in an add refs which particularly con¬ 
cerned the fubjedt to which it related,

The GoVeitrorGeneral lays before the Board the following letters from Major Painter; and 
translations of thofe fiom the Prince, arid Akber Ally Cawn, ericloled in it, 

DtJar Sir, Lucknow, 29th March 1785* 

I have the honour to tranfmit to you a letter from the Shah Zada, and one from his unde, 
Ally Akber Cawn. Iam not acquainted with the contents of thefe letters, having been fimply 
dcfned to forward them to you. 1 believe that they do not contain any fubjedt of buliiiefs. 


The Prince is in good health and fpirits; and aj^peari to be happy; the Vizier treats him 
with the greateft refpeCt, and mol) unremitting attention. I underihnd that the agents of 
Scindia are tampering whb hifcr td throto Bimfelf upon tfte gerierb'lfity and good faith of their 
principal; hut a$ his Hfgllrtefe has ndt hiififelf cornftiif hitdt&d to tee the offers made to him, 1 
apprehend ftiat he does not think them deferviflg 6 f afriy feflotiS coitecferatiori. 

You will have been informed by Mr. Anderfon of the /tirreridef of Agra to Sciriciia; the fort of 
Ally Gluir, on the confines of the Vizier's dominions, and in the pofleflipn of the family of the 
late Ameer vt Amrah Afrafiah is nbtf the £nly plitc of Urength which Is not brought 

under the power and authority of Sfci rid fa, arid th>s p1’;vc£ tie will immediately proceed to attack. 
The widow and other relations of Afrafiah Cawn, reiiding in the place, have folicited, through 
Sir John Cumming, an nfylum in the cfomin ions'of the Vizier, which his Excellency lias con- 
fen ted to grant to them; Scindia can have no pretext for being difpleafed with the Vizier upon 
this occafion. T he family of Afrafiah Cawn are neither the fuiSjeCts or ferVants of ScindTa, and 
if they were, he could not complain of a proceeding of which he has fet the example in his pro¬ 
tection of Cheit Sing againft our Government, under the aggravated circumftances of rebellion 
and maffacre. Neither has Scindia been in the leaft fcrupalotis iiY meafures which affVCfed the 
intereft or dignity of the Vizier, when they tended to promote his own views. Befides this con- 
fideration, I am perfuaded that the Vizier is more likely to obtain from Scindia th.it refpeft and 
juftice to which lie is entitled by the exercite of his rights on all occafipns, than by the forbea'^ 
ance of theiri. Thefe are alfo the feritiirients of Mr. Anderfon upon this fubjedt. 

Mr. Womb well has communicated to me your defire, that I fliould apply to the Vizier in your 
name for payment in money to GfcVpaul Drifs of die Company’s bond, at the period which the 
Board have directed Mr. Wombwell to pay it. It will be very inconvenient, if not impracticable, 
for the Vizier to comply with your with in this point, becaufe he has made a provifioii for pay¬ 
ment of his kift to the Company of the'fame period, in bills of exchange, and if an alteration in 
that arrangement' cotild be effected, it would be attended with confiderable lofs to him, wliilft 
GopauMDofs#cnn fufter more by taking bills from Mr. Wombwell inltead of cafli. The houfe 
of Gopaul Dofs has indeed frequently nd\'aiteed riioriey upon the exigencies of Government, but 
in no in ft ance that I am acquainted with without taking unufunl advantages for themfeives. I 
have not yet mentioned the fubjedt to the Vizier, as there is yet time for your further corifidehi- 
tten‘of it, after Which; if Voii fhould ftill wifh that Gopaul l)ols fTiould be indulged, I am per- 
luaded that on your account the Vizier will endeavour to efledt it. 

When I receive vOur’particular opinion refpedVmg the Mootyana troops, I will give you the 
beft information whicli fhali be in my power of the practicability of iuch an eHablifkment as may 
afford fhbftantial aid in a foreign war. The troops under this denomination ccnlilt of hone and 
foot; they are not aCtually railed by or paid by Government, but a fpecifiq number of each de¬ 
scription is'allowed tbthe refrioCtive aumils for the fervice of their collections, and the expense 
deduced from their rents. 1 do riot know of any regulations to enforce the obligation of the 
Aurtfils to keep un the ftipvflated riuriibers, arid it may he fuppofed that they make great advan¬ 
tages of this omiftion. 1 am afraid that this abufe has fubiifted fo long, that it would be dinLuIt 
to find renters, if it ftiould be correCted, and no equivalent be made for it.

Dear Sir, 


Lucknow, the ill April, 1785* 


f have had the honour to receive your letter of the 20th pall. 


The Prince and Vizier have been feme days hunting at feveral cofs diftancefrom hence, which 
has prevented mv communicating to the former your commands, in anfvver to his application for 
the continuance of the body guard. The corps flill attend him from the Vizier, and [ am certain 
that he will acqmefce in your rea foils for transferring it from the Company’s to the Vizier’s for- 
vice, and be much pleafed with your hindnefs and attention in the offer of a guard from the re¬ 
giment Rationed here. 


Since my Lift, the Prince lias fent his uncle Ally Akbar Cawn to communicate to me the pro¬ 
posals made to him by Bow Buxey, in the name of Mahajee Scindia, for his Royal Highness 
return to court. Thefe were fo advantageous to the Prince, that, if faithfully complied with, 
they would have rendered him independent of Scimlta. This convinced me they were infidious, 
and l earneiUy recommended that the Prince fhould not Cruft to proniifes, however flattering 
they might appear, but inftffi f upon fecurity for the due performance of them ; as without it he 
would expofe bis dignity, his fucceffion, and even his life, to the greatell hazard. I have lb me 
grounds for believing that Bow Buxey had made conhderable prog re Is in this negociation, anden- 
terrahed fanguine hopes of fuccefs. It was conduced with great fecrefy ; and I believe that 
fome perfons in the confidence of the Prince had been gained to prevail upon him, and upon the 
V Izier, to accept the offers pro poled* Ally Akbar Cawn was one of the laft perfons to whom the 
Prince difcloled the real hate of the tranfacUon, and lie urged the Prince to inform me of it, and 
to afk my advice, 1 did not hefitate to declare my feminients, although a pevfon in the Entered 
of Scindia (as [ am told) was font by the Prince with his uncle* 1 confider the interells 
of the Company and the Vizier, in the prefent Bate of the Mahratta power, and the 
Lutetian which the Shah’s authority will give to the exercife of it, as deeply involved 
in the fate of the Prince Pie is the only perfon of the reigning family not under the 
abfolute controulof the Mahrattas, and wbilil he continues under the protection of the Vizier 
and the Company, their ulurpation mull he incomplete; but, if he fhould fall under their power, 
it will be perpetuated, and the coufecjuences of their being permanently eftablifhed in the autho¬ 
rity of the empire would he truly alarming to the peace of the Vizier’s and the Company’s do¬ 
minions* I learn from Major Browne, and with ailonifhment, that Scindia, in the prefent im¬ 
perfect Bate of his authority and power, has given you a fa tuple of the cotidudl which may be 
expected from him whenever thefe may be firmly eftahiifhed, by having actually prevailed upon 
the bhnh to make a demand upon your Government for his tribute. Such a requlfotion, in the 
unqualified manner in which Major Browne has flared it, to me appears link fhort of open de¬ 
fiance. But from the true afpebl of Scindia’s affairs, and from the total filence of Mr. Ander- 
ibn, I am inclined to think that Major Browne has been misinformed, either as to the fact, or to 
the clrcumftances which may attend it. Ee this as it will, 1 have privately atm fed Colonel Iron- 
fide and Cob Gumming of it, that they may make early preparation for any event. 1 obferve 
alfb, by the news-papers, that Scindia is in treaty for the aid of a body of SeEks, Thefe dreum- 
ifonces, however they may he mil rep relented or nu; under flood, make it incumbent to he upon 
011 r gu a rd in this qu a i te r* 

You may rely upon n provision For the fubfihence of the Futty Glmr detachment, fo long as 
it may be neceffary to employ it for the defence of the Viziers dominions; all that is required is 
what you have already notified your approbation of, viz. the him to he paid to the Company, in 
the courfe of the year, ihatl not exceed the engagement made with the late Governor General, 
for the next year other refomces mull be found, if it Ihall be judged expedient to continue the 
detachment. 


Sir John Gumming is Bill with his whole detachment at Anoopfoire, hut his remaining there 
would be entirely unneceffary, if the incursions of the Seiks alone was to he apprehended. '1 he 
fufpicious appearances in the comlu& of Scindia, and the vicinity of the Nabob’s frontier to the 
Icene of his operations, give great uneaimefs to the Vizier and his adtmg min tiler, and make 
them defirpus of obviating any hnd defigns which Scindia may entertain, by preparing to refift 
them ; and if thefe appearances fliould be kept up, it may be expedient to (hew a more determined 
refolution to repel any injury or inful:, by marching the Cawnpore troops to the banks of the 
Jumna.

I am direfted to acquaint you that the Governor General has received yourlettets, hearing date 
the 29th ultimo, and ift and 7th inftant, ami that he has laid the lame before the HonouiaWe 

Board. 

The Governor General coincides with you in the opinion which you have expretled, that t»e 
interefts of the Company and the Vizier, in the prefent ftate of the Maratta power, and the func¬ 
tion which the Shaw’s authority will give to the exercife of it, are deeply involved in the fate oi 
the Shaw Tada: and they truft that his Royal Highnefs will not allow himfelt to attend to any 
overtures-that mav he made to him on the part of the Marattas, however fpec.ous and plauiible, 
that may not be conlidered by this government, and his Excellency the V lzier, as likely to pro- 
mote his Royal High nefs’s welfare. 

The Governor General allures himfelf that the Prince is well inclined to a St in conformity to the 
wi fries of the Board; and trutts that no arguments will be untried by you, nor any attention to his 
Royal Highnefs left unlliewn, which can confirm him in fucha difpoiition* 

Sdndia’s fuppott of the Shaw’s claim to payment of tribute, conveys fome ferious doubts of 
hi^real intentions towards the Company and the Vizier ; and particular inftrufrions have there-- 
fire beeu fent to Mr. Anderfon, which he willufe asoccafion may require. Mr, Anderfon has 
been direih-d to be early in his communications to you upon all matters that relate to the iecin »ty 
of the Vizier’s country, that you may inform his Excellency thereof; and the Governor Oenral 
hopes that die Vizier Will conform to any arrangements that Mr. Anderfon may iuggdr, anc 
admit the operation of any orders that he may iffue, while he remains in Scindia s c:mip v to Goione 
Ironftde and Colonel Sir John Gumming, for the fafety ot the Nabob’s dominions, in any extic- 
vnitv that may require fuch orders. I have the pleaiure to acquaint you, that the Board appime 
your caution, in advifing Colonel Ironfide and Colonel Sir John Camming ot Scindias conduc ni 
refpe£l to the tribute, that they might make early preparation for any event. 

The Governor General inftrudts me to inform you of his defire, that you allure the Nabob V i~ 
z.ier, in the ftrdflgeft terms, of the determination ot this government to lupport his Excellency $ 
authority and rights againft the encroachments of any power whatioever; and acquaint him, at the 
fame time, that, as every meafurafhouldbe taken to render al&rtive the views of Mahajee Scindia 
Vol. IV.

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To Major William Palmer, at Lucknow. 
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And to meet the pofftbilityof their heating an hoflile tendency to the Vizier’s government:, the Go¬ 
vernor Genera I fubmitsto him the expediency of placing a garnfoti of the Company’s troops, de¬ 
tached from Cawnpore, in the fort of Allahabad, and repairing the place fo as to put itintoa ftate 
of immediate defence; that means fhould be ulfo taken for drawing together, and preparing for 
afftiat fervice, fuch native cavalry as are in the pay or dominions of his Excellency, and are not 
abl’oiutely required for the collection of his Excellency’s revenues; and that directions fhould be 
immediately given for repairing, and putting into a proper ft ate of defence, all the places he pof- 
feffes along the weftern frontier. The Governor General confiders it as unfortunate, that a large 
body of the regular Mogul cavalry, lately diftbarged by the Vizier, havearris’ed with their com¬ 
mander mScindht’s camp, and were to be enlifted in his fervice; and he obferves, that if theiren- 
gagements with Scindia have not actually been concluded, it would he an ufeful and meritorious 
fervice to both governments, to pel fuade them to return, and, on their doing fo, to liquidate any 
claims that they may have to arrears of pay ; and lie is pleated to recommend the fame through 
you to the Vizier’s particular confideration. 

The Governor General approves of the opinion which you have exprefTed on the overtures fa hi 
to have been made by the leading chiefs of the Seiks for an alliance with the Company and the Vi¬ 
zier againft the Marattas; and would be pfeafed if the Vizier fhould encourage their advances, 
but not meet them, excepting by general affuranees, until the real deflgns of Mahajee Scindia 
ill all have been after tamed to be of an inimical nature. 

The Governor General wiflies that you would he very watchful of the conduct and negociations 
that may be carrying cm through any channel between Scindia and the principal chiefs in the Vi¬ 
zier’s country, and that your communications to him be frequent and minute upon every fubjeiSt 
ufeful to the information of government at this or ids* 

I am further directed to inform you, that various reports exift of extraordinary demands made 
by BowBuckfey upon his Excellency the Vizier, hut that no attention is paid to fuch reports, as 
you have not taken any notice of the fuppoled matter of them in your corrdpondence with the 
Governor General,

In cafe of public commotion, and in the event of the 3d brigade and Sir John Cumining’s de¬ 
tachment being called into fervice againft the Marattas, the Governor General deems it neceffary 
that the Bazars of the camp fhould be well fupplied under the refponfibiliry of the commanding 
officer; and wifhes, therefore, that the Vizier’s cutwals iliould be withdrawn : You are defired to 
inform his Excellency accordingly.

The Governor General lays before the Board the following letter from Major Palmer. 


Lucknow, the 11 th April 1785. 

Dear Sir, 

I have the honour to tranfmit to you letters from the Vizier and his a< 5 Hng minifter, in expla¬ 
nation of feveral points upon which Raja Gobind Ram acquaints them you have defired him to 
communicate your fentiments. 


His Excellency and his miniiler feel very great concern that their conduct, in any in Ha nee, 
fhould have appeared contrary to your w ifhes or expe&ations, with which they are fincerely de- 
Hrous to comply, on every occafion, to the extent of their abilities. They are perfuaded that you 
will never require from either any meafures which you do not conceive to be for the honour and 
advantage of the Vizier and his government, and they truft that you will giye them credit for the 
fame difpofition towards you. ,* 
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The explanations contained in their letters will, I hope, prove fatisla&ory to yon, and thevv 
that tome points have been mifur.derftood, and others attended with circumlunces which rendered 
it impracticable for the Vizier to a 61 in them as you might wifh. 

I am convinced that yon are too juft to give implicit belief to any rep tefentat ions made to you, * 
until informed by enquiry from hence; and you may rely upon it that no information, of which 
I may be the channel of conveyance, (hall intentionally deceive you. 

The Vizier and his minifter earned!y hope that you will not find it inconvenient to communi¬ 
cate your fentiments direftly to themfelves upon any tranfaftion which you may think requires 
explanation, as they are expofed to additional uneafinefs from the polfihiiity of imperfect or ex¬ 
aggerated representations oFyoui difapprobation by others. 

TheFutty Ghurr detachment has been unqueftionably a heavy and unneceflary burthen upon 
the Vizier, without any profpeft of fervice from it, proportioned to the expence of maintaining 
it; until this year, that the unexpected progrefsof the Mahrattas, in the fubverfionjofthe Mogul 
power, has given furious caufe of alarm for the Gfety of the Vizier’s dominions; and unfortu¬ 
nately it is at this prccife time that the Vizier is lead able to fqppprt the charge. He Hands en¬ 
gaged to the Company for three-fifths of his complete revenue within the year; and, to fulfil his 
engagement, has iubmitted to many retrenchments in his public and dotneftio expences ; the re ¬ 
mainder of his income will barely fuffice for unavoidable diibudements. He is willing cc defray 
the charge of the detachment during the appearances of aneceffity for its fervices, without availing 
him (elf of the reference made upon it to the Company : He only requires that its fubfiftence (hall 
be furnUhed from the fum for which he is engaged to the Company this year, and (land as a charge 
againfi him to be liquidated in the next; and that he (hall he totally relieved from the burthen of 
it asfoon as the fituation of affairs will fafely admit of the prote&iou of his territories being aligned 
to his own troops. 

I imagine that Rajah Gcbin Ram mull have miftaken your meaning, refpe&ing a failure in the 
regular difeharge ot the dated kilts to the Company : They have to this time been paid witli a de¬ 
gree of pun&uality which I believe hat been feldom exceeded by any government in its pecuniary 
engagements* 

The Vizier is now deiirous, as you will obferve, of being entirely releafed from the ftipends 
which he has granted to tfb'e Company’s fervants, that he may he enabled to make greater exer¬ 
tions f:r*he common intereft. Thefe allowances, during my agency here, have been little more 
than nominal; only one lack of rupees having been advanced upon them. They are a fodree of 
great uneafinefs and vexation to me, of which neither the Vizier nor his minifter participate, as I 
have never been importunate with them for payment. 

T have had the honour to prefent your letter to the Prince, in anfwer to his application for the 
continuance of the bodyguard. He is very fenfible of your defire to do him honour, and to give 
him weight in the eyes of the natives, by permitting an officer’s guard from the Company’s troops 
to attend his perfon. At prefent the corps, lately under the command of Lieutenant Polhil!, 
continues to he his guard. But if the Vizier (hould (hew a defire of retaining it about his own 
perfon, the Prince will apply for a guard, conformably to your offer. 

The Prince is determined to decline any treaty with Scindia for his return to court, imlefs under 
the guarantee of your government. Scindia cannot rtjedl the mediation of a common friend, 
without evincing that his deiigns arc infidious. 

I beg leave humbly to offer it as my opinion, that your becoming the guarantee of engagements 
between the Prince and Scindia would he productive of folid advantages both to the Company’s 
and the Viziers governments, as you would thereby cftabiifh a check upon the proceedings of 
Scindia, and acquire a title to indulgence in future meafures for the benefit of the Company, 
which may be fuppofed to require the (aniflion of the Royal authority. 

The renunciation of the tribute, and of all claims upon the Dooab, and every part of the 
Vizier’s dominons, both, from the Shah and the Mahrattas, are points of great and immediate 
importance to tire peace and fecurity of the Company’s governments, and that of the Vizier. 
Thefe conceffions might probably be obtained, as the price of permitting Scindia to proceed in 
his views cf reducing Ally Ghurr, and poffeffing himfelf of the countries in the Dooab Weft 
ward of the Viziers. His being in pofleffion of thofe countries would be no longer* a caufe of 
alarm, when the above-propofed renunciations (hould leave no poffzble pretext for giving 
difturbancc. 
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l a 0 110t Tee upon what pretence either the Company or the Vizier can obfirua the plans of 
Scindia fa lone as he refrains from hoftilities again it their actual po.Teffions. I apprehend that, 
until he offers feme direft injury or infult, we Mould not be juAllied m any Aronger meafure 
than providing againft- the confequences of Jiis becoming too formidable tor a neighbour. 

Unon this principle I obferve, with great concern, that Colonel Sir John Cumming is taking 
ttfealures, which cannot but appear to Scindia as decidedly unfriendly. Sir John has encamped 
with a part of his detachment within a few cofs of Ally Ghurr, and, as I underlhnd, beyond 
the Vizier’s jurifdi&ion, and has given a meeting to the Kelladar; and although tins interview 
was I believe, for no other purpofe that to offer an afylum in the \ im s territories to the 
family of Afrafiab Khan, his Excellency is very uneafy at the effbas which.he is apprehenfive 
thefefteps may produce in the mind of Scindia, and has this day written to Sir John, requiring 
his return to Ms former poA at Anopflieer, which will as effetaally coyer the V.ziers country 
as that which he now occupies, and remove all entile ot alarm and jealoufy irom Scint.ia* I 
' obferve' too that Mr. Anderfon is uneafy at the indications, which the movement of Sir John 
Cumming gives, of oppofuion.to the plans of Scindia. 

Ambaiee, on the part of Scindia, has been for fome days paA negociating with the Seiks, and 
ns I believe at length lent a plan of alliance for the approbation ot Semdia. Mr, Anderlon 
does not think that their conjunSion has any objeft inimicable to the Vizier or to the 

Company.

relief of my concerns* The affairs of iny country and property, and of tee Company ^go^ein^. 
merit, through friendfifep are the fame: Such matters depend upon your kimlneis, Aon will 
learn full particulars from the letters of Major Palmer,—With rdpeft to the expenses ol the 
rentlerneii who are here, \ have before written in a covered manner. 1 now write plainly, that 
T have no ability to give money to the gentlemen, becaufe I am indebted many lacks ot rupees to 
the bankers, for the payment of the Company 1 ?; debt. At the time of Mr* Hmhngss departure, 

1 reprefented to him that 1 had no trefoil fees for the ex peaces of the gentlemen. Mr. ^ Hail mgs 
haying af ertained my diftrefled fituation, told me, that after his arrival m Calcutta he would 
confult with the council, and remove from hence the expenses of the gentlemen, and recasl 
every perlon except thS gentlemen in office hero. At this time, that all the concerns a! \, 
pendent upon you, amCfou have in every point given eal'e to my mind, according to Mr. 
Baffmgs’s agreement, I hope that die expences of die gentlemen may be removed from me, and 
that you may recall every perlbn refilling here beyond the gentlemen in office* Although Major 
Palmer does not at this time demand any thing for the gentlemen, and l have no ability vo give 
them any thing, yet the cullom uf the Fnglifh gentlemen is, when they remain here, tney wnl 
in the end aflk cor fomethmg : This is hell, that they ihould be recalled.

I have now determined m 
dffband them, after latisfymg them : hut I confider it proper to guard the gauts uritil Cheyte, till 
when the fords continue; after that, when the river be full, fo large an army will not be wanted 
at the f bants, Irt this cafe I requeft your advice, that as the army 1$ on a reduced and laving

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eftatiliftiment, if you chufe I will keep the battalions until Cheyte; or, if your order, I will 
diftnifs them immediately. Captain Frith will have no concern in the battalions, commandants 
belonging to me will command them, With refpetft to Lieutenant Polhill's battalion, which, 
•with other gentlemen, is in attendance on the prince, you ordered meto learn his Royal Highnefs’s 
with; and that if he Should be defirous to keep them, they might remain a little time with him. 
Upon learning his defire, I, confirmaMy to your in fir unions, have con Tented to retain the battalion 
a little time, but 1 did not fpeak about retaining Lieutenant Polhili and the other gentlemen, nor 
does he continue with me in this command .—1 merely wrote to you in obedience to his Royal 
Highnefs’s defire, requeuing that Lieutenant Polhili alone might remain, the approbation or refuIM 
of which depends entirely upon your pleafure; I have no ability to maintain the battalion with 
the gentlemen. I defire nothing but your fatisfadlion, and hope that fuch orders as relate to the 
friendfhip between the Company and me, and as may be your pleafure, may be written </i your 
own private letters to me through Major Palmer, and in your letters to the Major, that he may, 
.in obedience to your orders, properly explain them to me, and whatever may be fettled lie may 
firft in fee ret inform you of it, and afterwards I may write to you, having, learnt your 
pleafure. In this way the fecrets will be known to your "mind alone, and the advice ol all ti e 
concerns will be given in a proper manner. For further fccurity, I trouble you again with my 
ret] u eft that you will not Men to the rep re fen tat ions of interefted perfons, in refpfccl to my con¬ 
cerns; for in this cafe my affairs are difgraced, and the bankers, from whom I have borrowed 
many lacks towards paying the kills to the Company, are alarmed. I labour from my heart and 
foul to prefer ve your fatrsfaiftion, and you, from your kindnefs, are inclined to maintain the plan 
and agreement which has taken place; therefore to give entrance to interefted perions is laying the 
bafes of difagreementJ I hope from you favour that, in the concerns between me and you, no 
'interefted may be admitted to hear the fecrets between the Company and my (elf and your 
xorders. 



From the Vizier: Received the 21'ft April 1785. 

In every way.I hope for advantage to my affairs from you; I therefore, thinking it in mv 
rniind to be proper, I write to you that I am entirely fet at eafe by the Company’s army. The 
Seiks are villians with.two faces, and always refide in the neighbourhood of Delhi. The 
country on the other fide of the river belonging to his Majelties Khaifa, and under the lata 
ZabelOr Khan, 1 extends to the gauts of the river, in the neighbourhood of my country——the 
Seiks often come there, This is not under my authority, that 1 fliouM expel them from it; and 
'from a long period of years the cafe is, that the Chiefs of Delhi do not properly furnifii them, 
for the jpunifhihg of them is no fuch great matter; for the punilhing ol this.generation of double- 
faced villians no additional expence is required. The Governor General, Mr. Haftings, when 
he difeovured my diftrefled fttuation, engaged to remove the brigade of Futty Ghurr, and from 
my forefiglit of events got leave to retain four battalions, which I bad fpoken for additional 
lecurity, which four battalions fllould be Rationed at Futty Gliur, under the command of one 
officer hi my confidence, and fhoukl whenever neceffary, bo lent under an Aumil to feitle the 
Mahals of Saundy, &c. which are udder the Aumil of Kherrabad ; and alfo fome Mahals belong¬ 
ing to ft here! ii, &c. in that neighbourhood, and ftiould return to Futty Gliur, and the expences 
of the four battalions, which confift ol three thoufand men, and nine guns, being fixed at twenty- 
five thoufand rupees, in each month, are upon a reduced and laving ellabli foment; accordingly, 
at the time of the dillurbnnce ol the Seiks, my old battalions, which were Rationed in Kherrabad, 
and were lent to Berelli for the ptetedlion of the gauts, and the new-raifed battalions, were feat 
to Kherrabad. &c, where it is determined, thar for the Malials belonging to Almafs Ally Khan, 
which extend from the other fide of the river from Anopfoeer, &c. the hariemen of a few battalions 
From the horfemen and old battalions in my fervice, attached to Ilmafs Ally Cawn, lhould be 
lent to AnopOieer with artillery, that from that quarter alfo, making an attack upon the Seiks, ' 
they lhould at the fame time protect their own country: Atth.it time :t letter arrived to this 
purport—that the f 1 titty Ghnr brigade lhould remain there until the difturbauces of the well ward 
be compofed. I, who am obedient to your orders, countermanded the march of Almafs Ally 
Khan’-s people to Anopfheer, and did not objedl to Colonel Cumming’s march, becaufe, as long 
■ as yon conceive 1 no doubt of my readinefs to execute your will, one brigade of the Company’s 
troops is, by the blelfing of god, quite fufficient to punifh the enemies of the weft; and if the, 
expulfion of any pprfbn who might attempt to invade my country, would be effected by one 
brigade for the expulfion of tire Seiks, who are double faced-villains, what had been done and 
planned was fufficient. 1 alfo who am obedient to your pleafure and advice, have troubled you with 
theft full particulars, becaufe our concerns here are the fame, and you from your ktodoefs are 
.favourable to my affairs; haying kindly attended to Slide circumftanceej write to-me ; whatever 
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may be approved by yoiur mind for the relief of my fixation* which I fliall perform.—-I am under 
your advice and diredtioas* Further, in matters of government, preparations are proper and nc- 
cUFary befose the time of adtiom When his Majelly was going from Delhi to Illabarabad, Mr. 
Hiiftihgs washer e; I then told him the teem thoughts of my minds* that my country and tjmtpf 
tjjeCoropany were the fame; that I had the greatdt confidence in our mutual frtendffiip; and that 
if anydilturbanco fhotild happen this year from the weihvard l had no fear or hope from any per- 
fan; but that as the vidffitufeof the world could not be depended upon, felf-defence was uecef- 
lary, and that for ChLspurpok* a plan might lie very ecfdy fettled forgetting meat eale with reipedt 
to the frontiers of my own country; that if any per ton fhould conceive evil defigas upon my 
country, hisexpulfioo and punjfhmeiU fhculd be cffedled from hcaci!—and the plan was this* 
That 1 ihoufd lake op of the hands of the Zemindars the commando* the two forts of Saitee and 
Kumri, on the frontiers of my country, which are very good forts, ami of which the Zemindar h 
of a bad dtfpofiiion, and does not pay the Company’s money, and is a promoter of difturbaneev 
and at his mitigation others alfo rmke commotions, and that I fhould place a chief in my conth- 
d(;nce, with a party of troops, in bo h forts; and after I fhould have paid the Company's tteb*\ 
and the loans of the bankers, 1 fhould at the time of Hforeand ability build fame other torts like 
thefe, both large and final!, in places which might be proper on the frontiers of my country in tho 
Ddoab, and fhould appoint people from the prefence into thefe forts, inftead of leaving them un¬ 
der the Aumils of that province; and after, if any perfon fhould make a diilurbance, they would 
be properly purdfhet], and a brigade of the Company’s troops would always remain to expel onren?- 
mifis; and in this evern no peri on would dare to come into in y coutUry, even for plunder: Mr* 
Raftings approved of my piftpofid, and it was determined that the Cawnpor^ bt igado ftiouJd march 
to turn the Zemindar of that place, who was well fupplied with military floras, out cf fhofetvvo. 
forts; and that II mate Ally Khan, dfo joining with his army and artillery, fhould afliilin turning 
him Out. Wlien Mr. Railings departed from Lucknow towards Calcutta, he tedd me, that with 
the content of the Council, he would tend leave for the brigade to march* As delays occurred in 
the receipt of the order for the brigade to march, in the mean time llmate Ally Khan fottled the 
concerns of the Zemindar of that place upon a perpetual Aumilvaree.—After a long delay, the 
order for the inarch of the brigade was iffued;—-this matter was delayed; and now alfo, if thh 
matter fhould be approved, let it be executed, it is very neceifiiry* 


From Hyder Beg Khan : Received as ft April 17 85 , 
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From your favour and kindnete, andfmeerity of heart, whatever doubt had arifen m yon t mind 
from my ncgledt, you informed Rajts Gobind Ram of it : I am for this reafon grateful for your 
kindflefs, that you have plainly declared the difplenfure which you had conceived towardsme, My 
protestor! I atn obedient to you, and under your orders■ and I am the wdl-wjfher and tat :b far 
fervarit of the government of t he Company, and of his Kigfi!:e{% which in every refprit are the 
fame; and on this 1 know to befoimdedmy good and advantage Till this t ine I have never, 
to my own knowledge, been guilty of any deficiency in thji duties if attachlbent to both govern¬ 
ments, and of allegiance to your commands. An arzee of Raja Gohind Ram, containing all 
Tour orders, was received by his Hignefc, from whom a letter in an Twer to every point will be 
prefented to 3 on, and from it you will learn all particulars, I do not, therefore, write ihecir- 
cutnftances explicitly, and at large; but I reprefen t the affairs eoneifely. Conformably to the 
agreement which was entered i nt o bet ween hi s H rgh nefs and Mr Ha ft i ngs, for h is d i fob arge of 
the Company’s money, and the plan atjd fyfiem which was fettled to this time foe kills have been 
regularly pare! to Mr. Wtombwell, who ;\$ at your pretence, and from him you may learn it; and 
in future alfo, in cafe of your favour, affiftaiiee, and protection, the Company’s money will, ac-

ders, has comforted his Higimete, , It is ■ certain* that you preferYu the Lme favour to wards his 
Highnefs, which will he a enufe of glory to you in all HintloiUn. ITis Higlmefs, for the prefer- 
vaqon of your frierrdfhip, is and w ill be from his heart fixed in obedience and readinete to execute 
your orders, whfoh is a mote neceflary matter; and I, who am your forvant, know my happmefs 
and advantage to depend upon my obedience and allegiance to you : No deviation flial| ever happen* 
1 hope that in every concern which his Highnefs' has writ ten , you will attend to the rights of his 
Highnefs with the eye of favour and benevolence, and will order whatever may be the will of your 
mind. His Highnefs, from fils regard to friendship, can make up excufes againft.your pleafure: 
He hopes for relief to bis fitu.ition from ytmr kindnefs, and accordingly you alfo have repeatedly 
given him confidence. I hope that foch orders and commands as relate to tlie friendffiip between 
his Highnefs and the Company’s government, and to your will* may be font through Major 

Ralmer, 

1 ^ 
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Palmer or in your own private letters to the Major, who is appointed from you to the prefence 
of his Highnefs, that in obedience to your orders he may properly explain your commands; and 
whatever affair may be fettled, he may firil fecrerly inform you of it, and afterwards his 
Highnefs may conformably thereto write an anfwer, and alfo may reprefent it. By this fyftem 
your pleafure will always be fully made known to his Highnefs, and his Highnefs and we 
will execute whatever may he your orders, without deviating a hair’s breadth; and let not 
tlie reprefentations of intereiled perfons be approved of, becaufe his Highnefs make no oppofition 
to your will, and I, your fervant, am ready in obedience and fervice, and I make no excufes. 
In cafe you attend to the reprefentations of interefted perfons, it will caufe difcredit to his High- 
nefs’s concerns, and injury to the tranfa£lions with the hanker*. The good Bate of his High- 
nefs’s affairs depends upon your favour and kindnefs, that the fervants of his Highnefs’s govern¬ 
ment, and the hankers, being confident in your protection and countenance, may tranfacfc 
bufinefs as ufual. 



From Rajah Govind Ram to the Vizier, 25th Rubby u! Sanie 1199. 

I went yefierday to pay my refpefls to the Governor General, Mr. John Macpherfon, Pehader, 
who in private conference, by the interpretation of Colonel Macpherfon, fpoke as follows: 

“ I formerly fent friendiy letters to the Vizier, which he would have received from Major 
Palmer; alfo friendly letters to Huflein Reza Khavvn, Hyder Beg Khawn, and Almafs Ally 
Khawn, were fent at the fame time; and I now defire you, who I confider as the confidential 
fervant of the Vizier, to acquaint him, that with refpeCt to the friendfliip which fubfifted 
between Mr. Haftings and his Excellency, my wifli is to exceed it for the real good of his 
government; and I fliall confider his friends and his enemies, as my own friends and 
enemies.” 

€€ My obje& is the advantage of the Company, and the concerns of the Company and his 
Excellency are the fame; and I am fully perfuaded that lie will afford me every afliftance in 
carrying thefe good intentions into execution. The affairs of Government cannot be carried 
on without much money, and I have the ftrongeft confidence that his Excellency will ufe 
every endeavour that the money due to the Company may be paid off in proper time. 

“ I have heard that the Vizier was formerly fuhjeCI to many expcnces on account of Euro¬ 
pean gentlemen —my wifli is to remove this inconvenience; therefore it is my defire that every 
rupee paid to the Company, or European gentlemen, fliall appear upon the face of his account 
•with the Company. 

“ I have no wifli or defire but the profperity of the Company and his Excellency, fo as to ac¬ 
quire and merit a good name for myfelf. 

<c It was commonly the cuftom in figning Perfian letters, to write two letters of the name 
only, but I always fign my name at full length; and whatever bufinefs I may have with his 
Excellency, fhall he fully and diftin&ly wrote in letters under my fignature and feal, and every 
letter I receive from the Vizier /hall he laid before the Council, and all bufinefs fliall he car¬ 
ried on entirelv in this manner; but fliould it at any’ time fo happen, that his Excellency fliould 
be defirous of my private opinion lefpeiSHng any bufinefs, before he writes me publicly as above, 
I requeft he will mention it to Major Palmer, and alfo inflrudl his Vakeel to whom my friendly 
advice fliall always be given. 

u Manv people will be reprefcnting various circumflances to his Excellency, and perhaps 
make ufe of my name; hut he is not to give credit to any thing that may he laid regarding me, 
except whar fliall he wrote in my letters, as already def ribecl; and his Excellency, by writing his 
wiflies to me in the fame manner refpe&ing the affairs of the Sircar, will remove every room 
for doubts and uneafinefs.” 

I can fee from the Governor’s conduct and obfervations, that he has no views or expectations 
of his own, but what are for the good of the Company and your Excellency.

Your letter, full of favour, written to eafe my mind, honoured and comforted me by its ar¬ 
rival. You write that you had learnt that 1 had taken lome alarm, and was fending my family 
away from Lucknow, As no idea of this ever came, or ever could come, into my mind, l am 
much aftonlfhed and confounded at thefe falfe accufers 3 who without reaEon reprefent to you inch 
: unt rue intelii gence, which has not 11 le finaile 11 foilndatron. 

That your Excellency from your favour fhould have written thus fully upon the reports from 
hence, 1 aferibe entirely to your benevolence; and I derive therefrom the greateft comfort and ie~ 
liance, that through their kindnefs the truth and veracity of this ctrcumflanee will be aicertamed.

In obedience to your orders of the 26th tilt, by which we were dire£ted to propofe the heft ami 
eafieft mode of liquidating the claim of Gopanl Doik upon the Company, by payments at Cal¬ 
cutta* Lucknow, and Benares, for money lent by him in June 1783, we have emdldered how 
far and in wbat degree it was pra&foabfo for the Board to affigu the funds that, might not be re- 
nut red for the local exigencies of Government at Benares, to the fatiisfaftion of this claim. We 
found, from the re prefen tat ion that had been tranhmued by the Accountant at Lucknow, under 
date the 20th March, that the whole of the Company’s funds at Lucknow, not abfolutely necefo 
iary for the payment of the troops in the Vizier’s dominions, were actually engaged to be re¬ 
mit red to Calcutta and Surat; and as the premium at which they are engaged to be remitted to 
Calcutta, and ihe loft of intereft by (he tidfonce of time at which they are payable after date* are 
matters for which a com pen fat ion would be Required, the juft amount of which we are unable to 
determine with any degree of accuracy, we are of opinion that the Refident at Benares ftiould be 
directed to remit to Lucknow whatever balance may remain in Jus hands from time to time, until 
the debt to Gopaul Dels foal I be completely paid, after defraying the charges of the Benares Ra¬ 
tion, and furmfosng the (applies to the Paymafter at Chunargur, making the remittances as ex- 
peditioufly, and upon the moft advantageous terms ppffibl^ to the Accountant at Lucknow* 
w ho, we thinkj fliould be diie&ed to kep foe Rriideut at Benares well informed of die amount 
due on this claim. 

The growing demands upon the Frefolency at this fealbn of (he year being much above the 
expedWl receipts, we have Scarcely had the option of fuggefti-ig the mode by which fuch claims 
ijjjght be liquidated in Calcutta, efpedally as this would afford a plea for a greater compenfotioii 
in the remittance thereof back to the place at which it was juftly payable, according to the tenor of 
the engagement, than we conceived ourfelves at liberty to agree to. The amount of the demand* 
■were it proportioned to the diftance to which the remittance footild be made, ought certainly to 
be much left, if l\ippfted from Benares, than if it were fupplied from Calcutta to Luckaow ; and 
this confident t on has principally guided our judgment in the proportion which we have had tha

The bite difpatches from Mr, Anderfcm will have completely informed you of the apparently 
precarious ft ate of the alliance between the Company and Mahaj.ee Seindial 

Although T believe that Seindia has had no other objefl in the offenrtve' requisitions which he 
made, and excited the Shah to make, than to try the temper of our Government, in feilperfua- 
fton that he fhould he able to deprecate any refent merit that might be the consequence, by ox j da- 
nations and fubmiflion, 1 have, nevertheless, thought ir my indifpenfaWe duty t? prepare the Na¬ 
bob Vizier to co-operate in whatever meafures the lieu alien of affairs may determine you to 
adopt. 

It is with the greateft fatisfaftion that I can affure you, from his Excellency, of his firm and 
cheaifuJ refutation to apply the utmoft refqurces ol his Government, in conjunction with yours, 
for the honour and fecurity of both, by whatever means you fliaU judge moi[ conducive to thofe 
ends, in the event of an actual war. The Vizier will Furnifh the difburiementsfor both brigades 
divedlv from his own revenue^ fo long as it may laft; and his ai&uig miuider I .as given me the 
ftrongeft affurames of exerting his talents, his credit, and his private for Eune, towards efft^mg 
the indentions of his mafter. Ilia Vizier will himfeif communic e to you Us J raiments and 
wifhes upon this iubjeft, Both the Vizier and Hyder Beg Khan entertain a fpirice and dignified

When I refieft upon the prodigious advantages which Seindia has derived from his alliance 
with the Company, (for f am convinced that it is to that alone he is indebted for his late fuc- 
cdfifes) the delicacy which your Government has obferved towards him, in a ft odious forbearance 
of every meafure which might tend to injure or alarm him; I cannot help thinking the unfriendly 
and often five return which he has made, gives you an undoubted right to take advantage of the 
fears which the fpirited cooduft of Mr, Anderfon has excited in him* in order to feciire yonrfelves 
againft the poffiMe confequence of a difpofiticn fo mauifdtly unprincipled and mimical.

Yon will be pleafed to inform the Honourable Board, that when 1 had laft the honour to con¬ 
fer with the Shah Zadah upon the fubjeft of bis return to court, and die proposals made ohm 
for that purpofe by Mahaji Scindia, his Royal Highnefsgave me theftroirgeft aflunmees that fie 
would accept of no conditions which the Government ot Bengal and the ^ izier lhould not judge 
ueffeCflv fate and honourable to himftlf, and expedient for their common in.erefts. I hat he 
confidered the offers of Scindia as infidious, and had no further view m hftening to them, than\ 
to learn his realdefigns, and to Aew a proper relpe£ and duty to the .hah s authority, under 
which Scindia affumes his negociation.-The Prince is peduaded, that the Shah fecretly approves 
of the proteaion on which he has chofen to rely, and regards it as theYu reft p. edge ot the ftabi- 
lity of the Sultanut in himfelf and his defendants. I he mother of the Prince, and h s re 
friends, who are near the Shah’s perfon, lirongly conjure him to rejed all advances fiom Scradia, 
and his uncle Aliy Ackber Cawn, who is with him, and the V iz;er and liis mmtfters conftantly 
K?ve him the fame advice. I doubt not hut that the Board, with the knowledge ot thefe circum- 
ftauces, will be peifeSIy eafy as to the couduft of the Prmce. 

I truft that the laft advices from Mr. Anderfon will have removed all apprdienfions 
with ^cindia • hut if, contrary to expectations, any new alarm fhould be given, the Board may 
rel^upon the utmoft exertions of the V izier’s Government, in concert with our own, for 
or defeating the purpotes of their mutual enemies; and that the \ izier w 1 c lea u T 1 Y 
with every requifition and recommendation which they may think conducive to that cfl .

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The two ruffallahs of Mogul cavalry, muter the command of Sumihud Beg and Khajee Naina 
Aulah, were difmifled the Visier’a fervice, for a moil daring mutiny in Mscapfta), aggravated by 
perfonal infult to himfclf, and threats again ft the life of his atfing remitter.—The Vizier, fomo 
tjjne fmee, had in confulcration to re-admit them again into his feivice, upon their offering to 
make due fitbmiffion, and to accept of adimintlhed pay; but they did not wait the refiiJr of his 
daermuiatkin, anti accepted of offers made to them in the meantime by Scmdia, who has de¬ 
tached them againft the difaifedted Kajepoots to the Ibuthward, fo that it is now become imprac¬ 
ticable to re-engage them in the lervice oi the V izier. 


I do not apprehend that the conduct and negotiations of Bow Buxey can be produ&ive of any 
ill.conteqi'ieiicesj as I am duly informed, bodi by the Prince and the Vizier, of his proceedings 
at thcii refpedlive durbars, that no demand has been made by him upon the Vizier which can re¬ 
deemed extraordinary, nor do I know to what the reports of fucli demands wlvidi have reached 
the governor G me ml can allude, tmleft it be to a propofal, or rather fuggeftion, of Bow Buxey $ 
for a more free commyinteation, atvl conftarit correfpcmdence between the Vizfer and Seine! ta, 
which his Excellency fmned to umleriiand as calculated to promote an appearance of a fcpuration 
of intereft, or a want of concert between his Government and the Com party’s, but which was 
explained by. a fimllar application from Sdndia, through Mr, Anderfbu, to rue, ami had for its 
real or apparent meaning nothing more than a defire of ihewing to the world that perfect harmony 
and friendttupfabfitted between the Viziers Government and Bcindia, and to remove a contrary 
opinion which it was fuppofed might have gained ground from fooie late appearances j. and to the 
recpieft, as thus explained, the Vizier made a iu it able and favourable reply.

I vefterday received a letter from vour Secretary, informing me that your Honourable Board, 
notwithllanding the favourable change that has taken place in the Upper Country, are ill II of opi¬ 
nion that it is of great importance that rhe fort of Allahabad Ihould be put into a proper fttfe of 
defence and that it Ihould be garrifoned, at lead in part, by the Honourable Company's troops ; 
and enclofing to me a copy of a plan drawn up by Colonel Ironfidi for the better fortifying that 
poll) 011 wbich m y opinion is requelied. 


I have already, in my letter to your Honourable Board of the 26th April, offered it as my opi¬ 
nion, that it would be ineligible to require poffeffion of the fort of Jillahabad; that our troops 
can at all times be more ufemly employed in the field than garrifoning fortreiTusthat /illahabad 
in its prefent Hate is, in cafe of any cliihfter to our troops, capable of affording them protect 100, 
and of holding out againft a Mahratta, or any other country army. 1 he wonts and alterations 
defiuued by Coh Imnlide would certainly improve the place, as well m regard to its ftrength as to 
its laluhritv : but j have no conception that they could he performed in the manner he propofol. Oil 
the contrary, am confident that in the execution of them would be expended many lacks oj rupees, and 
the prefer vat ion of them afterwards would be a conftant iource ot expence. 


If, however, the Board are come to the refutation of putting this fort into a complete fiate

Governor General, 

I beg leave to lay before the Board a letter which I have received from Major Palmer. 

The Board will re col left the letters that are recorded in Confultation 26th .April, from 
the Vizier and his adting mimfter. 

I communicated to Major Palmer my diffatisfa&ion at the contents of thcfe letters, which 
were in the nature of a charge againft this Government for breach of the engagements made 
with the Vizier. 

Scch a charge was ill-founded; and a fimple reference to Rajah Govind Ram’s letters is 
fuffioient to .prove it fo: Rajali Govind Ram Rates it as his own opinion, that it would be 
agreeable to this Government that the Vizier humid, of his own accord, offer to pay the 
expence of Sir John Cumming’s detachment. The truth is, that the Company have not 
funds to pay fuch expence; and as the detachment, which is maintained for the Vizier’s 
fei vice is abfolutely neceflary for the fecurity of his dominions, and has been lately of very 
ell'ential ufe, it feeros mo it reaibnable that the charges attending it Ihould be defrayed by his 
Excellency* 

I hope that the Vizier’s funds will enable him to do fo, more efpecially as the reduction 
which has lately been effected by this Government, in the allowances granted hy his Excellency 
to the lervants of the Company in his country, gives him an additional refource of more than 
ten lacks of rupees per annum. 

I formerly intimated to the members of the Board my intention of allowing Major Palmer 
to refigti bis office at Lucknow, whenever he Ihould think proper; and their wilhes 
•concurred with mv own, that the fucceffion to it fliould be veiled in Lieutenant Colonel 
Harper, a gentleman of experience and ability, refpefted for the integrity of his chamber, 
and edeemed by the Vizier. I have accordingly appointed him my Agent at the Court of 


Lucknow* 


The Board will dbferve from Major Palmer’s letter now recorded, that he propofes to leave 
Lucknow very foon. 

I have been further guided in my nomination of Lieutenant Colonel Harper to this truft by 
the approbation which the members of the Board gave to a military plan for the fecurity of 
the Vizier’s country, which Colonel Har.per fubmitted to them individually, before be 
went to the Upper Provinces; and to fupport which the office of agent from the Governor 
-General will give him particular influence, and the heft opportunities of affording it public 
•effedt. 

The letters, announcing to the Vizier Colonel Harpe ’s nomination to this temporary appoint¬ 
ment, will be regularly laid before the Board; and it is with particular pleafure that I avail my- 
fclf of the prefent occafion in favour of Lieutenant Colonel Harper, to teflify to the Board, and 
to the Company, what 1 thinkdue to the merit of an officer, who was not recommended to me, 
nor connected with me; but whom, upon account of his former Services to the Company, 
and the well-known fatisfadlion which his conduit gave to the Nabob of .Chide, in the time of 
the late Snjah nl Dow lab, I have thought it my duty to feledt for this truft, in preference 
to others who had claims to my fupport, artd were nearly interefted in the iuccefs ot my ad- 
miniftration. 1 have been further induced to this choke, as it is moft confrftent with the fp.rit 
of the agreement that was made by Mr. Haflings with the Vizier in 1784; indeed I may add, 
that the Vizier lias made a particular requeft to me, that, if Major Palmer left Lucknow, Colonel 
Harper Ihould be his fucceffor.

I will mention it in the 
moft favourable terms to the Company, and the minifter of my fovereign, who will not fail to 
give the King of England a full impreffion of your Highnefs’s attachment to theEnglifli. 

At prefent, I have every reafon to believe, that neither Simlia nor ShawAllum will deviate 
from.the moft friendly declarations, which they have recently made'to me, difavowing any idea of 
diffy tisfadtion towards your Highnefs or the Engli/h. 

Your own troops, under proper difcipline, and the Englilh brigades, animated by the influence 
of your Highnefs’s attachment to this government, are fully diffident to command the refpedt 
of all the powers of Indoitan united; and as it is neither my own difpofition, nor that of your 
Highnefs, to difturb neighbouring powers, or offend our allies, fo I truft that the peace of 
your dominions will be long eftablifbed.

Major Pa I mer communicated his purpofeof leaving Lucknow foon ; and the Go¬ 
vernor General acquainted us, that lie had appointed Lieutenant Colonel Gabriel Harper to he 
his agent at the court of Lucknow, The Governor General had formerly intimated to us indi¬ 
vidually his intention of allowing Major Palmer to re fig n his office at Lucknow, whenever he 
fliould think proper; and our wilhes concurred with his own, that the fucceffion to it fliould be 
gifted pro tempore in Lieutenant Colonel Harper, a gentleman of experience and ability, refpedfed 
for the integrity of his character, and not only efieetned by the Vizier, but the exprels object of 
h s Excellency’s requefi, that be lhoold fucceed Major Palmer.

Towards the end of March Lift, fome converfation paflEed between your Governor 
General and Rajah Govend Ram, the Vakeel of the Nabob Vizier at this presidency, in which 
tl s Governor General fuggefled to him his wifh that the Vizier might be pundtu d in the pay¬ 
ment of his kills, and urged the needfity of his being fo, as well as the poffible confequenees of 
tlje reverie; and he intimated alfo the pleafure he would receives if a Volun tary ofier were made 
hf the Vizier to defray theehargeof your detachment under Colonel Sir John Camming.

7^ On the return of your troops from the vv^fkrn fide of India, the two roffalab of horfe 
that fcrvcd with it were attached to the flat ion of Cnwnpore and butty Ghurr; and v/erdolved, 
on the 27th February 1784, that an addition jbould be made to the Nabob's fubfidy for theft? 
troops. But, as nothing further decifive had pafled upon the iuhjett, your Governor General 
wrote to the Vizier for his perrhMon to debit his Excellency for three roffaluhs* while they had 
been in his country, end to cominue tTxe fame while they Should remain in it : It was oblerved that 
this corps was the only corps of cavalry in the fervice of the Company, and might be* tally 
nfcful in his Excellency's dominions. A finnlar requeft was aUo made with reipect to the Com¬ 
pany of chaffimrs ordered from Chujriargurto Giwnpore. 

74. The Nabob Vizier has complied with thefe applications, but dtafired that the amounts 
may be charged to him in the enfaing, not ihe prelent year* They will be charged accordingly, 
with other litms di (burled on Jus Excellency's account, fur military fervices performed in his 
country*

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Monnawar Dofs, tlie fair and vackeel of Gopaul Dofs, having repeatedly defired payment of 
the amount borrowed from his father’s houfe at Lucknow^ on the Company’s account, in the year 
1783, by your late Refident, we gave orders to our Secretary, aflifted hy the Accomptant General 
arid Sub-Trea hirer," to propofe the beft and eafieft mode of liquidating the debt to Gopaul Dofs, at 
Calcutta and Benares; obferving, that the Company were not to beat a charge preferred by Mon- 
nawar Dofs for lolson exchange, 

77, Thefe gentlemen, in-confequence, reported tons, that as they found by the reprefenta- 
tkm which had been tranfoiitted hy the Accomptant at Lucknow, under date the 20th March, 
that the whole of your funds at that place, not ablblutely necefl'ary for the payment of your 
troops in the Vizier’s dominions, were aftually engaged to be remitted to Calcutta and Surat— 
and as the premium at which thefe were engaged to be remitted to Calcutta, and the lofs of in- 
tereft by the di’ftance of time at which they were payable after date, were matters for which a 
compenfation would be required, the juft amount of which yon r Secretary and Accomptant Ge¬ 
neral and Sub-Trcafurer were umbie to determine with any degree of accuracy—t- 'w were of 
opinion, that the Ref dent at Benares fliould be direfted to remit to Lucknow whatever balance 
might remain in his hands from time to time, until the debit to Gopaul Dofs fhould be completely 
paid, making the remittances as expeditioufly as poflible, and upon terms moft advantageous to 
your interefls ; and that orders fliould be fent to the Accomptant at Lucknow, to keep the Re- 
fkient at Benares well informed oft he amount due on this claim. Their motives for this recom¬ 
mendation appear on our proceedings of the 12th May. 

78* We ordered that a ftatement of Gopaul Dofs’s claim, calculated to the end of Auguft 
next, lhould he fent to the Reiident at Benares, and to the Accomptant at Lucknow ; and that the 
Refldent at Benares fhould remit to the Accomptant at Lucknow, at the moft reafonable rates of 
exchange, whatever balance may remain in his hands, from time to time, until all that is re¬ 
quired, with the aid of the undermentioned hills from Lucknow, to difcharge the debit to Go- 
paui Dofs, Hull have been paid oft,—We direfted alfo, that the Accomptant at Lucknow fliould 
make over to Gopaul Dofs, or his order, the bills for ten lacks, that are to be granted on Cal¬ 
cutta, in the month of Behawdeen, by his Excellency the Vizier, if Gopaul Dofs fliould be will¬ 
ing to accept the feme'; with an allowance too of three per cent, for the lofs of intereft that will 
accrue by their not being payable in Calcutta until go days after date. 

79. The amount of Gopaul Dofs’s claims amounts to the fum of Lucknow ficca rupees 
13,61,055* 7. 6. exclusive of intereft, 

80. When this and other loans were taken up from the hankers, the Lucknow Haley ficca 
rupees were valued in account at 5. 9* 3. per cent, below Fyzabad 16 fun ilccas; betas, in the 
month of May 1784, your late Governor General direfted that the Lucknow Haley ficcas fhould 
he valued in account as equal to Fyzabad *6 fun ficcas, your Accomptant General acquainted us, 
that, it ofthefe the fame fum was to be charged in the Lucknow accounts as was credited for 
them in Haley ficcas, there would be a difference of Fyzabad 16 fun ficcas 71,910 2. 7. between 
the fum for which the Lttcknow treafury accounts were debited for the receipts of the principal 
of this loan, and that which they would be credited for the re-payment of it; and, as thefe were 
valued upon the Honourable Company’s general hooks at 11 per cent, above current, the lofs 
which would appear upon this loan would be current rupees 79,820. 4. 6. We were of opinion 
that this lofs fhould be borne by the Nabob Vizier; and we accordingly direfted the Accomptant 
at Lucknow to debit Ms Excellency’s account with it, after having apprized him of our wjflies on 
this fubjeft. 

81. The attornies of Major James Brown having laid before us {undry bills of difbur foments 
made by that gentleman, prior to the 1 ft February 178 5, during his deputation to the court of 
Delhi, and deflretl the difcharge cithern, we gave directions lor palling the feme ; and, as the ex- 
]h nee had been incurred before the departure of Mr. Mailings from Bengal, we ordered that it 
Mould be placed to the account of Durbar charges, incurred during the ad mini fixation of the late 
Governor General.

I have had the honour to receive your letter of the 9th i oft ant, with the enclolures of one for 
Hyclcr BegCawn, and one for Almafs Ally Cawn, and duplicates of your former letters to thefe

Herewith I have the pleaftirc to tranfmit to you anfwers from the Nabob Vizier and his two 
principal minifters to your firil letters: I am acquainted with their contents, although t had no 
ihnre in their compofition* 1 can allure you, that they contain the genuine and tm mixed jfenti¬ 
mer* ts of the wi iters; and, for this reafoo, 1 am perfuaded will afford your real farisfaftion. f 
have the plea fure further to allure you, from the opportunity of daily perfonal obfervation, that 
the Shah Zaadu, the Vizier, and his minifters, entertain the moil entire confidence in your juflice 
and friendly intentions towards them; arid that no uneafinefs remains upon their minds, but what 
ariies from their perfonal attachment and efteemfor Mr, Mailings, 

I am willing to believe that you will confider the mention which is made of me in thefe letters, 
as a proof that 1 had no part in didating them, l own that my vanity is gratified by the fa¬ 
vourable opinions exprefied of me; yet a fenfe of delicacy would induce me to defire they might 
be fupprefted, if it had not occurred to me that they might ferve as an argument in fupport of 
the honour which you have done me to continue mein the charge of the affairs of your Govern¬ 
ment at this Durbar, 

The Shah Zaada is preparing his anfwer. Almafs is at a diftauce j but I expeil his alfo in a 
day or two*

As your letter informs me that Mr. Mailings bad finally taken bis departure, I beg leave in this 
place to offer you my fincere congratulations on your acceflion to the honourable and important 
Hation which he has refig ued, and my wanneft wiikes that your admin®ration may be invariably 
prosperous* 

In my letter of the 13th inftant 1 had the honour to acquaint you with the Hate of the moil 
material concerns of the V izier’s Government. The incurfion of the Seiks was hidden and pre¬ 
datory, they retired on the firfi appearance of the Vizier’s troops, without any confiderahle booty, 
nor have they lince attempted to difturb the Vizier’s dominions ; on the contrary, the chief who 
is at this time with a body of thofe people near the Vizier’s frontier, on the weftern fide of the 
Ganges, has written to the Aumil of Rohiicund, that the late incurfion was an a£t unauthorized 
by and offfen five to their State, The greateft part of thefe freebooters have retreated aero Is the 
Jumna, on the approach of Lieu tenant Colonel Kmidfon’s detachment, and thole who remain in 
the Doah will avoid giving him any pretext for attacking them; their prefent purpofe is to levy 
their tribute upon the country of the late Zaabita Cawn. 

In this fituation of fecurity from their further ravages> the Vizier has recommended it to Co¬ 
lonel Sir John Gumming to return to Futty Ghur, with the principal part of his force, leaving 
Lieutenant Colonel Knudfon, with two regiments, at Anoopfhire, until the rife of the river lhali 
make the pafiageof the enemy impracticable, which will be early In the month of April* 

The minifler and Almafs Ally Cawn continue on terms of entire cordiality and confidence. I 
have not the fmalleft apprehenlion that their good underilanding will be interrupted, fince you 
have given them hoch inch encouragement to rely upon your protection and fupport, whilll they 
difchargfi their reipedlive duties for the advantage ol both Governments t and as they know how 
eflentiiilly their own honours and inter ells depend upon their zeal and fidelity, there can be no 
doubt of their bell exertions. 

1 advifed Mr* Ha flings on the 2zd ultimo, of the fufpicions which the minifler entertained of 
Almafs Ally Cawn; but as 1 coil lide red the exceptionable part of his conduct as calculated merely 
to obtain fome advantage or indulgence in his farms, 1 told the Governor that 1 would not alarm 
Afi mini fixation until 1 had proofs to juflify die apprehenfion of lerious danger. The truth is, 
that Almafs Ally Cawn has been made too powerful and opulent a fubjedt, and certainly would 
he too much for the Vizier’s government, if he was not retrained by irs connection with outs:

He knows that he can nowhere obtain fuch a degree of fecurity 
for his per ion and property as lie finds in his prefent fituation; it muft therefore be very unjuft 
and rigorous treatment that will induce him to defert it; and Co long as he continues it, projrer 
management will turn it to the benefit of the State*

There can he no doubt that all the traiifadliom beUveen your Government, the Shah, and Ma- 
hajee Scindia, might be managed by a fingle agent : hut I are aImofi certain that thefe two powers 
would nor negotiate confidently with the fame perfon* The Shah is far from being fatisfied 
with the exercife of the authority and influence which Sciudia has acquired over his affairs, and 
will flruggle to free hiriifeif-from his controiil, whenever he thinks there is a profpcdt of changing 
it for another that will leave him a greater choice of action. Ha will never lofe fight of your go¬ 
vernment, as his beft refcurce agamft the Injuries and indignities which are offered to him by 
thofe. who afflime the diredUon of his affairs; and as a time may come when it fhall be thought 
as politic and expedient, as it may be thought juft and honourable, to fupport the houfe of Timur, 
and as at all times Shah Allum will not fail toapply to you when he feels his fituation too irkfome 
for his patience, it will perhaps he neceffary to have an exprefs agent from your Government to 
re fide with him for the pur pole of confidential communication, which it would be difficult to con- 
dutSf without one* Ifind alfo, that at this time the refidence of an agent in the fervice ot the 
Company is ufefnl to the Vizier; and that he is defirous a feparate agent fhould remain with the 
Shah until his return to Delhi, when it will be dearly known whether his Majefty is determined 
to continue the influence and authority of Scindij and the Mahratta State, or isdifpofed to change 
it. In the former cafe, an agent from you will not only be ufeiefs, biitmay be pernicious, whilft 
your Government, and that of the Mahrattas, continue in their prefent relative fituation* 

Thefe reafons againft giving any intimation to Major Browne of your fentiments upon this 
fubjett, have occurred to me upon a fhort reflection, but your judgment and information are fo 
i'nperior to mine, that I cannot expert my arguments fiiould be condufive; I offer them as my 
excufe for not hinting, until 1 hear from you again, any thing upon the fubjeft to Major 
Browne,

EXTRACT of Court's Later to Bengal) dated 2 \fi September 1785. 

Para. 6, f N your letter of the 17 th January lall you have fubmitted the following qiieftion to our 
J d/.termination, viz, “ Whether the Company or the Vizier ftiall be charged with the 
expence of the detachment commanded by Sir John Cummings ;* and we have taken an early 
opportunity of communicating to you our dire&ions herein. As your late Governor General, in 
virtue of the powers with which he was inverted, had agreed with the Vizier to ftrike out the 
charge of this detachment from h;$ account from ill: January 1785, we hereby direct that the faid 
agreement bet punctually adhered to. 

7. In the final arrangement of the military peace dlablifhment which will accompany this 
difpatch, we have had in view the whole of the fervice which it will be neceffary to provide for 
under your Prefidency; filch part of that eilablifliment as vviil be ftationed in the Vizier’s domi¬ 
nions will be paid by him according to the fiipulations of the fublifting agreements. But it is our 
pofitive order, that no greater number of troops be employed upon that fervice, unlefs at his Ex¬ 
cellency^ particular applicati^^ and requeft ; and that all the troops lo employed be confidered as 
part of our fixed eftablifliment, which is not upon any account to be enlarged. 

8. We cannot help exprr.fling our regret that the opinion of your Board did not concur with 
that of the Governor General, when the queftion concerning the recall of Colonel Cumming’s de¬ 
tachment was under your confideration, as the expence of it will, before the receipt of this letter, 
amount to nearly the fum of^. 300,000; and we agree with Mr. Siftings, (hat the brigade which 
by treaty is to be conftantly refident in thofe dominions, would be found fully adequate to their 
protection. Vv r e therefore diredt, that upon receipt of this letter not a moment be loft in order¬ 
ing the recall of Sir John Cummings’s detachment, fo that the Company may be inftantly relieved 
from the burden of that enormous expence. 

16. The irruption of the Seiks, of which you advife us, leads to no other conelufion but the 
propriety of keeping a watchful eye over the weftern frontier of our own provinces, and thole of 
the Vizier, which is the conclufion you properly draw from it. 

17. Jn a preceding paragraph, we have diredled the immediate recall of the Futty Ghur de ¬ 
tachment. But as by your laft advices we find that in coafequence of thefe hoitilifi* $ from the 
Seiks in the province of Rohilcund, the Vizier had applied for the ailiftance of a part of this de¬ 
tachment, and that it was probable he would make a further requeft for the whole, we hereby or¬ 
der, that the detachment be continued fo long as the Vizier (hail deem fuch continuance necef¬ 
fary for his own fecurity, in which cafe the expence thereof muft be carried to his account, 
agreeably to the. Adulations of the treaty of 1781. 

18. But as fobn as the Vizier ill all ceafe to require the ailiftance of all or any part of that de¬ 
tachment, we direft our former orders to be carried into execution ; and even during the time the 
Vizier may call for their afliftance, we hereby order, that the whole expence of the ftatf, batta, 
and otherVontingxncic’s, be immediately aboliflied. 

19. And while upon this fubje£t, wc think it proper toexprefs our approbation of the princi¬ 
ples contained in Mr. Macpberfon’s letter to the Vizier, bearing date the 18th February fill:, and 
we expert that the agreements made between th# Vizier and Mr. Haftings will be invariably ad¬ 
hered to. 

2d* Upon the fame principle we muft exprefs our opinion, that if the continuance of Major 
Palmer with the Vizier is wifheclfpr by him, it would be improper at prefent to recall him, and 
far .lei’s would it he proper to fend any perlon to refide with him whole prefence would be peculiarly 
adverle to his feelings. 

21. We obferve what is Hated relative to the good opinion Mr. Macpherfon entertains of Mr. 
Briftow and Mr. Cowper. Upon that fubje£l we purpofely refrain from gi ving any opinion what¬ 
ever ; for the whole tmnfadlions in Oude for a contiderable tune puft will very loon receive our full 
conlidcration, and it would he improper to anticipate any opinion at prefent. 

22. In your letter of the 22d February laft,„ we find it dated, that the fum charged to the 
Vizier for the brigade at Cawnporels fhort of the a£tual expence, in the monthly fum or current 
rupees 33,760. 12. 4, and for the FuttyGhur detachment is current rupees 49,287. 11. 8, and 
for the regiment at Lucknow current rupees 9S4. 3. 10. It is notour intention to charge to the 
Vizier more or Ids than by the treaty he has ftipulated to pay; but we mull at the lame timed!- 


rthat you make fuch arrangements in the corps fervtrrg in Km Excellency’s domivfkm, with¬ 
out diimniihmg their afloat force, as will reduce their expsnces within the fum ftipufated for 
them* 

13. As we confident troops flattened in the territories of the Nabob of OlkIc as forming a 
ilrong barrier to our own provinces, and as in our fe pa rate letter of this dale we have Hated the 
cfiablUhed force which we think fully adequate to their defence, it is our meaning that thofe 
troops ihalJ be confidered as forming a part of inch etlablUhmem,

I amderJfland I hat thefe refolu tions were either poblsfhed, or intended for publication* As they 
have proceeded from an authority (b iefpe<£iabfe 7 every reader of them will naturally and without 
lieiitagioti believe that the fa£ts on which they necefiurily and indifpenfahly depend have been fully 
'cfhbliJhed,—And who are the readers ? Not the Proprietors alone, whole interest is immediately 
concerned in them, and whofe approbation I am impelled, by every motive of pride and gratitude, 
to foliar, hut the whole body of the people of England, whole pafiions have been excited on the 
general fubjefi of the condiiS of tfisir tervants in India ; and before them I am arraigned, and pre¬ 
judged of a violation ot the national faith in a< 5 ls of fuch complicated aggravation, that if they 
were true, no punlihment fliort of death could atone for the injury which tile mterefi and credit 
of the public had hi Rained in them. 

I hope therefore 1 fhatl not be thought to give unnecffiiry trouble in calling your attention to a 
fuhjeft not wholly perfonal, nor to tail in the refpect in which 1 have never vet failed, ro your

Honourable Court, in the mode of my vindication, which wilt not admit of the common deJict- 
cies of exproffiton ; for I cannot admit fads, however affirmed, which I know to have no ejtift- 
ence, and by which my character has been bluffed, fior will a fimple denial or refutation of them 
befufficient again ft fuch a charge, if I can at the fame time appeal to yourown knowledge, proved 
by the evidence of your own arguments, and to what your Honpuiable Court pofieffei of can¬ 
dour for my firll j unification and acquittal. 

The fadte affirmed, or exprefTed in terms equal to affirmation, in your refutations, are as fol¬ 
lows ;

5th, That Rajah Cheit Sing was a native Prince of India, 

6th, The judgment palled on my conduct asdedueihle from thefe fails is that it was ff impro- 
u per, unwarrantable, and highly im poll tic, and may tend to weaken the confidence which the 
* f native Princes of India ought to have in the juftice and moderation of the Company’s govern* 
<( merit,”—Here! muft crave leave to fay, that the terms ^ improper, unwarrantable, and highly 
£c in|politic > M are much too gentle, as deductions from fuch premifes; and as every reader of the 
latter will obvioufly feel, as ho reads, the deductions which inevitably belong to them, I will add 
that the flridl performance of foleirm engagements on one part, followed by acts dirofily fufiver- 
five of them, and by total difpoffefhonj, on the other, ffcamps on the perpetrators of the latter the 
guilt of the greateft poffibie violation of faith and j uftke. 

But this, and every other conclufion from the fa£ts adduced in proof of them, will fall, if the 
fa£ts them (elves haye-no exiltencCi—I do therefore moft pofitively and folemnly deny their exig¬ 
ence* 

I deny that the Bengal government pledged itfelf, that the free and uncontroulecl polTffion of 
the Zemindary of Benares, and its dependencies, Ihould be confirmed and guaranteed to the Rajah 
and his heirs, for ever, 

I dfcny that the Bengal government pledged itfelf that no other demand Ihould be made upon 
liim, nor any kind of authority or jurifdhStion exercifed within the dominions, affigned him, fo 
Jong as he adhered to the terms of his engagements* 

I deny that lever required him to keep up a body of 2 ,qoo horfe, contrary to the declaration, 
made to him by the Governor General and Council, on. the 5th-July 17 75, that there Ihould be no; 
obligation on him to do it. 

My demand (that is the demand of the Board) was not that he Should maintain any fpedfi'c num¬ 
ber of horfe, but that the number which lie did maintain fhould be empfoyed for the defence.of

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I deny that Rajah Ch«; 1 Si fig was a native Prince of India, 



Cheit Sing is the fori of a colfolfc# of the revenue of that pfwince* which his nm, tnv1 An 
misfortunes of his roilerj enabled him to convert to a permanent and henditary poflfeffitm. 
This man, whom you have thus ranked amoBgft the Princes of India, will he afrcfniihed, When 
he hears it, at an elevation fo unlooked for, nor left at the independant rights which youi com¬ 
mands have afTigned him ; rights winch are lo foreign to his conceptions, that 1 dmmr whether 
lie will know in what language to ailert them, tittlets the example which you hive thought it 
confident with juftice, however opposite fa policy, to foew, of becoming his advocates 
your own Iriterefts, ihould ipfptre any of your own tenants to he his advifersand mftmdtors, 

I forbear to detail the proofs of thefe denials : In legal propriety \ might perhaps claim a dif- 
pcufetiou feoift it, and require the charges to be proved, not mytelf di (prove them; hull have 
already difproved them in my narrative of my proceedings at: Benares, which been long fincc 
in your hands, and is 1 hope \n the hands of the gablic.^fo that I think it fufHcieiit to refer# 
and to point out the ninth and following pages of the copy which was printed in Calcutta for a 
complete explanation, and 1 prefume as complete a demonilrat;on ot the mutual relation of Rajah 
Cheit Sing, the vafikl and ftibjje& of the company f and of the Company Ke^ Sovereign, 

The fob) eft to which I now proceed, and on which I reft my hi Heft acquittal, is toa delicate 
readmit of my entering upon it without rdgpefting your indulgence and pardon for whatever may 
appear offtmfive in it; and declaring that 1 ihoukl have fubmitted in jilehce to the fevsreft ex- 
preffidm of cerifore which you could pafs upon me, had they been no more than exprdTions, and 
applied to real facts; hut where the cenhires are not applied to real fufls, and ace fuch as fob- 
ftrutially affsft my moral charafter, l ftiould be myfelf an accomplice in the injury, if I fufFered 
the llighteft imputation to remain, which it was in my power wholly to efface, 

A breach of forth neceflarily implies antecedent and lifting engagements, and can only He 
con ft rued (ml l by the exprels terms of thole engagements, I have been guilty of this crime in 
l»jr treatment of Rajah Cheit Sing, or of none ; and I may be allowed to regret, that while you 
ftatetl fuch fafts as implied it, you did not in terms declare It, There k an appea ranee of 
tendemefs in this deviation from plain eonftruftion, of which, however ineranr, 1 have a right to 
complain ; becauie it itnpofes oil me the neceftity of framing the terms ot the aecuunion again ft 
myfelf, which you have only not made, but have ftated the leading arguments to it fo ftroagly, 
thatnooae wlio reads thefe can avoid making it, ol not^know to have been intended. 

But permit me to afk -May I not prefume, that this deviation arofo frouj fornetbing more 
than .1 tendernefe for mv character or feelings? that it was difiatd by a confcioufneis that no 
fticli engagements exifted; for if any foch did exitf, why were they not produced in fuppart of 
the charges t 

IF'ven the fails which are aifirrned in the resolutions are fuch as mtift depend on fome evidence; 
for they cannot exiffc inctepehdtentfy. If the Bengal Government u pledged itfelfC its pledge rafoft 
be contained In the written iitftruments, which were exprcdsly formed and declared to define tfe 
reciprocal relation and obligation of the Rajah and the Company, 

The refolutions of your Honourable Court, as they (land tmeonnefted iii their original ft ate, 
imift be accepted as the cone I ufions from certain am) eftablHlsad evidence; and this evidence, I 
mull preform* you meant to produce in fbe long progrefs ot detailed argument which precedes 
them in your general letter, 'lifts cctififU of pierced extracts from opinions delivered by me in 
the debates of council, which not only preceded the feu lenient made with the Rajah Che ho Sing, 
when his Zemindary became the property ol the company; but, ftrange as it will appear, widen 
palled on an accaflon wholly foreign to it, and at a time when the company had not obtained the 
ceffion of the Zemindhry, At the point of the fetrlement your detail flops; had it proceeded* it 
mu ft h**e exhibited the conditions of the Jett foment, which would have cent radioed every 1 *& 
which you have afferted, anti every man of candour will believe, that this was the only reafon 
why it did not proceed; for why are my fpeculanve opinions on the claim imde upon the Nabob 
Afftful Dow lab to the Cefoon of the Zemindary of Henares, which I thought an infringement 
of a treaty already fuhfiflipg with him, and upon the mode by which we jhould allow Rajah 
Cheit Sing to exercife rhe management of bis Zemindary, when it had become the property ot 
the Company, quotfd in evidence again ft me when the afifoal deeds which conveyed to Cheit Sing 
his po Hellion of the Zemindary, and all the conditions on which he helcfit, were the only criteria 
by which my conduct towards him could lie tried ? The debates from which my opinions are ex¬ 
tracted are fo voluminous, and my foare in them bears fo large a proportion, that it would take 
up inuch time and argument to prove what I could prove* that in their collective and relative fenfe 


they 
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.are perfectly confident, fo far as they can apply at alt to my fuWequerit conduit ; hut were 
irdi’Kerwife, they were not to be made the rules of my conduit; and God forbid that every ex¬ 
pedition didated by the impulfe ofp relent emergency, and unpremedhtedly uttered in the heat of 
party contention, fhould impofe upon me the obligation of a fixed principle, and be applied to 
every variable occafion. 

The wifdom of the legilhture has declared, that the whole collective body of the Governor 
GeneraUnd Council fhali be bound by the opinions of the majority; but the dodlrine implied in 
your quotation of my opinion is the reverie of that obligation, if my opinions were not conform- 
able to thofe of a majority of the Board, formed on fuch concurrent opinions, ought to be quoted 
as the rules of my conduct, not the opinions which only led to them. 

Having folemuly pronounced that Rajah Cheit Sing had performed his engagements with the 
Company, and that my conduct toward hjtn was u improper and ^warrantable,** you proceed 
to fay, tliat rt fuch further refolutions as you may think proper to come to on this important 
41 fubjefl: will be communicated to us by a future conveyence.** This I cannot otherwife under- 
fhndthan as an indication of your intention to order the reiteration of Rajah Cheit Sing to the 
Zemin'dary of Benares : It will be expected, after the judgment which you have puffed, as an act of 
indifpenfibie jufiice; and whenever this promiffory declaration Is made public, as it muft be, if 
not already known, what may have been expe&ed will be regarded as a certainty, if any thing 
were wanting but the expreis notification of your intention to confirm it, the reealFof Mr. 
Markham, who was known to he the public agent of my own nomination at Benares, and the 
re-appointment of Mr, Francis Fowke, by your order, conrained in the fame letter, would place it 
beyond a doubt. This order has been obeyed; and whenever you fhali be jJleafed to order the 
reiteration of Cheit Sing, I will venture to promife the lame ready and exa£l fubmiffion in the 
other members of your council, 

Gf the confequences of fuch a policy I forbear to fpeak, Mod happily, the wretch wbofe 
hopes may be excited by the appearances in his favour, is ill qualified to avail himfelf of them, 
and the force which isftationed in the province of Benares is fufficient to fupprefs any fymptons of 
internal Edition; hut it cannot fail to create diftruft and fufpenfe Jn the minds both of the 
rulers and ofthe people, and fuch a flats is always productive of diforder. 

But it is not In this partial confijilerat ion that I dread the efFeSs of your commands; it is In 
your proclaimed indilpolition againft the fir ft executive member of your firfl government in India ; 
It is as well known to the Indian world as to the Court of Englifii proprietors, that the firfl 
declaratory inflrumeats of the difFojutlon of my influence, in the year 1774, where Mr, John 
Brifiow and Mr. Frances Fowke. By your ancient and known confliiution, the Governor has 
ever held forth and imderfiood to poffefs the oftenfible powers of government; all the corref- 
pondcnce with foreign Princes is conducted in his name; and every perfon refident with them for 
the management of your political concerns is underftood to be more efpecially his rep re Tentative, 
and of his choice: And fuch ought to be the rule; for how other wife can they truft an agent 
nominated againft the will of his principal ? or how, knowing him to a£t under the variable in- 
ftru&ions of a temporary influence, or the caf'ual dilates of a majority, can they rely on the 
men fu res which he may propofe, and which a hidden change of influence, always expected in a 
deviation from conllitutional forms, may undo, and fubjetSl them, in every mliance of their 
connection., to a continual flunfiuation of affairs r 

When the flate of this adm ini ft rat ion was fuch as feemed to admit of the appointment of Mr* 
Endow to the Refidencv of Lucknow, without much diminution of my own influence, I gladly 
feir.ed the occafion to fhew my readinefs to fuhmit your commands: 1 propofed his nomination; 
he was nom inated, and declared to be the agent of my own choice. Even this etfe£l of my caution 
is defeated by your ah fo kite command for his re appointment, independent of me, and with the 
fuppefitip that I ft)oiiId be adverfe to it, I am now wholly deprived of my official powers,-both 
in Lhe province of Oude :md in Zeminiiaty of Benares# 

Nor will the evil flop at thefe lines*—My general influence, the effe£ls of which have .been 
happily manifeilfd for the fupport of your in ter ell s, is now wholly lofi, or what may remain of 
it fuflamed only by the prelcrrpth n of long poffeffion, and feme thing perhaps of perfonal attach¬ 
ment, imprefied by the habits of frequent mtercourfe, 

I almoft fliudder at the reflexion of what might have happened at thefe denunciations again ft 
your own ininifter, in favour of a man univerfally confidered, in this part ofthe world, asjuflly 
attained for his crimes, the murderer of your fervants and foldiers, and the rebel to your au¬ 
thority, arrived two months ealier. You will learn with your common difpatchcs what difficulties

Mahdajee Scindia has had to furmount in reconciling the different members of the Mahratta State 
to the ratification, and even when ratified, to the,interchange of the duty included by him in 
May lad with this government. I dare to appeal even to your judgment for the reply; ami to 
alk, whetner the minifters of the Pefiivva, poffeffwg the knowledge offucli a circumllanc would 
not have availed therofelves of it to withold tlieir confent to the treaty, either claiming to include 
C'heit Sing as a party in it, or either overtly or fee retly fupporting his pretentions, with r.he view 
of multiplying our difficulties; or, which is moll probable, waiting for the event of that change 
in the fuperior government of Bengal, with fuch I'ymptoms portended, before they precipitated 
tlieir interell in a connection with a declining influence, which they might obvioully conclude 
would render this, with all its other a£ts, obnoxious to that which fucceeded it ? 

Their counterpart of the treaty is ratified, and ip oura&ual poffsilion ; and fuch is the chirafter 
of the inan whom we have made our principal guarrantee ot it, that it will infure us againfl any 
change of fentiment which might arife, from any caufe, in the breads of Ins countrymen. I am 
-happy in having been the foie niflrument of the accomplilhinent of fo great an event. It origin¬ 
ated in a feene ofuniverfal revolt, encompaffing my own perfon; it began with the immediate 
reparation of thefiril power of the Mahratta Hate from the general war, and was followed by the 
jnftant and general collation of iioflilitieS, in effistt by a permanent peace; for I have a rjght now 
to affirm this, having pofitively affined you r.hat it would prove fuch, while the format con¬ 
firmation it remained fo long in a Hate of fufpeufe. In every progreffive flats of it, it has met 
with obftrudtions which might have difeouraged evten tire molt determined perfeverence; in the 
known indifpofition of the Prefiden;y of Bombay ; in the calamities of the carnatlc ; in tlv. alarm¬ 
ing interference of the Prefidmt and feledt committee of hurt St. George, by the exaggerated 
portrait of their affairs in a letter addreffed to our minider, and fent in emulation through tits 
midil of Decan and Indodan, entreating liim at all events, and with whatever facridces, to pre¬ 
cipitate the conclulion of the treaty, and fa ve them from definition; but above all, in the ve¬ 
hement exclamations for peace from men of every defeription in Great Britain, to all thefo 
counteraaions I have oppofed the principle of firmnefs and defiance; and, aided by the peculiar 
talents, warinefs, and incomparable perleverence ot Mr. David dlnderfon, I have at length 
brought my wilhesand yours to their ddlineti point. Perhaps, with a Ids able minifltr, I might 
vet have tailed; but even the merits of his fervices I claim as my own; for it was my choice 
which called his mind into a&ion, and my confidence that gave it its bed execution. Pardon, 
Honourable Sirs, this degrefiive exultation ; I cannot fupprefs the pride which J feci in tins fuo- 
cefsful achievement ofa meafpre fo fortunate for your interells and the national honour; for that pride 
is the fource of mv zeal fo frequently exerted in your luppt rt, and never more happily than in thole 
itsdances in which I have departed from the preferibed and beaten path ot action, and affiuned a 
reVponfibilitv which has too frequently drawn on me the moft pointed effects of your difplealure. 
But however 1 may yield to mv private feelings in thus enlarging on the fubject, my motive in 
introducing it was immediately connected with its context, and was to contrail the adtual dale 
of your political affairs, derived from a happier influer.ee, with that which might have attended 
an earlier diflblution of it. 

It is now a complete period of eleven years fince I firft received the iirll nominal charge of your 
affairs; in the courfe of it i hive invariably had to contend, nor with ordinary difficulties, hot 
fuch as mod unnaturally arbfe from the oppotition of thofc very powers from which l pnmanly 
derived my authority, and which were required for the fupport of it. My exertions, though 
applied to an unvaried and confident line of adlion, have been occaflonul and diffultory , yet 1 
pleafe mvfelf with the hope, that in the annals of your dominion, which (hall be written after 
the extinction of recent prejudices, this term of its adminiftration will appear not the lead con¬ 
ducive to the interells of the Company, norths haft rcffeStive of the honour of the Britifh name; 
and allow me to l'uggeil the inilru&ive refledlion of what good might have been done, and what 
evil prevented, had" due fupport been given to that adminiflration which has performed tucli 
eminent and fubftantial fervices Without it. , 

You, Honourable Sirs, can at ted the patience and temper with which 1 have fubmirted to all 
the indignities which have been heaped upon me in this long fervice. It was the duty of fidelity, 
which l effentially owed to it; it was the return of gratitude, which i owed, even with tho 
facrifice of life, had that been exacted, tothe Company,"mv original matters, and moll indulgent 
patrons. To'thefe principles ltnve l devoted every private foiling, and perfevered in the violent 
maintenance of my office, becaufe 1 was confcicms that 1 pofoffed, in my integrity, and in the 
advantages of local knowledge, thofe means of difehargirtg the functions of it with credit to 
mvfelf, and wijlvadvantages to my employers, which might be wanting in more iplendid talents; 
and becaufe 1 had always a ground of hope, that my long fuiYeraftce wouhl difarm the prejudices 
of my adverfaries, or the rotation of time produce that concurrence in the crifis of your fortune 
with mv own, which might place me in the fituation to which I afpired. In the mean time, 
Vcl. IV. 4 N . there 
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tliere was nothing in any &6tual ftatcof your affitirs, which could difcountge me from the profe- 
Clifton of this plan* There was indeed au interval, and that of fome duration, in which my 
authority was wholly deftmyed; but another was fubftituted in its place, mid that, * though 
irregular, was armed with the public belief of an influence in vifibly upholding it, which gave it 
a vigour fcarce lefs effectual than that of a conintutional power. Bolides, your government 
had no external dangers to agitate and difeover the loofenels of its com-poficion* 


The cafe is now moft widely different,—While your exigence was threatened by wars with the 
mofl formidable powers of Europe, added to your Indian enemies, and while you confeffediy 
owed its prefervation to the featbnable and vigorous exertions of this government, you chofe that 
feaibti to annihilate its conftitutiona! powers. You annihilated the influence of its executive 
member;-—you proclaimed its annihilation; you virtually called on his afibciates to withdraw 
their fupporf from him, a^d they have withdrawn it; hut you have fubftituted no other in* 
ftniment of rule in his llead^ unlefs you may fuppofe that it may exift, and can he’efFe£fcunl!y 
exercifed, in the body of your council at large, poffefllng no power of motion, but an ineit fob- 
jnlflion to the letter of your commands; which, however ncceflary in the wife intention of the 
Ieg ifl attire, have never yet been applied to the eftablifliment of any original plan or fyftem of 
mea lures; and fbldoin felt, but in in fiances of perianal favour, or p^rfonal difpleafbre* 

Under fucli a fituxtion, I feel myfelf impelled, by the fame fpirit vvhidihas hitherto animated 
me, to retain my poll again ft all the attempts made to extrude me from it, to adopt the contrary 
line.—The feafon for contention is pa ft,—The prefent ftnte of affairs is not able to hear it.— 1 am 
morally certain that my fucceffor in this government, whoever he may be, will be allowed to 
poflefs and exercile the neceffary powers of his ftation, with the confidence and fupport of thofe 
who by their choice of him will be interfiled in his fuccefs. J am become a burthen to the 
lervice, and would inftantiy relieve it from the incumbrance, were I not apprehenfive of creating 
worfe con Sequences by my pbrupt removal from it. Such an a£t would probably be confidered 
by Mahdajee Scmdia as a defertion of him in the in ft ant of Ins accompilftiment of the treaty, 
and defeat the purpofes of it, which remain yet to be effected by his agency, I am alio perfuaded, 
that it would be attended with the lofs of the Commander in Chief, in whole prefence alone I look 
for the reiteration of peace to the Carnatic, winch he perhaps would think too hazardous In under¬ 
taking, with no other fiupport than that of a broken government.—I have now no wifii remain¬ 
ing, but to fee the dole of this calamitous feene, and for that I hope a few months will be fuf- 
ficient,—My fervices may afterwards be fafdy withdrawn; but will ftili be due, in my con¬ 
ception of what 1 owe to my firft conftituems, until they can be regularly (applied by thofe of 
my appointed fuceeftbr, or until his fuocefSon (hull have been made known, and the interval but 
fixert for his arrival. 


It therefore remains to perform the duty winch I had aligned to myfelf as the final purpofe of 
this letter, to declare, as I now moll folemnly do, that it is my dehre that you will he pleafed 
to obtain the early nomination of a perfon to fucceed me in the government or Port William ;— 
to decide, that it is my intention to refign your fer vice, as foon as I can do it without prejudice 
to your affairs, after the allowance of a competent time for your choice of a perfon to fucceed 
me;—and to declare, that if in the intermediate time you ftiallproceed to order the re iteration of 
Coheir Sing to the Zemlmlary, from which, by the powers which I legally poffeilbd, fand conceive 
myfelf legal ly bound to^afiert, again ft any fub-fequent authority to the contrary, derived from the 
lame common fource, he was depoled for crimes of the greateft enormity, and your council fhaiI 
rdblve to execute the order, I will inftantly give up my llation and the fervice* 

To thefe ded a rat ions, fufter me to add this refervatton, that if in the mean time the acts of 
which l complain fbali, on a mature revilion of them, be revoked, and I ftiall find myfelf pofleffqd 
of Inch a degrefeof your confidence as fhaU enable me to fnpport the duties of niv ftation. I'wilt 
continue In it until the peace of all your polTefitens filed! be lettered, or it fliall be yourplealure 
to allow me to reilgn it,

R ESOL YEl), |'ft* Hi at it appears to this Court, that on the death of Snjah Dowlah in 
177^, a treaty was made by his fucedJbr, by which the Zemindary of Bom res, with its depen¬ 
dencies, was ceded in perpetuity to the Eafl India Company. 

Refoiredy 2d, That it appears to this Court, that Rajah Cjkeyt Ping was confirmed by the 
Governor General and Council of Bengal in the management of the (bid Zemhdary (iiibjf R

The Court of Directors having thought proper, after the moll mature deli Iteration, to eoine 
to funtlry refolutions refpedli ng the condu£t of the Governor General ot Bengal towards 
Cheyte Sing, the Rajah of Benares, the fame were transmitted to the Governor General 
and Council, wirhfeveral prefatory paragraphs* Thefe refolutions have produced a very 
extraordinary reply on the part of the Governor General, denying, in the 1110ft poStive 
terms, the exigence of the fails on which they were founded* 

As the Governor General has forborne u to detail the proofs of thefe denials,” not with/find¬ 
ing hb opinion, u that a'Ample denial of them would not be fufficient,” his letter would 
probably have remained unnoticed* had not the zeal of his friends, by printing and circulating 
it, forced it upon the public attention, A letter calculated to bring contempt, as well as an 
odium on the Court of DirciSlors, for their conduct on this occafion. 

This fiep, taken by Mr, Haftings’s friends, makes it itecefAiry, in vindication of the comtuft 
of the Court of Dire£tors, to bring forward fuch obler vat Ions as nacu rally occur on the various 
aflertions contained in the Governor General’s letter; and in order to remove any unfavourable 
inipreifious which it may have made on the minds of the public. 

The printed letter above mentioned, is preceded by extradls from the Company’s general letter 
to Bengal, dated the 28th of Augult 1782; at the conclufion of which extracts is added the 
following note or memorandum.

The Rajah of Benares, from the fituation of his country, which is a frontlet both /o theft'#- 
4< vincii o/Oude and Bahar , may be made a ferviceable ally to the Company, whenever tft dr ah

iL pledging its FAITH, that no encroachments fhall trvvr be made on his right by the Company” 

Obfervation upon the feccnd Propofition* 

u I propofe this article with fome relufiance, as contrary to my idea of the right of die Nabob 
Ci of Onde, in virtue of his agreement originally formed between his father and the Company; 

but it is conformable to the principle adopted by the Board in the refolutiems * palled inis 
u morning, anti may perhaps be obtained without much qppofit ion from the Nabob; at the lame 
tc time that it contributes to fix the independency of the Zcmindary oj Benares on the mofi -permanent 
u foundation” 

Thofe various written opinions were ordered to lie for the eonfideration of the Board. 


Before it is ftated what werq the final refactions of the Board upon tins important [ubje£t, it 
is neceffhry to remark, that the ellnbhfhing the indipenddnef 6 f the Rajah of penares (whether he 
was to hold his country under the Sovereignty of the Vizier, Or fh£ Company, or bbth) was a 
point in which there was no difference of opinion. It was a great political arrangement. A mere 
glance at the map will at oncefhew thewifdom of (rich a policy, and how much it was for the 
good of the Company to bind the Rajah to their intere'fts* on conditions that were not to h altered 
0 r varied , 

That all thefe opinions might be duly weighed by every member, the Board did not re'fumelh* 
coniideration of them till the qd of March. In the intermediate (pace, rlie Governor General and 
Council wrote to the Court of Directors, on the 24th of February, that as the fubjedl then, un¬ 
der con fideratlon was l< of great magnitude and importance, they had ehofbn to enter upon it in 
“ council, with all the deliberation'vjhkh it requires^ u The ideas of the d life rent members, 1 ' 
<c (lay they) will appear in fome of their confutations ; they are not given in as con- 

c In five opinions, but as fentiments fubje£t to be can va£ed, modified, and corrbaed, and

tfc unpremeditated!)' tan red in the heat of party contention™ And their I'ubfequent letter to the Court 
of the 24th MafcH, fay, u The fubjeft was agitated jn council with every degree of attention and 
u cirmmfantial difeu/pon which irs confaquencedemamledd* 

On the 3d of March, 1^75* as has been before obferved, the Board refumed the con&deratioti 
of the fepnrate minutes delivered in by each member on the 13th February* And among other 
leading points, rdativeto the propbfed treaty with the young Vizier, the Governor General pro- 
pofed the following queilion ; 

ftf Whether it fhall be made a condition of the new treaty, that Rajah Cheyt Sing fhall cxercife 
u a free and independent cuiihot ity in bis dominions) hibjedt only to rhe payment of his tribute!"

Heje iso folenm refoliition of the Board, with only one diiTentienf voice, that Rajah Chevt 
.Sing flxoold exerpife a free and independent authority in his own dominions fubje£t only to the pay 
went of bn tribute. And on the 24th of the fame month, the Board actju.unted the Court 6f 
.Directors with their having* refolved, “ 1 hat the Rajah of Gauzepoor jfhould he rendered totally 
<( independent , and be left to exeicile a free authority in his own dominions, fubjedfc only to the 
iC payment of his tribute” 

» 

The general terms upon which Cheyt Sing was to hold his Zeininclary, whether under the f«>- 
ye reign CV of the Vizier, or the Company, or both, being thus fettled, the next, queftion propped 
by the Governor General was as follows: 

u Whether it {hall be made an article in the treaty, that, in confi deration of the engagements 
to be entered into by this Government, to guarantee the pofleflions of the Nabob of Oude, as be- 
fore refolved, he (hall cede and make over to the Company the whole, or any part of the ti i- 
u bute due from the Zeminclary of Gauzepoor ?” 

And the feveral members of the Board having given their opinions thereon, it was refolved, 
“ That a demand he made (of the Vizier) for the tribute of Gauzepoor, but that it be not cou- 
“ fidered an abioluceand ipidifpenfable article in the negotiation wjth the Nabob.” 

On confultation the 8th March,? s entered another minute of Mr. Francis upon this bufinefs* 
jin which is the following claufe : 

" In agreeing to the propofed independency of the Rajah of Benares, my meaning was to adhere 
i( ftrfetly to the 3d paragraph of my minute of the 13th of February, The Zemindary may be 
<l perpetuated in his family, on fixed and unalterable conditions . The conditions 1 propofed tend 
cc to fecure us a great acceffion of revenue, without any acceflion of territory. It is highly for 
** his own advantage to be confidered ns a vaffal of the fovereign of thefe kingdoms, holding a 
14 great hereditary fief by a fixed tenure , and acknowledging the fovereign of Bengal and Bahar to 
“ be his Lord paramount.” 

At length th * new treaty with the \fozicr was finally fettled ; by the 5th article of which the 
Jovercignty of Benares, and its dependencies , was ceded in perpetuity to the Company* 

The fovereignty of Benares being thus transferred to the Company* the Governor General, on 
the 12th June 1775, laid before the Board the following minute and observations for their confide- 
ration, with this preface : 

<€ The fovereignty of the Zemindary of Benares, and its dependencies, having been ceded in 
€( perpetuity to the Honourable Company, by the 5th art icle of the treaty lately formed with the 
“ Nabob Afoph ulDowIah, it becomes immediately neceflary to determine in what manner this 
right fhall be exercifed, and the regular payment of the revenue due from the Rajah fecured.” 

The Governor General then moved, “ That this fubjeft be taken into the confideration of the 
t( Board; and fubinits to their corredlion and approval, the following plan of fettJement with 
l( Rajah Cheyt* Sins;, to be oblerved until the plea lure of the Company refpe&ing it fhall he known ; 
ii <k?chr!r r his readmefe to ucquiefee in any other which may he propofed, on terms by which 
c * more WK.*£luaI plbvifion may be made for the Jntereft of the Company, without an encroachment 
n on the'juf: rights of the Rajah , or tlx engagement ailually fubffling with him* 1 

Before, the recital of the Governor Genet^Fs plan of fettlement, it is neceffary to remark, that 
though the ovcrdgnty of Cheyt Sing’s territories was removed into other hands, yet his known 
and {jlablijhcd rights inthofe territories had undergone no change whatever* They are here ac¬ 
knowledged to exit! in as full and coiripleat a manner as when the Vizier was his fovereign, and 


the 



the fubfiftirjg engagements are allowed to remain in full Force and virtue. The nature ofthofe jysjt 
right fj and the actual extent of thofe engagements, here recognized by the Governor General, may 
be afeertained by the feveral mftnme'lits already referred to, and by the Ctfflftru^ion put thereon 
by the Governor General, in his feveral interferences to prevent more being taken from the 
Rajah than the amount of his tribute. 

But to proceed in the recital of the Governor GeneraFs proportions, with his observations 
thereon.

Such were, in general, the terms on which ‘Rajah Cheyt Sing was to hold his Zemin/ary, and 
by a faithful adherence to which, on his part, the Company were bound to abide bv them on 
theirs. 


Some fubftquent .arrangements were made for ascertaining the exad.! amount of his‘tribute, which 
was finally fettled at ficca rupees 22,66.18c, and the royalties of the mint, of the admimilration 
ofjuiUce, and of the police, were afterwards fettled upon him. 

But Mr* Haft logs is by no means willing to conftnt, that, in In examination of the rights and 
privileges which weit? po/Iefftd by the Rajah, any reference fhould he made to the i.il't rumen ts 
which palled bjtweei) him and Sujah ! )owlah in 1770, and to thoft of 1773, between the Rajah, 
the Vizier, and the Company, previous to the fovereignty of Benares being transferred to the lat¬ 
ter; cr to the opinions of che 4 ftveral members, and the refolutions of the Board in confluence, 
which were taken fiiWtqueht to fuch transfer; or to the ftlemn declarations which were made to 
the Rajah on his inveftiture. He willies thefe to he buried in oblivion, anil only deiires to. apply 
to the deeds which p.o/ftd in conference of thoft refolutions, and has accordingly pointed out tfie 
<;th nnd following pages 6f his narrative, printed in Calcutta, in which reference is made to the 
Sunnud, the Potcah, and the Caboolcat, dated the 15th April z7 76, 

But before we proceed to fpeak of thoft deeds, ever/ orte would naturally fuppoft that they oon- 
tained the fubrtance of the Board’s nefb'ut ions, which were to ferve as inftru&iom to thole em¬ 
ployed in preparing the deeds; otherwife the deliberations of the Board were a-mere (blest tu 
rflockrry; or the Sunnuds might as well have been made out immediately on the. treaty being con¬ 
cluded with Afoph uIDowlah, and the terms of theft Sunnuds left for future difeuflion. 


That it was at one time the intention of the Board to make the Sunnuds accord with their own 
refoluri .i.s, as they ought to have done, appears evidently froth the following minute of Council, 
26th l ebruary j 776. 

u Ordered, That the Secretary Jo prepare si draft of ftparnte Sunnuds for the Zemindary arid

It is therefore plain, not only from the reufon oft the thing, but from the Board’s own fehfe of 
the matter, iliat the written deeds ought to have contained the precffe terms on which it was 
agreed that Chejt Sing fetfuld hold bis Zemifidary; and the refoluiions of die Boards and the bun- 
nud, fiiould'have been, asnearly as poffible> countfeivparts of each other*

Why, therefore, thedeptfs .^nWaWefto^ltiSi refejutioirs; why they even foil 

ftiort of the Sunnuds granted to the Rajah by the Vizier, to which the Company was the gua¬ 
rantee, notwithft.mdmg the avowed policy of the .Bengal government, to render him more mje- 
ptmtfem than he was before, AdifticuJi to conceive* 

As the Governor Generis r arrarive has been long fince in the hands of the public, where the 
Sunmids, &c. hy which Cbeyf Sing held his Znmmhry, are fed to bo contained* it h neceifory, 
in this place, to compare them with thole held by the Rajah under the Vizier*

Having pointed oat thefe variation^ it is ncceffiry to anfwer an obj &ion ? that, to the unin¬ 
formed, teems naturally to strife <nit of the fuhjeCl, viz* That though the, (pii ir of the feveral re- 
iblucionsof die Board U net incorporated with the actual deeds, as it ought to fo've been ; yet, as. 
Cheyt Sing was ignorant of thole telbSutions, he was bound hy the terms of the Sunnuds, after 
he had accepted rheni, notwith Handing their deviation from the genuine intent and mean trig oi 
the Council, as expired in thole reibiutiunn*

i 11ft ruling their Relident to make the beforc-going rn- 
pwf-ntaTron r'thcv tefohed that a letter Ihoutd be written by the Governor General himlelf, to 
k yah Cheyt Sing, to be delivered to Mr. Fowke, the Relident, with his credentials. 


The following is ex trailed from it. 

“ The Board being willing to continue the grant of the Zemindary to you, in as full and amps 
* a manner as you pffifid it from the firmer fivereigns, and upon tin- fame terms, on your paying tie 
*f annual tribute, G’c.” 

This letter alfo mentions, that Sunnuds for the grant of the mint and catwalk' would ha here- 
aftcr tranlinitced: and concludes, “ the other fources from which the Nabob of Oude drew a re- 
“'venue, will alio he granted you, that you may poflefs an unconireuhd and free authority i/tibete- 
<1 guhitlon ami government of your own Zemindary.’ 

It will plainly,-be fern, that thafe letters were written in the very fpirk of the re foliations of the 
Board. * Indeed, thole refolution* were afterwards confidered by Mr. Francis (Gonlultatiow sbt.J 
o 1 'September 1778) as “ the voluntary and fundamental engagements c.f the government itjilf, 1 his 
« Board was ahead v hound to the Rajah by certainadit of their own." But with regard to the ori¬ 
ginal inftruments which paffed between the Rajah and the Company, it is ±t»po£&bJe to lav whe¬ 
ther they did, or-did not, accord with tbofe refolucicms. 

The deeds which Mr. Raftings has produced in his narrative, are dated the 15th of April 
1776, and made out in eortfequence of the fovereignty of the mint and cutwaily being vetted m 
theRa'ah; whereas the original ones, % the Zemimhry were figned by the Board on the 4H1 ot 
%t j 7 7<; as appears by the following minute of Council on that day, made m consequence ot 
an information from the Secretary, that he had prepared the Sunnuds for Rajah Cheyt Sing*

The imnoflihilitv of the Court's referring to the original deeds which palled at the fottiement of 
the Zemindary on Un.ah Cheyt Bing being 1 1 early jhewn, as well as the probability »har thole 
deeds were ft mil nr to what he received from the Vizier; wefltall proceed to- ohlerve on the new 
Sunmuls, which were pnd'ed foveral months after thefottlementand inveftitufo in 177,9.

The Rajah, notwithfinding the pofitive terms of the lafl-redted letter, was yet unwilling to 
believe, that the " faith, religion, />* tmifts, and athons, on which he had placed io muen >. 
pen dr nee, would all of them prove of no avail. He accordingly Mdreiled another letter to Mr. 
Hafttegs, which was received the 20th of September, and of which the following is a copy . 

« Everv two or thrte days, I am called upon to pay five lacks of rupees; your gracious letter 
« on this fufijedf, honoured me by its arrival; I havedifpatched an areec in antwer, which wm 
«« have been prefehted to ycu. in obedience to your order, Haft year, by every means, and

Here the Governor General is again charged with a dire ft breach oj prsmije to the Rajah. Mr. 
Haft-inreplied to this on the z$&, repeating tire threat ot lending troops luto Hs couotry hut 
joking ho notice, as before, of the repeated charge ot having broken his word with the Rajah.

But how different were Mr. Hading*'* Ideas of policy andjuftice at a former period, which has 
been already referred to, when he would not hitter the ViMer to « dilpoffeh the Rajali of the 
“ torts of Luteefgur and Ridgygur, and take from him ten lacks of rupees f’ At that time the 
Governor General was convinced “that the Rajah’s inheritance , and perhaps his life, were no

The demand of 17So was dffeharged by the xSth of October; and whoever reads the charges 
brought again ft the Rajah, as contained hi the Governor General's fir ft letter to hiixJJf after li is 
arrival ;it Ben a rep, which is printed in the Narrative, mu ft be convinced that they were cbiirij? 
refuted by the Rajah* $ anfwer. 

As to the third refolution of the Court of Dire&crs, it was merely x refutation of fa££, found¬ 
ed pn the .proceedings- of the Bengal Government, In July 1775, and went to i hew rise independency 
of the- Rajah's fktUffttpiT* The following paflage a therefore*, m the. Governor General h letter, 
■feems utterly unintelligible*

Though it h no where n(leited in the refections of the Court of Directors, that Cheyt Sing 
was a native prince of India, yet it may not be improper to obferv^, that, with regard to Cheyt 
Smgks pmPgdlbr, Bui want Sing, who is here called u a cdfchhrf it has already been fhewn, 
that for the powerful military a/fid;ince which be afforded Hie Company in the war with Sujuh 
j)owIvdi, Mr Haftings was, m 1773, empowered to renew, in behalf of Rajah Cheyt Sing, the 
iiipulation which was formerly made with the Vizier in tivoiir of the father. And in a letter 
from Rajah Shicabroy, w hich is entered upon the Bengal Cnuftdrmion of the 21ft of November, 
1764, Bui want Sing is called, a u perfm f high rank, and the Zmindar of a frontier country?' 

With refpe£t to Chevt Sing, Mr* Hidings himftlf has called the Zeraindary u his inherited v. v
